It Isn't advisable to start a dally this 
college year. It the proper support 
is given, a four-page live-column daily 
paper will be published next year.

And more than 200 
subscribers, in arrears, have been cut 
off during that time.

Will lime Charge Children Welfare 

llureiiii at University of Kan*a*. 

William A. McKeever, formerly pro- 
lessor of philosophy at Kansas State,! 
took charge of the bureau of child: 
welfare nt the 1'nlverslty of Kansas' 
last week. 

The work of the bureau, says the 
lially Kan sun, will tie conducted along 
the same line as the extension depart- 
ment. The Cnivorsity of Kansas is 
the first school to establish a bureau 
of this kind. 

"The new work in child welfare will 
proceed along the following definite 
lines," said Professor McKeever: 
"First to assist in the formation of 
mothor'B clubs, paront-teachor asso- 
ciations, and other clubs of a similar 
nature: second, to assist In the estab- 
lishment and administration of mu- 
nicipal playgrounds, or neighborhood 
! lay-centers; third, to organize for the 
city boys of the state, vacation classes 
In gardening, carpentry and other In- 
dustries: fourth, to give suggestions 
and encouragement looking toward the

An examination Is announced for 
March U-12. 1911. In all of the prin- 
cipal cities of the Culled States, for 
securing a list of eliglbles from which 
to mnlse selections to fill positions in 
the Philippine teaching service. 

The places to which those appointed 
will be gttdgMd are: for men, super- 
visors of school districts, teachers of 
ICngliah, mathematics, history, science 
manual training, agriculture; for wo- 
men, teachers of domestic science and 
home economy. 

The en trnn en inlary of the majority 
of male appointees Is $1,200 the an- 
num and expenses to the Islands paid 
by thi government, with eligibility for 
promotion up to $2.0(10 as teacher, and 
up to 1 8,00(1 as superintendent. 

This is the last examination of the 
present school year and those appoint- 
ed Will be expected to sail for Manila 
within the next few months, ready for 
the opening of the new school year.

STUDY EXPORT FOOD STUFFS. 

(internment Has limit* Abroad liet- 
t in t Information far Producer*. 

Tho bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce of the department of com- 
merce has opened an office In the 
citstom house. New York, and will 
shortly open office* in Chtcago. New 
Orleans and San Francisco. An ex- 
perienced menihei of the staff of the 
bureau will lie in charge in each city 
tor the purpose cf giving Information 
concerning the work of the bureau 
and to assist merchants and manufac- 
turers In the development of foreign 
tindc. The publications of the bureau 
will be on file and these offices will 
he made sources of Information and 
assistance to all desiring to cultivate 
export tin sin ess. 

Another feature of the work of the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com- 
n erca which haft Interest for the busi- 
ness world Is that Its commercial 
agents on their return to America will 
attend trade conferences or conven- 
tions of persons or organizations In- 
terested In special lines of investiga- 
tion, In order that they may personally 
inform manufacturers and merchants 
nl the result of their studies in the for- 
eign field concerning their own lines

Th? all-victorious Nebraska Corn- 
huskers, who triumphed over the Min- 
nesota (lophers and the Iowa Hawk- 
eyes and annexed Missouri Valley con- 
'creace championship for the season 
or 1313. did not achieve all of their 
tuccE«sea on the gridiron. The Ne- 
braska season waa as much a triumph 
financially as athletically. In total re- 
telpts and in the measure of tho cash 
nalance remalnliiT after all expenses 
are paid, the can pnign of 1!il3 sets a 
new hl;:h mark In Nebraska fool ball. 

The statement prepared by (lay K. 
l.eed, manager of athletics at Nebras- 
ka, und certified to by Treasurer Wil- 
liams, discloses that the total football 
receipts from all games — six at Lin- 
coln and two abroad, (ho latter at 
t awrence, Kans., and Ames, la.— 
lucked but little of mounting to ?80,- 
000, Compared with the season of 1812 
I he recent campaign netted n truly 
uolden harvest, for the IS 12 totnl was 
I arcly over 117,000. 

While Nebraska trounced Minnesota 
'in Nebraska Field, the Gopher man- 
age men t took down more than $5,000 
as its share of the net receipts. The 
1'iwu-Ncbraska game, also played in 
Lincoln, was a money maker, the 
share of each manapeetnnt being more 
than 13,700. The Cornhuskcrs like- 
wise profited handsomely from the 
Kansas g!>me In Lawrence, the net re 
ceipls amounting to over |3,S00 to 
each team. 

On Ihc $2!>,94fl.T9 total, the expenses 
,s mounted to *f22,li93.0!t, leaving a bal- 
ance jf fS,9~i6.70 In the athletic treas- 
ury.

This Is natural, for the 
eggs are manufactured In the back 
part of the body, and the hen that has 
several eggs growing at once needs 
the room. At the same time, the heal- 
thy, vigorous layer la going to have 
her toe nails worn off nearly down 
to the quick, because when she isn't 
on the nest she is hustling for some- 
thing out of which to make more eggs. 
Right in this same connection you can 
put it down that the two or three hens 
that are still scratching around alter 
the sun has gone down and all the 
other hens are on the roost, are the 
ones that will give the largest rec- 
ords. If you but go to the trouble of 
trapnestlng. They are in constant need 
of raw material to make the finished 
product, eggs.

Thnt I* the Average Record For One 
Tear. 

The average hen lays only seventy- 
five eggs a year. These seventy-five 
eggs, at the average price, would be 
worth a little more than a dollar. At 
the present price of feed, It costs all 
of a dollar and a half to feed a hen 
for a year. Hence, the margin, said 
W. A. Upplncott, professor of poul- 
try husbandry at the Kansas Agricul- 
tural college, recently, appears on the 
wrong side of the ledger. 

"It means that men who expect to 
make money In egg production i.nist. 
select for layers hens that are above 
the average." Professor Llpplncott 
said. "In almost every other line of 
stock, selection is being carefully car- 
ried on. The breeders of cattle arts 
swine have for years beeii improving 
their stock so as to meet the needs of 
the consumers. The dairyman dally 
weighs the milk of each Individual cow 
to determine which cows are returning 
a profit and which are falling to pay 
tbelr board. But the farm hen la go- 
ing unnoticed. 

"There are several difficulties that 
surround the selection of high-pro- 
ducing hens. The individuals are 
small. Their production, compared 
with cows, for Instance, is also small. 
The standard profit per year per hen 
is somewhere around one dollar. One 
cannot spend a great deal of time no 
each Individual hen. So that from a 
general' farmer's standpoint, trap neats 
the one accurate way of getting at 
the big layers, are out of the question. 
The fact that the ind-.vlduals are so 
small aiao makes It difficult for even 
those who have given the matter Con-

First I'ermeri Attempt an Entrance to 

the 1*14 Class Meeting In Old 

Chapel— Prwldeat Waters 

Rescues Them. 



TRAIN GERMAN STUDENTS. 



The seniors hold their class meet- 
ing In the old chapel every Thuradaj 
morning at 10 o'clock. The short 
course students In agriculture have 
many of their lectures tn the old 
chapel. The seniors assembled (or 
meeting Thursday morning as usual. 
The main hall wsa filled with snort 
termers who thought their rights were 
being trampled. They had planned to 
hold a meeting In the old chapel and 
thought the upper classmen were 
usurping their privileges. 

Three husky "short horns," braver 
and more fool hardy than the rest, 
appeared at the north door of the old 
chapel and asked admittance. W. D. 
Cusic. senior, and guard on the 1913 
varsity football team, told them their 
presence wasn't required. This added 
more chagrin, wrath, and numbers to 
the "short born" delegation. A few 
seconds later a crowd of them at- 
tempted to rush the senior meeting. 
Cuslc spilled those tn the door with a 
flying tackle. Becoming braver the 
entire mob of short courses ran for 
the doors. By this time all the men 
of the senior class had rushed to the 
aid or Cuslc. 

The short course students put up 
a stiff (Uht against the seniors, but 
were unable to get In the meeting. 
The seniors forced the doors shut, 
put out guards, and continued with 
their meeting. They felt It was noth- 
ing of which to be proud to clash 
with the first termers. It hurt their 
dignity. 

President Waters heard the tumult, 
and carre out In main hall. He mount- 
ed a table, from which the young 
women of the V. W, had been selling 
sandwiches, and soothed the offended 
feelings of the elected short homers 
with the promise of a large and com- 
fortable room for their meetings in 
the future. 

The din abated. Main hall changed 
from a swirling. Jamming, hooting, 
maelstrom of students, to Its normal 
condition during the chapel hour 
"iqueese." 



So Thinks President Hill of the 1 ni- 

verslty of Missouri. 

"The average student In Germany 
goes to the university about two 
years ahead of the American fresh- 
man In training, although both are 
about the same age," said President 
A. Ross Hill, recently. 

President Hill talked at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri chapel, says the 
Bally Mlesourtan, on his recent ex- 
perience tn Europe, He dwelt par- 
ticular! yon the differences between 
German and American universities, 
the general system of education and 
the difference In the attitude of stu- 
dent*. 

"We conduct a university In Amer 
ica more like a high school than they 
do In Germany. At the University of 
Munich, students attend lectures as 
they wtsh, there are no examinations 
st the close of each half-year and a 
student may even go home early be- 
fore a holiday. On the other hand 
the student receives no credit from 
semester tn semester. He may work 
for a degree, or he may not, as he 
wishes. 

"This freedom is not much abused 
However, certain problems are aris- 
ing out of these methods that would 
be called lax In America. The prob- 
lem of women in the universities and 
the problem of sdm ! j8slon require- 
ments are especially perplexing." 

Boctor Hill remarked on the lack 
of college spirit In the German uni- 
versities. There Is no organised yell- 
ing. The chief difference in the life 
of etii dents In Germany from that of 
the students here seemed to he thnt 
the Gorman student had less individ- 
ualism and more Individuality than 
bis American cousin. In dress and 
manners the Germans show a free- 
dom from the restraint of conven- 
tion that Is surprising to the average 
American.

The enrollment of Kansas State 
for the current college year has pass- 
ed the 3000 mark. Many persona 
thought that the dry weather Kansas 
experienced lost summer, and the 
raising of the freshman entrance re- 
quirement to 15 Carnegie units would 
cut down the enrollment for this year. 
The opposite has been true. 

Jessie McD. Macblr, registrar, re- 
ports 27 00 students lia v e enrolled 
since the beginning ot the fall quar- 
ter. Added to this Is the summer 
school enrollment of 370 making a 
total of 3070. The college year be- 
gins with summer school and ends in 
June. The total enrollment last year 
iv as £i23. The present enrollment 
shows an Increase over last year of 
142. 

The Increase In the college proper 
la larger than the figures indicate. 
The number of students In the farm- 
ers short course this year is 212 as 
compared with 288 last year. Five 
hundred ten students are enrolled in 
the school of agriculture. Last year 
Ml students were enrolled In the 
sub-freshman courses. The sub- 
freshman courses were discontinued 
at the beginning of the fall quarter 
when the freshman entrance was rais- 
ed to IS units.

Student Farmers Attempt Such a 
Pnitit at H»> Normal. 
The young men and young women 
at the Hays State Normal who ex- 
pect to work their way through scuuu. 
on the small BtaU > farms at the In- 
stitution must pas's competitive ex- 
aminations. This Is the plan an- 
nounced by W. A. Lewis, principal ot 
the school, who has said that be ex- 
pects the students next summer to 
make the state farm land yield a 
gross revenue of 1500 an acre. He 
in now working out plans for select- 
ing the students who may take over 
the state land for the season. 

"I figure that three acres will sup- 
port five students through the school, 
three young men to handle the farm 
work and two young women to pre- 
pare the product for the market," 
said Professor Lewis, "We do not 
propose to let any young man or 
young woman who wants to do this 
work to take It np when there are 
deserving men and women who want 
an education but can not get It. 1 
am going to try to work out a oom- 
pctltivs examination plan for those 
who will handle this work and not 
attempt to pick the young men and 
young women from the general school 
lists. 

"The state Is going to rent an acre 
of land to each of the young men, 
rurnlsh them with water for irriga- 
tion and the necessary tools for work- 
ing the ground and expert supervi- 
sion. The same plan will be follow- 
ed with the young women who will 
prepare the products for the market."

Tells Them Cattle Will Be Used to 
Convert Hoathagn Into Meat 

W. A Cocbel, professor of animal 
husbandry, read a paper on "Rough- 
age tn Beef Production,'' before the 
members of the Kansas Improved 
Live Stock Breeders association at 
Topeka. 

Professor Cocbel said In part: "It 
Is probable that increased population 
In the next few years will have a 
material Influence upon the value of 
corn because of the surplus which Is 
now fed being used directly as a 
human food. The result wilt be that 
beef cattle will be largely used to 
convert roughage and grass Into 
meat. There are thousands of acres 
of wheat grown in western Kansas 
from which the straw la hurned im- 
mediately after harvest. This praet 
lice must be discontinued, or the 
wheat grower will he forced out of 
business. Tn the eastern part or the 
state the same waste occurs In the 
corn fields from year to year, and It 
Is doubtful whether corn can he 
grown profitably for the grain at on? 
when so large a proportion of the 
feeding value of the crop ts wasted."

Assist Col I e ice In Waking 
Vaccination Test 
One of tbe most Important enter- 
prises ever undertaken by a farmers' 
Institute has been planned hy the In- 
stitute at Halstead, In Harvey county. 
During the annual session the presi- 
dent called attention to the enormous 
losses from hog cholera in the vicin- 
ity and asked the co-operation of 
others in trying out vaclnnatlon. He 
obtained the pledges of fifteen farm- 
ers, who agreed to vaccinate all pigs 
and to keep their herda vaccinated 
during the coming year, and to re- 
port- their success or failure from 
time to time to the secretary of the 
farmers' institute. It Is expected that 
the secretary will make report at the 
next annual meeting of the Institute, 



The drought resisting properties 
were given every chance to demon- 
strate their value during the extreme 
heat and drought of last summer. 
They stood the test when all the 
other varieties In tbe fleld were dy- 
ing. The leaves of the new corn did 
not curl, cook, die, or turn white, as 
did the other leaves, and the com 
retained Its nourishing aspect 
throughout the season. As the hybrid 
corn has the hairy sheaths and leaves 
characteristic of the native Mexican 
corn, transpiration is cut down to the 
minimum, and the corn makes a much 
more economical use of the water 
that It drawa from the soil.

That freshmen must wear eaim and 
that the annual freshtnnri-: j f oho more 
class scrap held d it ring the first week 
ol school should be discontinued, 
were the decisions readied af the 
tegular ntiettnu of the student coun- 
cil last Thursday afternoon, says the 
University Okhihoman. 

The committee on freshman rules 
t eporteil that tho first year men 
r-bould tie "allowed" to wear a red 
"postage stamp" cap to be made in 
accordance with a design to be drawn 
up by the council, such cap not to 
cover more than a minimum of space 
on the head. The report of tho com- 
mittee v. n ' unanimously dlscussel 
and adopied and the committee was 
Instructed to draw up the rule and 
Its provisions in a written form M 
be submitted to the student associa- 
tion for afiprovaL 

The action In regard to freshman 
raps Is the result Of a genersl de- 
mand for some kind of solution to 
the frcshn.an question. Some mem- 
bers of the council favored a more 
etrlngent set of rules for the purpose 
cf disciplining the freshmen, but the 
council decided that the enforcement 
of the cap rule would do nwav with 
the necessity for any restrictions. 

The object of the plan is not to 
furnish a means of humllltlon to the 
new student but to provide n meant 
of arousing greater class and uni- 
versity spirit. This U particularly 
valuable during the athletic season. 
as shown by its use In most of the 
universities of the central we*i. 

While the details of the scheme are 
not yet complete, the date for the 
appearance of the freshman in their 
miniature head regalia, will likely be 
the date of the first football frame, 
usually about a week after the open- 
ing of school. Failure on the part ot 
the freshmen to carry out theli part 
of the agreement will Involve the 
use of "puddles" which is to be the 
motive power behind the decree. 

In line with the decision to estab- 
lish the cap rule came the motion 
ibst "It Is the sentiment of the coun- 
cil that the freshmen scrap as now 
conducted be discontinued." It was 
pointed out that with a rapidly In- 
creasing enrollment, the flag pole 
scrap ceases to be a test of the real 
strength of the classes tn any way 
except in numhers. Other objeeHon- 
iihle features were cited but no de- 
cision upon any substitution oi the 
scrap, was reached. 

Both propositions are to be submit- 
ted to the student association at an 
early election where It Is thought 
that an almost unanimous students 
sentiment will favor both proposals. 
The freshmen cap plan particularly 
si ems to havo gained lav^r with 
most students.

A number or tetters have been 
prlaled. In the Kansas City Weekly 
Star, from the wives of farmers. 
These letters teli the part the farm 
women are taking In the support of 
their families and In the conduct of 
the business In which their hushands 
arc engaged. 

The amounts the women contribute 
to Ihc family fund through the sale 
of etrgs, butter, poultry, and oilier 
I' rod nets which belong to the woni- 
i.n'B department on the farm, ransre 
from $1200 to $800 a year. The strik- 
ing features of the letters are the ex- 
pressions of enthusiasm over the 
work, indicating what keen enjoy- 
ment the farm women take In the 
game. 

One woman from Kansas, who had 
lived in tho city before moving to the 
fnrni, detailed her profits on produce 
and expressed pity for the town 
women who are "shut up" In the 
towns. 

The letters are all In the Bame 
spirit — love of the game. 

Why nut. These women have a 
light to feel their independence and 
enjoy the fact that they are having 
a part in the l.nttle of lire. Unlike 
the women In town who apenda her 
time In worry over making the waies 
of her husband stretch out to mee; 
the increasing demands of the high 
rout of living, powerless herself to 
add one penny to the family fund, the 
farm wife reels that she has round 
I part, a place, In the game where 
*he can be a real partner In the bj| 
fight. 

There Is no worry for the woman 
on the farm for fear something will 
hapuen to the weekly pay envelope. 
There Is something growing Into 
profits for her all the time, some- 
thing that she Is cultivating with her 
own hands or directing with her own 
mind. And this work she can do 
without fear of losing her standing 
In society. Her nelghliors all do the 
same kind of work. She Is a factor: 
Hie Is doing something; her share. 

In the morning the mall will come 
lo Mrs. Parmer's houae with the 
dally paper: she has a telephone In 
her house; she is much more likely 
to haw- a motor car than the woman 
In the town— there is no need to pity 
the woman on the farm. She is not 
Irouhled Steal the high cost of liv- 
ing.

Marriage selection, education for 
race betterment, especially along the 
lines of e'JKenles and the dependent 
child were some of the principal toplcts 
of discussion at the closing session of 
the national eonfertsnee ou race bet- 
terment held ai flattie Creek, .Midi., 
recently. Among the speakers were 
Ito* well Hill Johnson of the Univer- 
sity of Pitts hurg, Win field Scott Hall 
of Northwestern University and Dr 
Certrude E, Hall of the state board 
of charltlos of New York. 

Professor Johnson urged the wlde.it 
possible laii'-te of acquaintances for 
young people, asserting that the 
school and church do not offer sufTl- 
<ient advantages In that respect. He 
suggested the municipal dance hall 
as a heneltctul ttep In that direction. 

"The superior stock we have Is 
marrying at an alarmingly low rait " 
he fain. "In order to advance this 
rate, which muit be done, It la neci.s- 
■SUff to promote the following agen- 
cies: 

"Let yo-.ing | prsons of both sexes 
' e educated together, as they now are 
In many >stiliulons. 

"Let parents Interest themselves la 
furthering the acquaintance of ellg- 
II'Io friends of opposite sex, though 
without tl'vowing the young people 
together loo obviously and thus mi II- 
fying the advantage. 

"Let the young people be Impressed 
with the thought that marriage is 
I heir Idea! nnd normal goal or lire 
and let Ml cynical and posslmlstlc 
views or marriage be opposed, 

"Above ; II things, let young people 
have the widest range or acquaintance 
possible. Children and youths, nowa- 
days don't know enough of their kind. 
School ami church do not offer suffi- 
cient rrnee Let civ:l nt'tliortUes in- 
augurate municipal dances, a* has 
I een done by Ike mayor of one Ameri- 
can cit*. Properly supervise! these 
are for the greater geod of the In- 
dividual end of the race In future 
generations. 

"Teach the jming man that mere 
tihyalcal beauty, except Insofir as it 
lndl n atej physical wellhelng. trivial 
mentat qral'tles such aa vivacity and 
a forced ,md feeble attempt at wit 
and devotion to stylish dressing are 
very suhcrdlnatt, 

"Let the yoiwa people see that they 
are marrying for a long period, that 
in such circumstances flashy sod as- 
sumed characteristics are negligible; 
that they must keep watch against 
too great a play of mere beauty and 
vivacity upon the emotions In oppo- 
sition to more worthy characteristics, 
Tor there Is a very slight chance for 
reason after love actually exists."

"In a similar way the young man 
recognizes idea! womanhood and, hav- 
ing mede himself worthy of a perfect 
woman, looks for one for a wife."

If Kansas were divided into high- 
way districts and an engineer em- 
ployed for each district, Bitty-five men 
en ■ild do the work now being done by 
III county engineers and county sur- 
veyors, and nearly a million dollurs 
;■■ year could be saved the Btate by 
the Improvement In the system. W. S. 
I'carbtirt, state highway engineer for 
Kan * as profinsed this plan at a meet- 
ing of the Kansas Engineering society 
in Topeka. 

"The county engineer law is a fail- 
ure In Kansas except In thickly pop- 
ulated counties," said Mr. Oearhart. 
"it Is not practicable to employ such 
an engineer In every county for the 
county unit Is too small except In 
■rich conn lies es Wyando!t\ Sha^vnee. 
Kedgwlck, lleno. and a few others. 
There is not enough work to keep a 
county engineer employe! throughout 
the year in most counties, B'tt If two 
or more counties were combined to 
employ a district highway engineer 
cr manager, It would be possible to 
pay a sufficient salary to get a thor- 
curtly competent man Such a sys- 
tem would be In strict harmony wlih 
the very best system of road manage- 
ment adopted by the states that rank 
highest In road Improvement, 

"If the counties were combined into 
districts With due consideration to i 
rall'oad facilities It would be prac- 
ticable to Include as many as six 
counties in one district In the western 
i ai t of the state, nnd provision could 
be marie to reduce the size of these 
districts to meet future needs. 

"I have studied this matter carefully 
end am convinced that forty-five dis- 
tricts would answer every require- 
ment, now, and probably fur the next 
six or etetit years. 

"We need competent officials and 
fewer of them. There are 101 county 
surveyors In the state, and about ten 
county enetneers who are not sn-- 
veyors. This makes a tot >i of 111 of-- 
ficiiils. Forty-five district highway 
engineers, eiiploverl by the year W 
that they can definitely plan Ihelr 
work, can. with the assistance of one 
man about half of the time, do the 
work these 111 men are dnlnf, and In 
addition, all the other roid and bridge 
wo-k that will be reipiireH until Kan- 
s:'!t beslns to tmlld more expensive 
types of roads. This means that | 
■beat sluty-dve men could take the 
Places of these 111 officials. More 
than that. It means that nil of the 
townships and counties could have 
the services of a c? pa hie highway en- 
gineer and surveyor."

With 50- Year Oli Pest 

Borne very Interesting research work 
Is being done by the botany depart- 
ment of the experiment station. The 
work is a continuation of work done 
at Ohio by Mr. Leo E. Melchers, In 
preparing for his master's degree. 

The experiments have bad to do 
with the cause and effects of a disease 
In the plants of the tomato and po- 
tato family, called the Mosaic disease 
This disease has puzzled the plant 
pathologists of the I'nited States and 
Europe for the last fifty years. Mr, 
Melchers says that from one-third 
to one-half of the possible crop of to- 
matos was lost through ravages of 
this disease last year. In the College 
greenhouse the condition which caused 
the extreme effects of the evil was 
the heavy pruning to which the plants 
were subjected.

Means Capital Will he Lent to Agrl.

A farm credit bill which has been 
approved by grange associations 
throughout the country has been In- 
troduced In the House of Representa- 
tives by E. R, Bath rick, one of the 
representatives from Ohio. It is the 
product of three years' study of con- 
ditions In Europe as compared with 
those of the United States and the 
means employed In the various for- 
eign countries for bettering the credit 
facilities of the farmer on both long 
and short term loans. 

Mr. Bathrlck has arrived at the 
conclusion that It Is practical and 
safe for the government at 4 t-2 per 
cent Interest. Nearly every country 
except the United Slates Is protecting 
the farmer from high Interest rates. 
Mr, Bathrlck explained the essential 
features of his bill. He said: 

"I have predicated that bill upon 
the fundamental proposition that the 
conservation of agriculture, which la 
synonymous with the food supply Is 
an exceedingly Important national pol- 
icy and as such should be carried out 
by the Nation Itself. I am not In 
sympathy with those who are willing 
to turn this policy over to a new 
crop of specially legalised national or 
private hanks with permission to 
them to make all the profit they can 
out of this national policy. 

"Interest rates must be towered to 
bring any relief whatever to the 
farms south of the Ohio Blver and 
west of the Mississippi. In these re- 
gions as well as In other parts of 
the country charges are added to the 
Interest rates, which makes the cost 



Banks in All Parts of the Country 
Deal In live Stock Paper. 
Capital that can only be estimated 
vaguely, but amounting to a sum In- 
volving the use of ten figures. Is con- 
stantly employed in financing the live 
stOKk Industry of the United States, 
says the Breeders' Gazette. Occas- 
ionally reference Is made by finan- 
cial writers to cattle and sheep paper, 
but the volume In which it is handled 
lay banks, loan companies and others 
Is rarely comprehended. Credit is the 
basis of the great live stock industry 
and recent appreciation In values of 
rattle and sheep has materially In- 
creased the monetary necessities of 
the trade. 

lloth cattle and sheep paper bearing 
the rleht names are oood collateral, 
the elements of risk and rate of inter- 
est varying according to the location 
of the security and the manner in 
which It Is tended. There can be no 
more desirable loan than on cattle In 
the feed lot, making dally gains In 
weight, as each pound added Increases 
the value of the security. Even In 
the West the element of risk has been 
largely decreased In recent years, as 
the practice or winter feeding has be- 
come general. 

During the last quarter of a cen- 
tury the nature of the business of fi- 
nancing feeding and grazing opera- 
tions has undergone a radical change 
and today we find cattle and Bheep 
paper acceptable by hanks In every 
part of the country. At such live 
stock centers as Chicago, Kansas 
City and Omaha It la standard, hut 
even In New York and New Englann 
banking centers this class of security 
finds keen purchasers. The country 
banker carries It among his assets 
with confidence and private individ- 
uals seek It as a means ot luceratlve 
lnvestemnt. Through live stock com- 
mission houses at the principal mar- 
ket centers millions of dollars are be- 
ing constantly lent, the endorsement 
at the commission concern giving 
such paper good standing. A busi- 
ness necessitating the use of such 
enormous sums must naturally go 
afield for accommodation.

Smoking on grounds where women 
visitors congregate Is regarded with 
disfavor by the Board and it Is U>« re- 
quest of the Board or Administration 
that students refrain nltogether from 
smoking on the grounds."

HAS A SEW APPARATUS. 



Will Weld Iran Catlings, and Steel 
Raits. 
Kansas State has I natal led a new- 
welding machine known aj a Thermite 
apparatus. This apparatus la used 
for welding purposes, it developos 
a higher depree of heat than any oth- 
er welding machine and does it In a 
much better way, than any similar 
machine. The action of the Thermite 
repends on the commercial mixture 
known as "Thermite." It Is a mixture 
of iron oxide and powdered alnminum. 
This Is started burning by means or 
a magnesium strip and after once 
started the action Is continuous, The 
Iron oxide Is reduced to metallic Iron 
with the evolution of a large amount 
of heat. It Is thus possible to wold 
large pieces of Iron castings, rails, 
etc., by Blmply surrounding the broken 
piece with a mould of sand Qlled with 
"Thermite. On starting the Ignition, 
tbe molten Iron accumulate* at the 
point to be welded. The repairs are 
so reliable that ther« will be no fur- 
ther breakage at that point.

But today, as one of the citizens re- 
marked, recently, "Bala Is no longer 
dead. We will, no doubt, have our re- 
lapses, but the effects of the work 
done by these leaders always will 1>e 
felt.

M1-KEEVER HAS NEW PLAN. 



Wishes City of Lawrence to Own and 
and Operate a Pool HalL 

A municipal pool halt, owned and 
operated by the city, Is the plan 
which William McKeever, director of 
the public welfare work at the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, suggests as a cure 
for the pool hall evils In Lawrence. 

For several weeks there has been 
considerable agitation In Lawrence 
against the pool halls. Petitions were 
circulated and mass meetings held. 
Several of the council men and the 
mayor, E. U. Bond, have favored the 
closing of the pool halls, and tbe may- 
or wrote and has personally support- 
ed the ordinance which will come be- 
fore the city council next Monday 
night. Though two of the council- 
men's attitude in the matter la un- 
known, the mayor Is confident of 
enough votes to carry the measures. 

Professor McKeever believes that If 
the pool halls are closed, there should 
be some place of amusement provided 
by the city. The only solution, he 
says. Is that the city build and con- 
duct Its own pool hall. It to the evil 
atmosphere, rather than the game of 
pool Itself, that Is to be abolished, and 
the municipal pool hall to the best 
way to accomplish that end. 

"The municipal pool hall," Profes- 
sor McKeever sold, "by being under 
the management of a responsible city 
official, would become an Ideal place 
of recreation for the young men of the 
city. Many Y, M. C. A. club houses 
have pool tables for the use of their 
members and there has been no 
thought of abolishing them as evils. 
They afford a healthy amusement and 
keep young men off the street. It to 
the bad atmosphere, not the game It- 
self, which to to be suppressed." 



And Bran Brink Belle* es Sunday 
School Attendance Will Increase. 

Do you recall those days back in 
your childhood, when with your hair 
slicked down to your head as though 
'the cat had licked it" and with your 
little woolen muffler tucked snugly 
about your ears, and you were oth- 
erwise disported in your Sunday 
clothes, your mother would give you 
>our Sunday offering and her heart- 
iest kiss, and start you out to Sun- 
day school? At first, perhaps, it was 
because your mother's Influence led 
you to your weekly Scripture lesson, 
::mi later perhaps It was Just the 
plain old matter of habit that kept 
you In attendance, and now, well, 
when was the last time that you at- 
tended Sunday school? The decline In 
attendance in the average Sunday 
school Is a matter ot wide concern. 

C. M. Brink, dean ot the College, 
advances a theory along a new line of 
thought, and one that appears to be 
plausible. Dean Brink's Ideas have to 
deal with the betterment of the song 
books that are used in the average 
Sunday schools of today. By raising 
the standard of* these books. Dean 
Brink believes both the attendance and 
the Intelligence of the children will 
be Improved. 

"The situation Is deplorable to say 
the least," says Dean Brink. "Sun- 
day school children today too fre- 
quently use songs that are neither 
good poetry nor good music and many 
more times are untrue and contrary 
to the Scripture. With the use of the 
regular church hymnal In the Sun- 
day school the children would become 
accustomed to tbe singing ot the reg- 
ular church songs. The majority of 
which are much better, poetically and 
musically than any which are to be 
found tn the average Sunday school 
long book." 

"Children too often receive distorted 
ideas of the Scripture from the sing- 
ing of cheap trashy songs In the 
Sabbath school. Imagine the concep- 
tion that tbe average child draws from 
that old time Sunday school song, 1 
want to he an angel.' Why, thst song 
to anything but good music and Is ab- 
solutely without authority from the 
Scriptures, I have also wondered why 
It to that artists In pointing pictures 
or angels always dress them up In a 
woman's garb. Where do they get their 
authority? Does not the Scripture 
speak of the angels, as Michael and 
Gabriel r 

The persons selecting the song 
books are at fault, according to Dean 
Brink. The dean urges greater care 
tn the selection of tbe song books. He 
also criticises the djuslc and the poe- 
try used In the public schools. 

"A child's standard of literature and 
ot music con be raised by the use of 
better Judgment In the selection of the 
song books," Dean Brink says.

Buyers of alfalfa seed are being di- 
rected to Smith county as the best 
Ida ce to buy choice, pure seed by the 
national Agricultural Department: 
Following the advice, buyers from 
distant states have been buying the 
seed In large quantities. The pre- 
vailing price is $5.50 a bushel. One 
buyer has spent twenty -two thous- 
and dollars In the laat ten days, get- 
ting the seed direct from tbe farmers. 
After being sent a sample of the seed 
the Agricultural Department at 
Washington sent back an order for 
two hundred bushels. The largest In- 
dividual seller is A. M. Rlnehart. He 
Is marketing five hundred bushels at 
$5.25 a bushel. Mr. Rlnehart's gross 
receipts from eighty acres aown to 
al fa I fa last year have reached more 
lhan five thousand dollars. He still 
has many tons of hay left.

Donglas County Physician Finds No 
New Cases at University. 

The man who ssya he would 
rather have small pox tban be 
vaccinated never had the small 
pox. 

Ask the man who has pock 
marks If he was vaccinated be- 
fore he had the disease. — Dean 
Crumblne. 

The small pox epidemic In Law- 
rence Is checked, according to Dr. S. 
T. Glllispie, county physician. No 
new cases have developed and all 
cases are well under control. Bay a the 
Kanaan. Fifteen students of the uni- 
versity were vaccinated by Dr. Gll- 
lispie yesterday. 

Dr. S. J. Crumbine, dean of the 
School of Medicine and Secretary of 
the State Board of Health, Issues a 
statement today on small pox, Its pre- 
vention and cure. 

"The contagious principle," said 
Dr. Crumblne, "to contained in the 
exhalations or the skin and lungs 
and may live for months on clothing 
or furniture. The contagion is ten- 
acious and may be conveyed by per- 
sons, hair, clothing, paper, letters, 
rurntture or It may be spread by the 
wind, blowing dust containing the 

rintt, 

"The symptoms begin with a chill, 
severe aching In the limbs, Intense 
headache and high fever, within two 
or three days, the face and hands be- 
i-.in to break out. 

"The most efficient means for pre- 
venting the spread of small pox Is by 
vaccination. The protection to believ- 
ed to be as complete against conta- 
gion as is that of small pox against a 
second attack. Convincing proof ot 
the efficiency of vaccination ts shown 
by the figures compiled from the se- 
vere epidemic or small pox In Topuka 
tn 1911. In this epidemic, twenty- 
three deaths resulted and not one of 
these persons bad been successful 1* 
vaccinated. Two different families 
were infected, by a cat. so that too 
much precaution cannot be taken to 
pre-. > -it the spread of the disease." 



Literary Organisations Have an Inter. 
society Governing Board. 

The, President's council of the lit- 
erary societies of Kansas State has 
been supplanted by a new organiza- 
tion, known as the tntersoclety coun- 
cil. 

The members of the intersoclety 
council were elected by the 1 li- 
brary societies at their first meeting 
of the fall quarter. They held a meet- 
ing lost Wednesday. Offlcera were 
elected, and a constitution was adopt- 
ed. 

C. S. Goldsmith waa elected presi- 
dent; Ruth Brown, secretary-treasur- 
er; and Archie Marble, marshal. 

The object of the council, as stat- 
ed In the constitution, is "To act as 
a conferring body on all matters that 
pertain to the mutual rights and 
privileges of the college literary so- 
cleties." This Is the line of work done 
formerly by the president's council. 
It to proving to be a most effective 
method ot securing co-operative ac- 
tion between the societies. 

The council may take the initiative 
In coy movement it sees fit to ap- 
prove. Its first action has to be back- 
ed by the approval of three- fourths 
of the literary societies.

Members are elected to office for 
a term of two years. At the beginning 
>f every college year, every society 
electa one of Its meiubera who Is a 
Junior, to the council. Thus every so- 
ciety has a Junior, and a senior mem- 
ber, on the council. The secretary- 
treaaurer of the council must always 
be a Junior. The council meets the 
first Tuesday of the College term, and 
en the second Tuesday of every cal- 
endar month thereafter.

lag 11000 a Day, 
Who says that (he dairy cow does 
not pay for her keep? Down at Mul- 
vane the fanners are converting their 
wheat fields Into regular mints, where 
they have the dairy cow to coin the 
wheat Into mltk money. More than 50.- 
OOO pounds of milk are being received 
dally at tbe condensing plant for 
which the farmers are receiving more 
than $1000. Some cows are bringing 
their owners as much as a dollar a 
day. Manv cows are producing from 
$15 to $::0 worth of milk every month, 
all of it practically on wheat. Even 
If the preen bug or Hessian fly does 
get the wheat crop later, the farmers 
of that community cannot he beaten.

Was Rest 1000 Word Article Ahont 
Viilii nicer Convention at K. C 

This paper, written by O. C. Mc- 
Kawn of Princeton University 
won the twenty-flve-dollar prise 
offered by The North American 
Student for the best 1,000 word 
"story" of the Volunteer Conven- 
tion, written by one of the college 
Journalists present at the confer- 
ence of college editors during the 
convention held In Kansas City, 
December 31st, 1913, to January 
4th, 1914, Dr. Talcott Williams, 
Director of the School of Jour- 
nalism, Columbia University, very 
generously acted as Judge In the 
contest. 

Five thousand delegates from Insti- 
tutions of learning In the United 
States and Canada gathered at Kan- 
sas Cltv for a convention lasting from 
December 31 to January 4, in the In- 
terests of the Student Volunteer 
Movement. The gathering stood out 
aa a living testimonial to the power 
of Christianity which was strong 
enough to draw these young people 
away from the good times at their 
homes during the holiday to "this 
mount of Inspiration," as the meeting 
was often characterized In the ad- 
dress es. 

In addition to being a aource of re- 
ligious Inspiration the convention In 
Its effects showed that the age of mir- 
acles has not passed. Delegates there 
taw with their own eyes conversions 
ot young men and women who had 
much to give and who, under the pow- 
er of the dominant note of the whole 
period, — "the evangelization of the 
world in this generation." — which Is 
the motto of tbe Student Volunteer 
Movement, gave It up willingly. The 
work was done quietly and without 
undue emotion. The array of speak- 
ers Included the best in the country, 
— all men with a message, Tbe em- 
phasis waa, ot course, put on the need 
ot men and women, — volunteers, — In 
the foreign Held: but the need at 
home, in Christian work and In the 
various professions, was not overlook- 
ed. The aim of the whole meeting 
was. Brat or all, to get the Christian's 
outlook. 

Dr. John R. Mott presided over the 
public meetings, and also made two of 
the public addresses. Dr. Robert E. 
Speer, tbe associate with Dr. Mott In 
tbe Volunteer Student Movement in 
America, was one of the leaders, and 
iiinong the other speakers were Secre' 
lary of State William Jennings Bry- 
an, Dr. S. M, Zwemer (who came all 
the way from Egypt expressly to pre- 
sent the need of the Moslem World to 
the convention), Dr. Sherwood Eddy, 
an associate with Dr. Mott In the trip 
around the world in the interest ol 
Missions made during the past year. 
Puhlic meetings occupied the morning 
and evening hours, while the after- 
noons were given over to sectional and 
denominational conferences. 

In actual results the Informal, the 
lie 1 son a I , and delegation meetings 
held at times convenient for those In- 
terested, accomplished the most. It 
was here that the power of God In 
transforming lives made Itselr visible 
In unmistakable manner. 

In one group from one of the larger 
Eastern universities there was a 
>oun^ student who came to the final 
delegation meeting of the period, held 
on Sunday night following the big 
meeting. His Impression of the con- 
vention and Its power had not been 
favorable. He owed to being Impress- 
ed by tbe "bigness" of the thing, but 
his own soul had railed to get Its in- 
spiration. He confessed to the need 
or men In tbe foreign fields, he saw 
the immediate character of the de- 
mand, but for him It had stopped 
there. The link connecting bim with 
this need had not appeared. He 
came into this delegation meeting 
half discouraged. It came his turn to 
apeak,— to tell frankly and plainly 
Just what the convention had meant 
to him. There was a hesitating pause, 
-and then these simple sentences: 

"Fellows. I dont know what's the 
matter w'th me. I haven't had teTa In 
my eves for ten years — not s'ne* une 
of my dear f- lends died. Bit I can't 



ieep them book tonight I am oil at 
sea. I want you to pray for me and 
with me. I am going to pray now and 
1 want you to help me." 

He dropped to his knees, and prayed 
in broken sentences to a God which 
lilted him up later a changed man,— 
with his outlook cleared completely. 

At one of the luncheons, given 
Jointly by two of the delegations, the 
subject under discussion In the after- 
it Inner speeches was "Why I Volun- 
teered to go to the Foreign Field." 
There sat by the side of the chairman 
a young man from the East who had 
signed a "volunteer" card that morn- 
ing, inn his signature had failed to 
produce in htm any enthusiasm. While 
the speeches were In progress this 
man leaned over and asked the chair- 
man If he might speak. When he arose 
—as he expressed it afterwards — he 
"knew positively that I was not speak- 
ing but that It was someone speak- 
ing through me." This man had given 
up a future which promised htm med- 
ical study abroad for three years and 
a New York practice, had given up a 
big fortune which until that time he 
bad planned to use for his own pleas- 
ure, and bad set his will up against 
the will of his parents, who were very 
much opposed to his devoting his life 
to work In foreign missions. 

Instances of this sort are being totd 
by all the delegates to the convention. 
Christianity did not win in every caee, 
however. There was a young Jew — 
an orthodox Hebrew— from an Eastern 
university also who went to the con- 
vention with a complete understand- 
ing of what the appeal was to be. He 
went at the request of the Christian 
Society leader of his university to test 
out his Jewish faith and measure it 
with ChrKianlty. He stuck It out 
for four days. He roomed with one 
of the strongest young Christian vol- 
unteers, and the latter told after the 
young .lew had gone that some of the 
sessions which they had had together 
in the privacy of their room after oth- 
ers had gone to sleep were harrowing 
In their Intensity. On Sunday morn- 
ing the young Hebrew left quietly for 
home. He left a message for hln fal- 
lows to this effect— that he had grven 
chrlsti hi iltv an honest and a fair trial; 
that he could agree with Christlanty 
in all but ono particular— he .on Id 
not accept tbe belief that Christ was 
the Sou of lb h1 in body. On Saturday 
he had wired bis family In the East— 
"I have fought and I have won." In a 
spirit of prayer his fellows In the del- 
egation thanked God that the young 
man had gone to Kansas City, and 
they returned to their Almo Mater 
with unstinted admiration and fellow- 
ship for him. 

The atmosphere about the conven- 
tion waa charged with the spirit and 
Influence of "Service." The leaders 
requested the delegates to keep the 
"Morning Watch Hour,"— a Bhort time 
devoted to prayer and quiet commun- 
ion. With this introduction of devo- 
tion the whole proceedings were In 
tune. The visible effects in their quan- 
tity were not startling, but the more 
quiet, although not less powerful In 
the lives which they touched, personal 
results are certain to be left In the 
universities to which these thousands 
of delegates returned, and through 
them later on in the Chrlstl animation 
of the world.

BOOST STUDENT UNION FLAW. 



Alumni Mi Students of Uilrersltj of 

Kansas Sapport Hew Movement. 
"There are two reasons why the 
student council and students In gen- 
era] should push the proposed plan 
of temporary quarters for a Student 
Union," according to L. N. Flint, who 
as secretary of the alumni associa- 
tion Of the University of Kansas, Iiuh 
been Interested In the Student Union 
project, says the Kansan: "First, 
because even a small home for the 
Union la better than none at all, 
and second, because a demonstration 
Of Interest and support for the Ides, 
In a small way will bring us that 
much nearer the building about which 
everybody has dreamed." 

The first thing to do, thinks Pro- 
lessor Flint, Is to get the Union 
started and then begin Immediately to 
make plans for larger quarters. He 
thinks that the alumni will subscribe 
liberally to bonds to finance a Union 
_ building provided they are approach- 
ed with a definite proposition. This 
would Involve first an agreement as 
to whether the building should be on 
the campus or down the hill, and 
second, architect's drawings showing 
just how much of a building would 
be needed to accommodate a member- 
ship of, say, 2,000. 

"To Insure permanence and the 
greatest benefit from such a building 
all the men In the University should 
be members. This could be provided 
for by having the fee payable upon, 
matriculation. If it were decided that 
the Union building should be on the 
campus It would be necessary to get 
the Legislature to authorize the gov- 
erning board to deed a site to the 
Union company. The lots north of 
the library facing Louisiana street of- 
fer an admirable site and there is 
little doubt that title would be given 
to a responsible Union company. This 
would lie necessary in order that the 
subscribers to the fund could be 
properly protected. 

"Of course, after the alumni saw 
how successful ly the plan would work 
and hnw beneficial it was to the Uni- 
versity perhaps they would fbrget 
to ask tor their money back and we 
could have a big bond burning cele- 
bration—but you had better keep that 
feature of it dark for awhile." 

The Union committee has received 
Information from the owner of the 
house at 1200 Tennessee which prac- 
tically assures the location of the 
Student Union at that place. 

The students seem to be behind the 
temporary Union plans of the Stu- 
dent Council to a man. Of more than 
a dosen prominent students Inter- 
viewed this morning-, not one opposed 
the scheme, and almost all were en- 
thusiastic for a get-together place as 
soon as possible. 

Several students want the men to 
keep a permanent building In mind — 
one large enough to accommodate at 
least 2000 members, but '.hey all 
think that the temporary plan of the 
Council, to rent a house and start 
something, Is a good one. 

Some of the opinions expressed 
follow: 

C. O Buckles, president of the sen- 
ior law class: "I am of the opinion 
that the most good to be derived from 
the Student Union would come as a 
result of closer bonds between the 
different schools. The men from the 
various schools would come together 
on a common ground and a closer fel- 
lowship would result." 

Russell Gear, president of the Jun- 
ior class, "The proposed Student Un- 
ion would further democracy among 
the student liody because each man 
would hive an equal Interest In the 
Union." 

Oscar Dlngman, president of the en- 
gineers: "All of the engineers that 
1 bav« talked to are strongly In 
favor of the plan. The engineers will 
be behind the' movement" 
Herbert Flint, editor of the Daily 



Kansan: "If the Board of Regents 
could be persuaded to deed the Union 
a site, somewhere on the campus then 
there would be some tangible basis 
to work on. 1 think a permanent in- 
stitution should be worked for." 

Crummy Williamson, chairman of 
the social committee of the Junior 
class: "1 am for the plan for a Stu- 
dent Union. It will provide a place 
for the smaller affairs, such as mix- 
ers, stags, caucuses, and the like and 
will give a place where men may go 
any time of the day and feel at 
home." 

J. W. Dyche, chairman of the soph- 
omore social committee: "The best 
movement started by the student 
council this year. A place where 
student organizations and committees 
can meet la absolute necessary. The 
Student Union would give the class 
officers an opportunity to keep In 
touch with the members of the dif- 
ferent classes." 

John E. Detwller, captain of the 
1914 football squad: "The movement 
for a Student Union Is a good one. 
It has been successful In other uni- 
versities and should succeed here. 
The sooner we get a Union the bet- 
ter." 

Robert Coolidge, captain of the 
1914 baseball team: "I am for a Stu- 
dent Union and am heartily in favor 
of the movement. The proposition Is 
all right," 

Russell Clark, editor of the Jay- 
hawker: "I see no reason why the 
University of Kansas should not have 
a Student Union. I think the senti- 
ment here favors a Union and every 
effort should be made to help along 
the movement,"

DRV REGIONS DESIRE TREES 

Forester Scott Receives Man; la. 
quirk* From All Parts of V. S. 

C. A Scott, state forester, wrote 
an article entitled, "Two Trees for 
Dry Herons" that was printed In a 
i ecent number or "Farm and Fireside,*' 
which is published at Springfield, 
Ohio. 

As a result of the article Mr. Scott 
13 receiving many letters of inquiry 
irom persons living i n all the arid 
regions of tho United States. 

The article Is a description of, and 
some directions for growing, the Chi- 
nese arbor vitae, and the Russian wild 
olive tree. These trees were brought 
Into this country through the efforts 
of the Bureau of Plant Industry, of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

The Chinese arbor vltae was Intro- 
duced into this country twenty years 
ego. it has been planted extensively 
in southwest Kansas and southwest 
Oklahoma. The trees have proved to 
be good windbreaks. They do not seem 
to be Injured by drouth, cold, or heat. 
Chinese arbor vitae could be used, ac- 
cording to Forester Scott, for wind 
breaks, woodlots, and ornamental 
planting, throughout the southwest 
states. 

The Russian wild olive tree Is per- 
haps the most useful tree known In 
Chinese Turkestan. It Is used like 
the Chinese arbor vitae, for wind- 
breaks. The crops grown near it are 
never Impoverished to any great ex- 
tent, by the loss of the nourishment 
It takes from the soil. The wood 
forms the entire fuel supply of some 
of the districts where It Is grown. 
It Is grown successfully in the north- 
ern part of the middle western Unit- 
ed States, and even as far south as 
the Panhandle of Texas, It Is not a 
very large tn*. It reaches a height 
of fifty feet under the l: est condi- 
tions. It grows best In a heavy rich 
soil. It Is a persistent grower, and 
wilt udapt itself to almost any envir- 
onment, even to a relatively large 
amount of prairie alkali. Its rate of 
growth compares very favorably with 
that of the soft msple.

Plan to Erect a $11*000 Bouse Near 

the Campus. 

The College Club will begin tbe 
o recti ou of a 115,000 three-story brick 
v sneer club house on a site near the 
campus. March 1. The club hopes 
tn have the house completed Septem- 
ber I. To cover the cost of the 
home, shares ai $100 apiece, hearing 
6 per rent interest, are bemg sold 
to members of the organisation.

Kansas Senator Believes Floods Ceald 
Be Prevented. 

A government survey of the western 
half of Kansas to locate every possi- 
ble site for a reservoir or lake In 
which water might be stored to meet 
such a situation as Kansas confront' 
'd last summer was asked by Senator 
Brlstow of Kansas In a bill Introduced 
In the senate. 

The Brlstow Bill would have this 
report made not only for Western 
Kansas, but the "plains of Oklahoma, 
Nebraska, Eastern Colorado and New 
Mexico." It would carry an Immed- 
iate appropriation of a million dol- 
lars to defray the expenses of the sur- 
vey and Investigation. The Kansas 
senator said it should include not on- 
ly reports on projects such as would 
matte good irrigation plants as mos» 
of the previous reports have been, 
I'ut also smaller projects, which, he 
said, communities of farmers would 
tmlld If they had the necessary In- 
formation. 

From one thousand to ten thous- 
and of these lakes varying In size from 
ISO acres up to miles, Senator Brls- 
tow said In a speech, could be estab- 
lished In this plains country. Seven) 
thousand could be built In Western 
Kansas. It largely would remove the 
loss from the droughts, he said, and 
at the game time store the Hood wa- 
ters. 

A government report two ye^rs MS 
pointed out possibilities of Severn 1 
large Irrigation projects in western 
Kansas by creating huge storage 
basins at the headwaters of streams 
'n that territory. 

Senator Brlstow said the purpose 
of this new report was to supple- 
ment that repoit with particular at- 
tention to the smaller projects that 
were possible such a; the farmers 
themselves by joining together could 
build not for irrigation alone, but for 
stock water and other purposes. He 
would have the government engineers 
go from county to county making a 
report of tbe possibilities in each. 

The bill also authorizes an appro- 
priation of £0 million dollars for the 
continuation of the present irriga- 
tion project and the undertaking o 
new ones.

HOLTON TALKS ABOUT SCHOOLS 

Told of Efficiency Teste la Pablle 
Education Before Science Club, 
E. L. no i ton, proreasor of rural ed- 
ucation, addressed the Science Club 
Monday night on "Efficiency Tests In 
the Public School System." 

Professor Hoi ton la an earnest ad- 
vocate of the practice of letting the 
people know what the public schools 
are doing, and in doing this In terms 
they can understand. The public 
school reports of the past have meant 
absolutely nothing, and are merely 
a mass ot statistics, he says. 

Professor Holton Illustrated by 
< hai ts, compiled from statistics of his 
own gathering, and showed In graph- 
ic form the condition of affairs, some 
or the simple efficiency tests which 
may be applied to any school. He said 
it Is the duty of the city superintend- 
ent to apply these tests to the schools 
under his control. One of the tests 
showed the relative number of stu- 
dents In tho first grade, and the In 
the fourth year of high school. An- 
other teat showed the relation of pro- 
:i.titious and failures In the different 
■years. Professor Holton spoke of 
the method adopted In one school in 
New Jersey, of reducing the expenses 
or every course. The cost ot every 
recitation in a subject, for every pu- 
pil, was figured. 

After a brief discussion of the 
phases of the questions brought up 
and the Ideas advanced by Professor 
Holton. Mr. Cecil Salmon, of the 
agronomy department, read a paper 
on the "Floret Sterility In Cereal 
Production." The paper was Inter- 
esting as an arcount of experiments 
performed in the endeavor to fathom 
the mystery of the sterility and con- 
sentient loss in the wheat fields of 
a government experiment farm in 
South Dakota. 

The paper was Illustrated by lan- 
tern slides of the affected grains. Af 
ter the lecture, a abort business meet- 
ing was held. The next meeting of 
the club win be held In March.

Coder the direction of Mr, McKeev- 
er, organisations for the promotion Of 
municipal playgrounds and child wel- 
fare projects have been established at 
Holton, Dighton, Great Bend, Fair- 
view and Newton. 

Professor McKeever visits every 
city requesting aid and forms a per- 
manent organization there. He also

child welfare subjects.

More than a third of all the hoga 
In Iowa were killed by cholera In 
1913 If reports compiled by the agri- 
cultural extension department ot 
Iowa State College are accurate. 
These reports, from 1.120 men in all 
parts of the state. Indicate that t> 
827,907 hogs died of cholera and pre- 
mature marketing prompted by the 
cholera scare caused an additional 
loss to farmers, making the total dam- 
age caused by the disease about 33 3-4 
million dollars.

Home Facts and Figures A hoot Cnfle 
Sam's Insular Possessions. 

1'ncle Sam now has In his possess- 
ion exactly 8,000 Islands, supporting 
i population of ten million, or more 
than the entire United States a cen 
tury ago, according to a report Just 
received by the National Geographic* 
society. It tells the story of the re- 
markable development of those Islands 
since the American flag wag unfurled 
over them. 

The report shows that this com- 
merce exceeds $3110,000,000 or more 
than that of the I'm led States In any 
year prior to 1S50; American capital 
invested In them aggregates approx- 
imately 1400,000,000; they ship to the 
i'nited States $100,000,000 of their 
I'roductB every year and take In ex- 
change products or about et|tiat value. 

The feature of the report is the de- 
■■ .■]!>! in i-rit of Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
the Alaskan Islands. It shows that 
when Porto Rico came Into American 
possession IB years ago there was but 
one building in the Island erected for 
school purposes, while now 
there are 1.200 such buildings. There 
were 2!i,000 pupils enrolled In the 
public schools in the first year of 
American administration, now there 
ere 175,000. Then there was but one 
rood road of forty miles: now thero 
:ire nl'ont 1,000 miles of good roatls 
Production of sugar has grown froni 
"5,000 tons u year to 365.000. The for- 
<lin commerce was about 120,000,000 
a year; now It Is nearly $100,000,- 
Mft, Then the Island iiought about 
I2.r>00,000 worth of American products 
a year; now nearly 140,000,000, 

According to the report. Hawaii 
has been extremely prosperous since 
it came permanently under the Amer- 
ican dag in 1900, The assessed value 
of property Increased one-half, the 
value of the sugar crop more than 
douMed, deposits In banks trebled 
and In savings bankH quadrupled. Ha- 
waii's Irrigation system Is the mar- 
vel of the engineering world and the 
quantity of sugar produced per acre 
far evceeds that of any other spot on 
the glohe. 

"The Alaskan Island and mainland," 
says the report, "cost us $7,500,000, 
an expenditure that many believed to 
be unjustifiable; yet for many years 
tho annual value of the seal skins 
slime approximated the cost of the 
entire area, while at present the value 
of the canned salmon sent us from 
Alaska In a single yesr Is twice as 
much as the entire possession cost."

The plans would have 
been carried out were it not for the 
fact that a convict cannot enjoy civil 
lights, of which attending the univer- 
sity Is one, unless he Is pardoned of 
the crime for which be was convicted. 

Students of the university and some 
officers of the state house believe 
there is no difference in the civil 
rights of a convict and of a foreigner. 
aa far as attending the university Is 
concerned. Foreigners enjuy ml the 
rights of a citizen except the right of 
vol In?. Convicts do not enjoy any 
civil rights. Our professors were not 
I lapsed with the Herman convicts, for 
inatenee, when Uipv worked for high- 
er degrees in tiorman universities. 
There are several convicts taking cur- 
rvpponderice work, who are In no way 
classed :is students, 'their name;, do 
not appear on any official record. They 
pay no fees. They receive no credits 
f'ir their work. They have no more 
claim on ihe university than they have 
on the congregation of the minister 
who preaches to then) each Sunday. 

If oL any t'ine Murphy, or any other 
convict, shows a full pardon and suf- 
ficient entrance credits it woultj not 
be necessary for the university au- 
thorities to pass on the propriety of 
admitting him. Murphy will not be 
able to register before he 1b given a 
full pardon. He win then be eligible 
to any rlsrMs a citizen mtf enjoy.

It Is plan 
ned by the Motor Club to- lend some 
assistance to the movement and with 
the combined efforts of the Zeandak 
and Manhattan people, there is tltt'e 
doubt that there will be something 
doing on the Golden Belt fn a very 
short time.

On the ground that basehall inter- 
feres seriously with the scholastic 
worh of students, faculty members of 
the Missouri Valley Conference may 
bar the game In the future. A reso- 
lution asking that such a rule be pass- 
ed was put up at the meeting held 
at Lincoln, Neb., January 19. The 
resolution Is In the hands of a com- 
mitter for future action. 

An attempt to have the conference 
rescind lis action on the "campus" 
rule, and grant permission for the 
university teams to play at parka not 
connected with the various universi- 
ties in the organization, waa voted 
down. Accordingly, Ihe title of the 
Missouri Valley Conference o' univer- 
sltles and colleges Against the play- 
ing of football games on other than 
home grounds will continue to be a 
law of that body. At an all-day meet. 
Ing, the governing hoards of the con- 
ference, comprising the chancellors 
presidents and regents of the Institu- 
tions concerned, affirmed the ruel by 
almost unanimous vote. 

Institutions represented at the meet- 
ing were the State Universities of Ne- 
braska, Kansas and Missouri.

The only vote o( 
the seven colleges In favor of the 
abrogation of the rule was Kansss 
Agricultural College.

ted. 

Although the proposal to number 
players, grade the value of a field 
goal according to the dlatanee of the 
kick and move the goal posts back, 
were discussed, no action was taken 
on these and other points. E. K. 
Hall, chairman of the committee, an- 
nounced that the committee bad de- 
cided to wait and .observe how the 
plan of numbering players worked out 
among the college teams, which have 
voluntarily decided to adopt this sys- 
tem of Identification during 1914. 

The rescinding of the rule whlcr 
permits one player or coach of a team 
to ' walk along the side lines of the 
field will necessitate the coach's re- 
maining on the bench with the sub- 
stitutes. 

Following the suggestion of Walter 
Tamp teams were given the optional 
right to use a fourth official In their 
games If they desired. This official 
will be known as "Held Judge" and his 
status will be further fixed by the 
codifying committee, , conaittlng of 
William Langford, Trinity; W. M. 
Morlce, Pennsylvania, and Nathan A. 
Tufts, Brown. 

Other changes penalise for five 
yards a team whose player or players 
nre out of bounds when ball It snap- 
ped on first offense Instead of se- 
cond as heretofore and make It ob- 
ligatory for the team losing the tost 
to kick off when the winners elect to 
defend a given goal. Also the defi- 
nition of roughing the fullback was 
clarified-

h. V. Scientists Cultivate Valuable 
Plant* for Kansas) 

Practical experimentation In the 
production of fruits and grains suit- 
ed to the Kansas climate Is made pos- 
sible by the setting sslde of one acre 
of grou nd o n the University campus, 
accord\nV"lo" the Dally Kansas, for 
a breeding ground to be used by the 
botany department. The field is sit- 
uated Just south of Haworth Hall. 

Charles A. Shu II will direct the ex- 
periments ot the students and will 
make some special attempts to de- 
velop fruits which will grow In Kan- 
sss. The first work of the breeding 
garden will be to produce a variety 
of grape which will flourish in Kan- 
sas climate. If this Is successful, 
Professor Shull will turn his atten- 
tion to producing raspberries and 
blackberries of a better quality than 
are now grown In Kansas. Feterlta, 
the new grain which proved Itself so 
valuable last summer in withstand- 
ing drouth will be studied and Its cul- 
tivation encouraged throughout the 
stats. Professor Shull believes that 
this grain, which Is very similar to 
Kaffir corn, will in time be the most 
valuable Kaffir In Kansas.

If a, senior doesn't vote 
be hasn't any "holler" coming If the 
result of the ballot doesn't suit Mm, 
The only fair war to conduct the 
election Is to permit every senior to 
vole. Nearly every one haa paid all 
ihs back dues and assessments. But 
In ease a few of the class may be 
declared Ineligible through an over- 
site technically, until after the bal- 
lots b*we been cast every accredited 
senior' should be allowed to express 
his opinion,

The Senate Patted the House Agricul- 
tural Extension Bill. 

The House Agricultural Extension 
Bill passed the United States Senate 
with amendments Saturday without a 
dissenting vote. 

The bill provides for demonstrations 
on the farm of spp roved methods and 
scientific discoveries as to farming 
and home economics made In the 
state agricultural colleges, expert 
mental stations and In the federal De- 
li art ment ot Agriculture. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture and land grant 
agricultural colleges are to outline 
plans for carrying out ths demonstra- 
tions. 

At agreed to In the Senate, toe bill 
\\ ould appropriate unconditionally 
110,000 annually to every state, in 
addition 1600,000 for the coming year, 
with a yearly Increase of 1 600,000 
for the next teven years, would be 
provided for distribution among the 
states on s bat It of rural population, 
conditional on every state spproprlat- 
ing a aum equal to Its portion of the 
federal funds. After seven years, the 
bill would provide a permanent ap- 
propriation of |4,S00,O00 annually. 



Students are eager to sign these 
petitions, says the Lawrence Journal- 
World, and the -onwJMee of the 
Men's Student Council is confident 
that before another week passes tbe 
University of Kansas will have a Stu- 
dent Union at 1200 Tennessee street. 

"The plan Is working out In great 
shape," said Randolph Kennedy, 
chairman of the committee. "Now If 
every man In the university becomes 
n member. This plan Is Intended to 
pave the way for a permanent Union 
tuch as other universities have." 

A four-page pamphlet was issued by 
the Student Council giving tbe Idea 
of ths Union and some facts concern- 
ing it. A picture of the proposed 
home. 1200 Tenessee street, adorns 
the front page of the folder and on 
the inside a short explanation of the 
management, location, advantages, ex- 
penses, and membership fee Is msde. 

The house will be furnished modest- 
ly but adequate. There will be a lib- 
rary, writing room, lounging room, a 
room for meetings of classes, a place 
for members to mingle, and a place 
to start rallies. It Is hoped that this 
Union will revive the school spirit at 
the university which has been dead 
this vear.

The Serum Factory WIU Be Finished 
Ilea. 

Kansas State Is building a bog 
cholera serum plant, which when 
completed, will be one of the largest 
and best equipped plants in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The new serum plant will be ready 
for occupancy In eight or ten weeks. 
The plant proper Is a two story brick 
building. The first floor will be used 
for the manufacturing of the serum 
In the basement will be a cooling 
plant where the serum may be ttored 
The second floor of the building will 
have the experimental laboratories. 

The laboratories are all lined with 
white tile. They are absolutely sanl 
tnry In every way. The plsnt will 
have its own sewer, light and water 
systems. The water pressure will he 
controlled by an electric motor which 
automatically starts pumping when 
the pressure gets low. The power Is 
obtained from Rock Ford.

A new form of theoretical Instruc- 
tion hart been Introduced In the cadet 
corps. It promises to be an advan- 
tageous change over the old method 
of work in the gymnasium during the 
winter term. 

Under the new system, tbe battal- 
ions are divided into units ot platoont, 
of which there are two In every com- 
pany. To each ot these platoons is 
assigned an Instructor. The company 
captain acts as the Instructor of the 
brst platoon, and the first lieutenant 
has charge of tbe second platoon. 
Every platoon has assigned to it one 
ot the class rooms, which are vacant 
at tbe seventh hour. The cadets re- 
port there two days a week, for theo- 
retical instruction. 

Tbe men of tbe first battalion re- 
port Mondays and Fridays, and the 
those of the second report Tuesdays 
and Saturdays, The class rooms used 
are located In Anderson Hall and 
Kedsle Hall. 

A great deal of experience Is In the 
work for both the privates and the 
the commissioned officers who have 
charge of tbe classes. Every platoon 
contains 20 men. Regular class 
records snd grades are kept, and on 
these will depend partly the man's 
chance ot passing his term's work In 
drill. 

The first battalion will have prac- 
tical Instruction every Wednetday in 
the armory or out-of-doors depending 
on the weather. The second battal- 
ion will meet for practical instruc- 
tion every Thursday.

Retailer* Waat Trust BUI to Rescue 
Rural Merchant, 

la the picturesque country town 
store, that handles everything 
from dried herring and prunes 
and calicoes and ginghams to 
reapers and mowers and med- 
icines, to go before the advance of the 
mall order bouse and the department 
and "chain" stores of the city? 

Retail merchants' associations that 
assert they represent a membership 
of several hundred thousand mer- 
chants In the country, aay not only 
the country store, but the country 
town as well will pass unless some- 
thing is done to check this tendency 
in the present industrial and com- 
mercial evolution. Merchants have 
appeared before the congressional 
committees which have In charge the 
anti-trust bills by the dozens telling 
the graphic atory of the approaching < 
decadence of the country town. 

Incidentally, they want the commit- 
tee to write some revolutionary legis- 
lation Into the anti-trust bills. They 
nek to amend the trust bills so that 
retail merchants' associations can be 
organized and then In effect declare 
boycotts on certain dealers without 
having that act being declared a vio- 
lation of the Anti-Trust Act. 

In other words, they would have It 
so that if a wholesaler were to sell a 
carload of lumber or flour, or some 
other commodity, direct to the con- 
sumer, not only the merchant of that 
town, but the entire association, could 
boycott the wholesaler. They would 
have the trust laws amended so they 
could combat the mall order houses 
and the chain stores as an association 
without coming under the prlvlslon of 
the anti-trust acta. 

Good or bad, the legislation the re- 
tail merchants are aaking, their tes- 
timony hefore the "trust" commit- 
tees has thrown Interesting light up- 
on the changing conditions in the 
country towns and the social aspect 
that evolution presents. For example, 
it was brought out tbat a certain ci- 
gar store that operates a chain sys- 
tem all over the United States to re- 
in II cigars had recently purchased a 
chain of drug stores and was adding 
to (hcn>. The Standard Oil Company- 
there was testimony to that effect, at 
least — had purchased the controlling 
stock In a system of "chain" restau- 
rants. 

While the "chain" stores operate 
principally In the larger cities, it was 
pointed out that tbey were creeping 
to the country towns, and as they 
came the retail merchant, who owned 
the "corner store" and probably was 
an alderman or superintendent of a 
Sunday school, was forced to the wall. 
The mail order house that sold di- 
rect to the consumer In the small 
town or on the farm wss pointed to 
by theBe, retail merchants as another 
trowing commercial power that was 
pushing the country store out or exist- 
ence. 

There, of course, came in the prob- 
lem whether if these concerns by 
purchasing their commodities in larg- 
er quantities were able to get them 
to the consumer cheaper the ultimate 
consumer did not profit In the long 
run. 

The argument used by retailer after 
retailer to answer this was along thin 
line: 

"Destroy the country town and yon 
destroy the nucleus of the social life 
that keeps the young man and the 
young woman on the farm. If a whole- 
saler who sells flour to the cuunto 
merchants sells a caroad to some 
farmer direct it takes away that profit 
from the country merchant. He can't 
live on the profits of the small sales 
ulone, but should have had the profit 
on that carload, too. If he doesn't 
pet It he goes to the wall. And that 
process continued through the com- 
mercial lines toon would cause the 
conntrv town to slip backward. We

Would Teach Agriculture Without 
( ommercuil End. 

I.ofal gardeners had their inning 
Monday night when tbey appeared 
before the board of eduactlon to pro- 
test again Bt the proposed plan of 
having the school children do garden- 
ing in a commercial way. They say 
that this plan would result to a flood 
of produce on the local market and 
as a consequence the price would 
null' rally become lower on garden 
truck. 

The gardeners say they favor the 
agricultural movement, but wish to 
tee products raised that will not in- 
terfere with their Interests, as com- 
mercial growers. Following Is their 
petition and the names of the signers: 

"To The Honorable School Board 
of the City of Manhattan. 

"We the undersigned truck growers 
and gardeners, in and about Manhat- 
tan take this means of protesting 
against you In your official capacity, 
In the matter of entering Into truck 
gardening in n commercial way, be- 
cause you will be competing with us 
In putting produce on the local mark- 
et, such as radishes, lettuce, bunch 
cnlons, spinach, asparagus, beets, 
turnlpe, potatoes, egg plant, melons, 
corn and tomatoes. 

We are in favor of the agricultural 
nmvement, br.t we wish to see prod- 
ucts raised that will not Interfere 
with the welfare of the commercial 
grower: Fred R. Bammea, Clyle Far- 
man, A. W. Travis, F. G. McNalr, C. 
W. Travis, Henry Moore, W. H. Swart, 
A. J. Nicholson, Fred Netmeier, J. C. 
Eggen, J. A. Travis, C. Godwin, Will 
Rosencutter, Wm. H. He pier, Albert 
Van Duaen, Arthur I..

Tnstee* Wish to Raise That 
In Three Years. 
Four hundred thousand dollars 
pledged by July 31, 1915. and paid In 
by September 30, 1917. Is the program 
of the trustees of Washburn college. 
To comply with the requirements to 
receive the one hundred thousand dol- 
lar gift of the Rockefeller foundation 
that amount must be ready at those 
times to get the gift. Just how the 
amount Is to be raised Is the question 
that the trustees have yet to settle, but 
it has been put In the hands of a 
finance committee for action. The out- 
standing debt of the school, which 
amounts to about $60,000 must also be 
all paid at that time. It la the Inten- 
tion to ssk for a slight Increase in 
time so that five years will be given 
for the payment of the pledges. 

Besides the financial problem, the 
trustees of the college are looking for 
a president So far they have been 
unabta to find any one who would be 
satisfactory, though several have been 
considered. The definite resignation 
of Dr. Frank Knight Banders, effective 
at the end of this year will leave the 
college without a president. It Is 
hoped that the president question will 
be settled by June. If one is not se- 
cured, a financial agent will be em- 
ployed. 

Thp annual celebration of Washburn 
day, of which the meeting of the trus- 
tees was a part, took place Friday. 
The chief event of the day was the 
Wash burn dinner when all the stu- 
dents, faculty, trustees and alumni In 
town met together In the Thomas gym- 
nasium. The feature of the program 
was a competition between the college 
classes to see which had the best dec- 
orated table and which could put on 
the best distinctively college perform 
ance. The Juniors took the award with 
an elaborate song and yell, using the 
spot light. It was arranged by Waynt 
O. Cook. The seniors took first with 
their table. Robert Stone responded 
to the toast to the faculty. Dr. Irene 
Nye to the trustees, Dr. Frank Dlto, 
of Perry, of the class of '93, to the 
students and Howard Searle of this 
year's graduating class, to the alumni. 
In the morning the annual historical 
chapel service was held, 8. H. Fair- 
field of the trustees and J. T. Love- 
well, former professor of chemistry 
at the college, were the speakers. 
Both told of the old days of the col- 
lege. Besides these two, Professor 
| Harsh bnrger showed the prospective 
plans of the campus, with arrange- 
ments for twenty-six buildings, a new 
athletic field and other Improvements 
sufficient for the needs of the school 
for the next hundred years. They 
were prepared by C. A. Kessler. of St. 
Louis. 

The Olee club and the college 
choir sang at chapel in the morn- 
>ng and at the dinner In the evening. 
The orchestra of the Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity also played In the evening 
tiefore the dinner. 

At noon the faculty and the trustees 
held their get-together luncheon, fol- 
lowed by the trustees' meeting at Z 
o'clock. The girls living at the col- 
lege dormitory. Hoi brook hall, receiv- 
ed the students and their other friends 
in the afternoon. Plans axe being 
laid for the extensive celebration of 
Washhurn day next year, the semi- 
centennial of the founding of the col- 
lege.

Illiteracy Is a National Disgrace Con- 
gressional Committee He ports. 

"The proportion of the wholly Illit- 
erate adults among the population of 
the United States Is a national dis- 
grace which can be eliminated very 
quickly.'* sa'il an unanimous report 
from the Cnited States House of Rep- 
resen tailes education committee on 
the Lever bill to Investigate Illiteracy. 
The bill, which carries no appropria- 
tion, authorizes the commission of 
education to co-operate with ft con- 
certed movement involving Held and 
clerical service with the states, indi- 
viduals and associations to obliterate 
the stain and reproach of Illiteracy. 

Commissioner Claxton of the Feder- 
al Bureau of Education believes illit- 
eracy could be cut to a fraction of 
1 per cent, and Representative Tow- 
ner of Iowa, In submitting the com- 
mittee report, predicted it would be 
accomplished with little delay. 

The report of the commissioner 
chows the number of illiterates In the 
United States to he 3.185,964 whites 
10 years old or more at the census of 
1010, exceeding the population of the 
country in ISM), The distribution 
ranges from IT per 1,000 people In 
Iowa to 290 per 1,000 In Louisiana. In 
the South, the report adds the percent- 
ate 1b highest In the rural districts 
ond in thB North It Is highest in the 
cltie". Boston has 24.468 Illiterates 
more than 10 years old. 

"There are 2.273,603 Illiterate men 
rf 21 years and over In the United 



States," the report pointed out, "or 
enough to determine any national elec- 
tion at any period of United States 
history. 

'France, by quick, concerted action, 
reduced its number of adult Illiterates 
from 45 in 100 to 6 In 1000," the re- 
port adds.

The competition will he open to 
undergraduates In any American col- 
lege or university. The essays are re- 
uiilred to be typewritten in duplicate 
an it In the bands of the secretary of 
the League not later than May 15, 
1914. The essays will not be accepted 
if they are more than 5000 words in 
length. 

The Judges of tbe contest are Robert 
Owen, United States Senator from 
Oklahoma, and Seth Low, formerly 
mayor of New York City. 

Edward M. Salt of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York City, is tbe secre- 
tary of the League. He win answer 
any questions regarding the competi- 
tion. 

The University of Kansas belongs to 
the Intercollegiate Civic League. It* 
local organisation is known as the 
Kansas Good Government Club. 

A group of students at Kansas 
State are working on the organization 
of a club. It Is difficult to emphasize 
the value of a civic club may bave, not 
only to the students themselves, but 
to the community. 

The object of the Intercollegiate Civ* 
lc Club Is to Interest educated young 
men In political questions and politi- 
cal life; to Inspire them with a sense 
of what their civic duty Is and with an 
enthusiasm which will make them ful- 
fill It The League doesn't wish to 
segregate the college man. 

The local clubs have different con- 
stitutions, but all have a common 
purpose. That Is, to Interest Its mem- 
bers and Instruct them In some practi- 
cal way In the political life of the 
day, and In the social and economic 
problems which are so closely akin 
to it. When the members of these 
clubs graduate, they take their places 
In the world, shoulder to shonlder 
with those who have not shared their 
privileges. 

Intellectual snobbishness, which 
sometimes tempts college men to stand 
aloof from their fellows, from a sense 
of superiority, or to look down on 
them for their Ignorance, Is recognised 
and guarded against by the club. It 
Is not the acquisition of facts that 
makes a msn more useful. "The best 
thing educated men can do Is to make 
moral character efficient through 
mental discipline." says Dean Brigga 
of Harvard, 

The League began life as a com- 
mittee of college men whose aim was 
to Induce other college men to reg- 
ister and vote at a particular election. 
It is known originally as the College 
Men's Political Association. Soon the 
members came to recognize that It 
had a larger field of usefulness In the 
effort to get educated men Interested 
in politico, Irrespective of their politi- 
cal opinions. Public life does not need 
more Republicans or more Democrats 
so much as It needs more honest and 
Intelligent citizens. 

It was under tbe inspiration of this 
Idea that clubs which had already been 
formed at Yale, Harvard, Williams, 
and Princeton, became. In 1905, the 
nucleus of the present group of fifty- 
nine clubs. Brown, Columbia, Cornell,

Michigan, New York, and Pennsylvan- 
ia entered soon afterwards. 

The club* are not organised aloni 
tbe same linos. In some the mem- 
bership Is restricted, in others It Is op- 
en. University opinion differs in the 
matter. Thus the club at Williams 
has 210 members, the club at Minne- 
sota 40. Notwithstanding the senti- 
mental advantage of unlimited mem- 
bership, it is sometimes found, where 
Indifference still prevails among the 
general body of students. A limited 
membership attracts to the club the 
beat type of men and enables the of- 
ficers to exact real work from them. 
In this way small groups of enthus- 
iasts have brought their clubs to a 
state of high efficiency and In several 
cases made their Influence felt outside 
their own circle. But even where the 
membership is' limited meetings are 
occasionally thrown open to the entire 
sludont body. In some cases quali- 
fying tests are Imposed, such as tbe 
pieparatlon of papers to he read be- 
fore the club. In soma cases members 
are automatically dropped after a cer- 
tain number of unexcused absences. 
Experience has shown, that success 
depends mainly upon the wise choice 
of officers and upon the continuous 
personal interest of a faculty adviser. 
Under competent direction and with 
a coherent program laid before the 
club at the opening of the academic 
year, the students wilt everywhere re- 
spond generously. They are anxious 
to Inform themselves about the prac- 
tical working of government and will 
readily make sacrifices to do so If only 
the way Is pointed out clearly to them. 
Many of the clubs meet bi-weekly; 
a few— Yale and City College of New 
York, for example — once a week. But 
where a good deal of practical work Is 
done through committees the meetings 
occur either monthly, as In Texas and 
Pennsylvania, or at Irregular Inter- 
vals, as at Williams. For some years 
Columbia has followed the practice ot 
holding monthly dinners and Inviting 
several guests who speak on different 
phases of some public question and af- 
terwards participate In a general dis- 
cussion. 

Among all the clubs it la cuato- 
inary to have addresses from men who 
have gained experienced In public life. 
If the speaker be a man of prominent 
position and wide reputation, all the 
students ot the college may be Invited 
to hear him. It Is found more useful, 
as a general thing, to secure compara- 
tively young men who have not yet 
made a great name and learned too 
much caution and reserve. They will 
meet the club members Informally, sit 
down and talk with them, and give 
them a record of inside facts and ex- 
periences which could hardly be got 
In mere formal Intercourse with older 
men of prominence. Students will 
be stimulated more by the example of 
men who have reached positions not 
out of attainable range. 

In Isolated communities It Is not 
always possible to secure speakers, 
tor would It be advisable to have clubs 
depend altogether on this one type 
of activity. Social and political ques- 
tions may be discussed through the 
medium of reports prepared by Indi- 
vidual members or small committees. 
How successful this practice has been 
at North Dakota appears from tbe ad- 
dress which Mr. Mcllralth made before 
the annual convention ot the League 
held In New York City last year; and 
as much might be said of South Cam- 
Una and some other clubs where tbe 
desire to do something worth while 
In combined with a spirit of self-help. 
The California club held what are 
termed "seminar meetings" with tnem- 
licrs of the faculty present to outline 
some topic and guide tbe discussion. 
The relations with the faculty are pe- 
culiarly Intimate at Hamilton and 
Trinity, where the clubs are Identical 
in personnel with classes In politics 
Debates on political topics and mock 
assemblies are frequently held. Nat- 
ional and state conventions meet with 
particular success. Bands and ban- 
ners, not to speak of fervid oratory, 
help to swell the enthusiasm. By 
charting a small admlss'on to Its mock 
conventions last year the Minnesota 
club raised enough money to send a 
delegate to the League convention. 
Ohio State, in the same way, defrayed 
the cost of publishing a pamphlet on 
the pending amendments to the state 
constitution.

The Public Utilities Commission 
will meet in Manhattan, February 28 1 
to decide the matter of terminating i 
the light company's contract with the 
city of Manhattan. This was learned I 
yesterday when the city attorney a-» 
engineer met with the Board In To- ' 
peka, In regard to the contract, which ! 
the city claims Is unjust. The City In. 
its appeal contends that It Is paying 
the company I30QG for what seems 
to be nothing more than the rent on 
about 300 feet of wire. During 1913 
the city paid the Manhattan tee, Light 
and Power Co., 15,000 for Juice which 
the light company paid the Rocky Ford 
I'ower Co. (2,000 for. When this was 
learned the city appealed to the Pub- 
lic I' t miles Commission and that body 
assured the representatives of Man- 
hattan that they would meet here on 
February 28 to settle the question. 

The city attorney slso sought In- 
ter mat ion In regard to the city's pro- 
posed bond Issue which will be made 
lor the purpose of improving the wa- ' 
t it works system and extending the 
mains. The commission assured the 
attorney that they could not see any 
reason why the Issue should not be 
made, but would consult their engi- 
neer in regard to It and would pass 
upon It Anally, not later than Tues- 
day, February 17. 

Another question which was dis- 
cussed before the commission yester- 
day was the matter of a storm sewer 
at the east end of Colorado street, to 
tie laid beneath the V. P. tracks, 
which the city believes should be 
paid for by the railroad company. 
The commission was not aure that It 
liiiil Jurisdiction In the matter and 
would not at this time give a ruling. 
However, a representative of the Un- 
ion Pacific who was present at the 
hearing said that the company felt 
kindly towards Manhattan for the 
many Improvements made by the city 
mi streets adjacent to their property! 
and for that reason did not want to 
enter Into a controversy with the city ! 
and would send a representative out . 
here to meet with the commissioners ' 
with a view toward effecting a com- 
promise, which would result in the 
Improvement being made.

MOVABLE SCHOOLS ARE POPULAR 



This Year The) Will Cover a Larger 
Field— Much Demonstration Work. 

Nearly one thousand Kansas women 
who could not go to college have 
learned new Ideas in bomemaklng 
from the movable schools conducted 
In the spring months of the last few 
years by Kan ess State. But 
heretofore the college had to refuse 
requests for schools because of lack 
of holp. Preparations are now being 
made to enlarge this part of the ex- 
tension work this spring. Miss Fran- 
ces L. Brown In charge of home econ- 
omics In the extension division has 
announced that every village in Kan- 
sas that desires a movable school in 
cooking, sewing and home manage- 
ment can have one. If Mlas Brown 
and her four assistants cannot take 
care of the work, mora help will be 
drafted from the college division of 
home economics. 

Each demonstration school sent out 
from the college this spring will car- 
ry Its own equipment for demonstrat- 
ing. The schools, each In charge of 
a domestic science expert, will stop 
one week at every place. It is plan- 
ned to make It easier this year for 
women to attend the schools by di- 
viding the work of every day Into 
sections. By this method a woman 
need not si>end an entire day at the 
school as heretofore required, end she 
will not miss any of the instruction 
!■>■ this change. If desired, the In- 
struction wilt lie given chiefly by dem- 
onstration rather than by Individual 
work. Courses are given In cooking, 
sewing and home decoration, and 
home management. 

Any community whether It haa had 
a movable school before or not may 
hnve another this spring. A room 
large enough to accommodate all, who 
wtah to attend must lie furnished and 
every member desiring to take the In- 
struction must pay a small amount 
Inward helping tn defray the school's 
expenses. The attendance at any 
school is not limited.

Twe College Record* Were Broken. 

Erixell Smashed the Mark in th« 

II Inn Jump, and Vim nit In the 

Pole Vault 



Lawrence, Kansas, Feb. 17.— With 
but six men able to place against the 
Jayhawkers, the Kansas State track 
team finished a distant second In the 
annual dual Indoor meet with the 
University athletes here last night, 
The final count was 61 to 24. The meet 
a* a whole proved very alow. The 
fastest events were those over the 35 
yard distances. The two mile run 
was exciting; from start to finish and 
shared honors with the relay as tra- 
ins the best rsce of the meet. 

Teeters, of Kansas State, led In 
the two mile event until the final 
round when Malcolmaoa. Hamilton's 
heady distance runner, jumped Into 
the lead on the back stretch and 
breasted the tape a ecant foot ahead 
of the Merner entry. In the mile and 
half mile runs the Manhattan team 
was clearly outclassed although In- 
juries to Cromer, Kansas State entry 
In the K80 hindered that runner from 
making a better race than he did. 

Two Kansas State records were 
bettered by Manhattan attiietea when 
Prize II and Young won the high lump 
and the pole vault. The Oklahoma 
high leu per cleared the bar at 5 feet 
8 and 1-2 inches, raising both the 
outdoor and the Indoor high lump 
records, and "Spin" Young pole 
vaulted 10 feet and six Inches, better- 
ing the Indoor record ' three inches. 
Helt was the only other Kansas State 
man to win a first, his five points 
tally coming In the 35 yard dash 
which he won easily. 

Vandenherg competing In the 35 
yard low hurdles stumbled across his 
last hurdle and finished second to 
Hazen of Kansas whom he had led 
to that mark. Marble worked well 
in the shot event tossing the sphere 
31) feet six Inches for second place 
The relay team was crippled by the 
loss of Colth, who was exhausted at 
the finish of the 440 yard dash, and 
lost to the Jsyhawker combination 
by more than a lap.

men students, most of them living 
at Russell, Kas., the home of Bearda- 
ley. The crowd had made only one 
trip, stratlng at the top of Adams 
rtreet, near the library, and were on 
their second journey down when the 
accident occurred. BeardBley was 
guiding the iiled, which had just at- 
tained its greatest speed as it reach- 
ed the bottom of the steep Incline. 

One of the members of the party, 
In describing the affair, said that as 
they were crossing Ohio Street, the 
first street up the hill from the scene 
of the disaster, he first noticed the 
light* of the two cabs coming up the 
hill. The front vehicle was on the 
iefthand side of the road and the sec- 
ond on the right band, The sled was 
near the curb headed straight for the 
front cab. As soon as the driver 
saw the approaching sled he attempt- 
ed to turn to the left onto Tennessee 
Street and reached safety. But he 
was too slow, for as he turned the 
speeding sled crashed Into the front 
right wheel of the wagon. 

The sudden Impact hurled Beards- 
ley through the wheel , knocked the 
cub about twenty-five feet down the 
bill anil scattered the coasters In all 
directions. The force of the shock 
broke the tugs of the harness, the 
pole of the cab and jerked the douhl- 
trees from their position. 

With the exception of Beardsley 
none was Injured severely. Beards- 
Icy was pinned down to the pavement 
by the axle of the cab, his neck 
broken and his body badly cut by the 
spokes of the shattered wheel. He waa 
carried to the College Inn, a few 
> arils distant, and died within three 
minutes, 

Ben rd a ley was 21 years old and a 
son of Mark Beards ley, a farmer near 
Russell. He was a senior In the col- 
lege of u he ml arts and science and 
waa working his way through college 
by doing clerical work every after- 
noon In one of the downtown offices. 
The body was taken to Russell.

ITS K. CV ANNUAL TRAGEDY. 

A Student killed When a Hohttlfd 
Crashes Into a Cab. 

The sad tradition of an annual cas- 
ualty among the members of the sen- 
ior class or the I'nlverslty of Kan™-, 
lemains unbroken this year. Cecil A, 
Beardsley, one of the graduating class 
was killed by the coltlaion of a bob- 
sled and a cab at the Intersection of 
Adams and Tennessee streets at Law- 
rence Saturday, shortly after 
midnight. Imst year Harry Burnham, 
a football star, was drowned In the 
Kaw Kiver a few days before he was 
to receive his degree. Two years ago 
Potter Lake was the scene of a trag- 
ic drowning. 

As a result of some accidents sev- 
eral years ago the city council of 
Lawrence passed an ordinance forbid- 
ding coasting on several streets and 
on all streets until after 11 o'clock, 
and only then with the permission of 
the chief of police and after suitable 
guards had been posted to warn ve- 
hicles approaching on the Intersect- 
ing streets.

For violation of the rules against 
degree of criticism whic ha candidate 
smoking in buildings or on the ap- 
proaches to buildings, says the Dally 
Kansan, three students were suspend- 
ed for three days apiece by the Men's 
Student Council. The suspension will 
be In effect at once. 

Since the cases were the first to 
come before the Council, the suspen- 
sion was cut down from a contemp- 
lated ten days. Two students pleaded 
guilty to smoking on approaches to 
buildings .the other to smoking within 
a building. The Council meeting was 
held behind closed doors, only one of 
the smokers being sentenced at a 
time. 

While other students are known to 
have violated the smoking rule since 
the Council declared its intention of 
enforcing It stringently, it was an- 
nounced In the meeting ihat council 
kjrhemhers would not attempt to police 
1 islldlngs or approaches to apprehend 
offenders. "When cases come before 
us we are compelled to act," said the 
chief spokesman In two of the cases. 
The three students suspended were re- 
ported by Council members. 

When asked what authority the 
Council had to enforce the rule, one 
of the suspended students was told 
that'he was at perfect liberty to car- 
ry the matter to the Chancellor. An- 
other member says the Chancellor 
sanctioned the move, and a third de- 
clares the Council has the authority 
from the University Council.

Kansas has started another swat- 
ting campaign. This time the pool 
halls are to suffer. Some towns have 
heard the call already. Taking the 
slogan, "Swat the pool halls" from 
Dr. S. J. Crumbine's famous war cry, 
"Swat the fly," the people of Kansas 
think the moral health of their young 
manhood is aa important aa their 
physical health. 

Nine thousand students, attending 
the three big educational institutions 
operated by the state, will within a 
year be denied the joy of bearing the 
click of the alluring ivories. 

Kansas State was the first of the 
slate Institutions to oppose the pool 
halls. Pool balls were abolished here 
more than three years ago. 

Following the lead of Kansas State 
the people of Lawrence, the home, of 
the 'University of Kansas, recently 
voted to oust tile popualr lounging 
places. Massachusetts avenue, the 
main thoroughfare of Lawrence. Is 
fairly lined with smoke-houses which 
must leave within a year. 

Proprietors of billiard parlors In 
every town in the state began to 
worry when last week the city com- 
missioner! of Emporia decided to 
submit the pool hall question to the 
voters at the spring election. The 
Kansas State Normal school and the 
College of Emporia are located at 
Emporia, When the pool hall ordin- 
ance la passed 3,000 students will be 
affected. 

Nearly 9,000 students attend the 
three state schools. Five thousand of 
them are young men. The passing of 
the pool halls Is a serious blow to 
the members of the numerous "Sons 
of ReBt." organizations connected with 
the Institutions. 

"At Emporia, the pool 'shacks' are 
doomed," say close observers. In 
several smaller towns where the 
question of license to halls has been 
up before the people, invariably the 
vote has tieen against the popular 
pastime. 

Because there is no Young Men's 
Christian association at Emporia, the 
iowii'h best fitted pool hall is known 
among the boys as the "Y. M. C. A." 
Church people object to thin term. 

The fact that woman suffrage exists 
In Kansas Is expected to Influence the 
lute, A disgusted young man re- 
marked that the women will fairly 
rush to the polls io sunt the pool 
halls. To teh average Kansas wom- 
un, a pool hall looks like a saloon 
und following the lead of the famous 
hatchet swinging Carrie Nation. Kan- 
sas women promise to go after pool 
,inlls, although In u. much quletei 
manner 

When u clean-up movemnet starts 
in Kansas it creates a wave that Is 
hard to stop. The anti-pool hall 
movement tiegan In the college towns 
where It was started by local cltlsens 
Now It has the backing of the college 
authorities all over the state. Chan- 
cellor Frank Strong of K. I". Is pleas- 
ed with the vote at Lawrence. The 
state Iward of administration, con- 
trolling the state educational Institu- 
tions. Is lending Its approval.

W. H. Soupene, an ex-'Ol has pat- 
ented an improved tree pruning knife. 
He is having a number of castings 
made at the College foundry. 

The knife works on a different prin- 
ciple from that employed In most sim- 
itar devices. It gives a shear cut with 
two blades, without the use of a lever 
of any sort. The shaft attached to the 
knife Is long enough to reach any 
limb of the average fruit tree. All that 
la necessary to operate the knife is 
to hook the upper blnde over the 
limb, and pull. 

State Forester Scott has Inspected 
the knife, and believes that there are 
great possibilities in its use. The 
patent by Mr. Soupene covers the 
United States. He has sent drawings 
to London, with the Intention of tak- 
ing out English, and other foreign 
patents.

The 'Mikado," was written by Sul- 
livan about thirty years ago. It Is 
one of his most popular pieces. The 
plot Is a combination or a charming 
love story, and Intricate Intrigue in 
the court of Japan.

He persuades Nanki Poo, the prince, 
to come to his castle, and becotuv 
his guest, until time for the execu- 
tion. Nanki Poo Is to be executed 
to save Koko's position, and himself 
the annoyance of suicide. 

The situation becomes complicated 
hy the fact that Nanki falls in love 
with Yum Yum, the ward of Koko. 
and becomes engaged to be married 
to him. Koko consents to their mar- 
riage with the condition that Nanki 
Poo Is to lie beheaded at the end of 
his allotted time.

Bed In Keeping Many. 

Sleigh* and bob-sled* are at a pre- 
mium In Columbia Just now, says the 
Hailv Missouri:. n Friday afternoon 
and all day Saturday, they were kept 
busy by townspeople and aludents. 
mostly the latter. They are rented 
Tor not more than two hours at a time. 
The demand, in spite of the high pric- 
es, was greater than the number of 
sleighs. 

On account of the poor sleighing 
during the past several years there 
are only a few sleighs in the city. 
Only three of the stables have any 
sleighs and only one has bob-sleds, 
just two of them. These two were 
kept busy by parties of University 
girls. 

Livery men say It does not pay them 
to keep sleighs as they get to use 
Hi fin only about two or three days in 
a year. During the past ten years 
there has l>een very little sleighing, so 
they have not kept up their stock of 
sleighs. Last winter there was prac- 
tically no sleighing. A little that last- 
ed about a day was poor. This wlntet 
there was sleighing only once before 
the present snow and that was not 
good. 

On account of the few bobs and 
the high prices old fashioned sleigh- 
tng parties are out of the question 
There are no more trips out In the 
country to a farm house or to some 
neighboring village where the crowd 
stays all evening for a dance and 
supper and an evening of games. 
Those days with their frosted lingers 
and toes, with their old fashioned par 
ties, are a matter of memory, at 
least until anows that stick nearly all 
winter will return. 



LEARN HOW TO REAR RABIES. 

KnnMHft Mothers Calif fur a Chill 
Welfare Department. 

A council of mothers of Kansas to 
work for a state child welfare bur- 
■ nn will he formed In Topeka, An 
organisation committee of -mothers 
of Topeka and surrounding towns call- 
ed the meeting of the mothers' coun- 
cil. 

The child welfare department ask- 
ed for, is to give information as to how 
to save the lives of children, how 
best to take care of them, what Io 
feed them, how to clothe them, what 
to do for them when they are ill, 
The new bureau is to do for people 
what the bureau of animal Industry 
at AVanhington does for cattle, hogs, 
and other animals. 

"If an animal Is 111 the farmer cat 
sjat In touch with the federal govern- 
ment and If necessary an expert will 
be sent to diagnose the case and pre- 
scribe treatment," said Mrs. Lllla Day 
Monroe, chairman of the organisa- 
tion committee. "If a mother wants 
to know what to do for her child, 
there is no place she can go except the 
doctor. He generally will write only 
a prescription for that particular case. 
We want information as to the care 
and rearing of children spread broad- 
cast. The board of health should 
have an appropriation for that par- 
pose."

Prof. Relsner will go to Clay Cen- 
ter, Kansas, Friday, to give an ad- 
dress before the Northwestern Kan- 
sas Teachers' Association 
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Condition* at the University of Mis- 
souri, aays the Daily Mlssourlaa, re- 
/ate the statements made by Bh Indie 
Wlngert of Ohio SUte University, 
that the money and tune spent for 
athletics by the colleges of the coun- 
try la for the benefit of leaa than 40 
per cent of the students, according 
to Prof. C. L. Brewer of the Athletic 
Department, Mr. Wlngert gave some 
statistic! to prove the truth of his 
statements. 

"Statistics can be made to prove 
nearly anything, if you pick the right 
statistics," said Mr. Brewer, In speak- 
ing of the articles. "Activities at 
the University of Mlsiourl refute the 
statistics given by Mr. Wlngert. Ev- 
ery physically fit man Is required to 
take one year of physical training 
and all the women must take two 
years. 

"During the past year there were 
12E in football, 100 In baseball, 125 
In track, 450 In gym classes, 376 In 
tennis, no In basketball, SO In wrest- 
ling and boxing. Hundreds played at 
handball, golf, soccer, leaders class, 
gym team, tumbling team, advanced 
apparatus classes and other physical 
culture work. 

"Every effort Is made all during the 
year to urge all the men to come out 
for nthletlcs and to stay out. We have 
never turned anyone away. It Is pos- 
sible that we pay more attention to 
the representative team than to the 
rest of the men, according to the opin- 
ions of some. But during season, 1 
think it is Justified. 

"Last spring I hud a man at the 
door of the gymnasium to count the 
men who went out in athletics. In 
this afternoon alone, 625 men went 
out to the athletic field. The average 
man goes out not more than three 
llmea a week, so this is only from 
one-third to one-half of the actual 
number, which indicates that about 
75 per cent of the atudents are actual- 
ly doing physical training work. 

"Practically all the men students 
are required to take one year of 
drill, which is physical training. At 
the gymnasium we have no record 
of these. The second year of physical 
training Is required. The figure at 
the University of Missouri show ex- 
actly the opposite of Mr. Wlngert's 
figures. 

"There are many colleges In the 
country which give no physical train- 
ing nt all, but If the fifty or sixty 
representative colleges were taken In- 
to consideration, I think tbe figures 
would show that about 80 per cent 
of college men get physical training.' 1

Of the 216 students who did not 
pass In all of, their work, us failed 
or were conditioned la one coarse, 60 
In two, 12 In three, nine In four, and 
two In Bve. 

Sixty of those who failed or were 
conditioned In one course drew F*s 
while 83 drew D's. Among those who 
did not pass In two courses the pro- 
portion of D's and F*s was about the 
same. Among those who failed to 
pass in three subjects the number of 
flunks was equal to the number of 
conditions and among those draping 
below the mark In four subjects the 
failures predominated by a ratio of 
three to one. 

One student drew four F"s and one 
D, and another live F6s. Pour stu- 
dents were given four F*s. 

In the law school there were 28 
students who failed to pass in all of 
their work and 41 flunks or condi- 
tions were given among the 120 stu- 
dents enrolled. It was Impossible to 
differentiate the students In the other 
professional schools from tbe stu- 
dents In the College of Arts and 
Sciences. 

In the College of Arts and Sciences 
more of the flunks or conditions came 
In chemistry than any other depart- 
ment, 29 being given while mathemat- 
ics followed with 17. Physics, Ger- 
man, and anatomy had 12 each.

Ho Say* lnve»tl(mt(nir Committee at 
University of Kan*as. 

"Every student or organisation 
from which the committee received an 
opinion favored an honor sentiment 
agitation and promised support. This 
shows that the students are working 
towards this end. The underlying 
cause Is not with tbe professors; the 
ultimate remedy must come from the 
students. The goal to be worked to- 
ward Is a sentiment tbat will cause 
any dishonest student to be ostra- 
cised." 

This is the attitude taken, says the 
Dally Kansan, by the Investigating 
committee or the honor system.

Two Hundred Sixteen Fall to Pass 
la All Their Work. 

Two hundred sixteen students in 
tbe University of Oklahoma, or twen 
ty-elght per cent failed to pass in 
all of their work last semester ac 
cording to figures ohtalned from the 
registrar's office, says the Oklahoman. 
Three hundred thirty flunks and con- 
ditions were given. Estimating that 
there were 3,30*0 grades, on tbe as- 
sumption that every student took four 
courses, ten per cent of the grades 
were below the passing mark. 

There were 176 "D's" given Includ- 
ing seven in physical training and 154 
"Fs" Including G3 in physical train- 
ing. 

The number of those who failed to 
pass all of their work President 
Brocks says la not, above the aver- 
age but la lower than It has lieen for 
several years owing very much he 
thinks to the advisory system Intro- 
duced this year. Dean Buchanan says 
that the advisers caved one-third of 
tin W who would liav.' flunked ft] 
the Aral year classes. He would make 
no statement as to whether or not 
the per cent of failures was higher 
than In the past without a survey of 
the '.-rules f other semesters which 
can not be made readily.

The present constitution calls for 
one associate editor. Two ate need- 
ed. 

There has been some talk of chang- 
ing the name of the paper to some- 
thing representative of Kansas State, 
calling It The Kansas State some- 
thing or other. The writer Is a sen- 
ior In animal husbandry, end Isnt 
ashamed of the word agriculture, or 
Aggie. But It Isn't representative of 
the general science, the home econ- 
omics, or the engineering divisions. 

Many letters have come to the desk 
of the business manager Inquiring 
about advertising rates, days of Is- 
sue, etc., from persons that thought 
the Kansas Aggie was a farm publi- 
cation, written, edited and published 
by the students In the division of 
agriculture. 

Other foreign advertisers, the ad- 
vertisers out ot town, haven't given 
the paper advertising contracts be- 
cause they thought advertisements 
suiting forth the merits of collars, tal- 
cum powder, shaving soap, safety ra- 
sors, massage cream, tooth powder, 
and other toilet articles wouldn't 
bring them the proper returns In s 
college fsrro publication.

The 
truthfulness of this rumor seems 
doubtful when one seriously considers 
the explanation of Guy S. Lowman, 
director of athletics at Kansas State. 

"The talk of a post-Beason series 
between N. U. and K. U. Is all tom- 
my-rot," said Director Lowman.

Short Conrse Students win Ash Leg- 
islator? far Here Equipment 
The freshmen In the Short Course 
in Agriculture, according to The 
Daitv Mlssourlan. have gotten up a 
petition which they say they will 
present to the state legislature, aak- 
lug tor better equipment and more 
instructors In the Short Course In Ag- 
riculture. The petition was present- 
ed by c. J. Smith, shorthorn class 
president, to A. J. Meyer, superin- 
tendent o fthe Short Courses. The pe- 
tition says equipment for training the 
short course men in their work Is 
Inadequate and that the teach era- 
force Is insufficient 



The division of engineering at Kan- 
sas State la to be strengthened. A 
four-year course in highway engineer- 
ing optional in the civil and highway 
engineering course, and a four-year 
course In agricultural engineering 
with three-four-year options In farm 
machinery, Irrigation and drainage en- 
gineering, and flour milling are to be 
offered. Ten weeks short courses in 
road building designed for county en 
Flneers and surveyors, and ten weeks 
thort courses In steam and gaa trac- 
tion engines, In shop work, and in 
cement and concrete construction also 
were added to the clrrlculum of the 
College when the board of admlnls 
trntion met here last Saturday. In 
addition to these new courses the old 
courses in architecture, mechanical 
engineering, an electrical engineering 
were slightly modified and improved 
Fo that they now will rank with 
those of the best technical schools of 
the country. 

The new course in highway en Kin 
eerlng Is to be taught as a part of the 
civil and highway engineering course, 
It Is known as an optional course be- 
cause the student may take a straight 
civil engineering course or he may 
elect the four-year option In highway 
engineering. Tbe need for such a 
course has been apparent for some 
time. The rapid development in road 
and bridge building throughout the 
cc tin try necessarily increases the de- 
mand for men trained In highway en- 
gineering. In founding a course to 
train men Tor this work Kansas has 
token rank with the best schools of 
the country. 

The ten weeks short course in high- 
way engineering which will be offered 
for the first time next winter is for 
count} engineers and surveyors who 
have not the time nor the prerequisite 
preparation to take up the four-year 
technical course. In this short course 
these subjects will be taught; survey. 
ing, highway engineering, Irrigation, 
and drainage, road machinery and 
materials, bridge and culvert construc- 
tion, concrete construction, specifica- 
tions and contracts, road laws and 
road administration. The strictly 
professional subjects in the highway 
and irrigation engineering — short 
courses and long courses — are to be 
under the direct supervision of W. S. 
Oarhart, state engineer and professor 
of highway engineering, and H. B. 
Walker, state Irrigation engineer and 
associate professor of Irrigation en- 
gineering. 

The new four-year course In agri- 
cultural engineering will be adminis- 
tered by the division of mechanic arts, 
aa arc the other engineering courses. 
The optional course In farm machin- 
ery will prepare men for designers 
and engineers with concerns manu- 
facturing farm machinery and Imple- 
ments. The option course in Irriga- 
tion and drainage is to train men to 
handle the over increasing problems 
in this branch of engineering. There 
la a big demand nowadays for men 
who are trained not only In Irrigation 
and drainage engineering, but who 
also know tbe requirements of vari- 
ous soils and of various crops. This 
course is designed to fill this need. It 
is especially strong in the subjects 
of cereal crops, soils, farm motors, 
farm machinery, concrete construc- 
tion, pumps and pumping, as well as 
other fundamental engineering 
h ranches. 

The optional course in flour milling 
will fit men for designers of flour 
mills and milling machinery and also 
as superintendents of mills. This 
course consists essentially of funda- 
mental mechanical engineering sub- 
jects and also Includes work In grain 
Inspection, grain products, experi- 
mental milling, wheat and flour test- 
ing, milling entomology, and flour mill 
designing. 

The new courses are the outcome of 
much study on the part of A. A. Pot 
ter, acting dean of the division of 
mechanic arts, and professor of steam 
and gas engineering. Dean Potter 
prepared the courses only after a 
careful Investigation of tbe courses of 
Instruction offered In the best tech n I 
cal schools of America and of other 
countries. The new lines of study 
have been approved by the board of 
administration and will appear In tbe 
1914 College catalog.

Nebraska Reported to Hnv* Defeated 
Minnesota This Way, 

The enthusiastic spectators who fol- 
lowed Conference football closely this 
fall, and marvelled at the science dis- 
played by Dick Purdy's band of flying 
Cornhuskers, gave all the credit for 
their marvelous progress to tbe work 
of Jumbo Stlebm, their coach, says the 
Dally Nebraskan, and a tow of the 
more radical fans even Insinuated that 
the tall mentor did all the bead work 
for his eleven, and that his players 
were mere automatons under him. 

However, Jack Temple, famous a- 
a Nebraska tackle and captain of tbe 
Cornhuskers In 1010, cites an In- 
stance of Nebraska strategy that won 
for them the 7 to victory over the 
Minnesota Gophers, this year, and says 
Jumbo Stiehm did not hesitate 
either. Temple was acting as an as- 
sistant to Stiehm In preparing the 
athletes for his big game, and saw the 
1 1. iy pulled off. 

Temple tolls It this way: "Late In 
the second half, with the score still 
a lie, Nebraska attempted a forward 
pass, and Max Towle, quarter, pass- 
ed the ball on a long end forward 
pass to the right. Beck to receive It. 
Beck was asleep at the switch and not 
In a position to get the pass. In the 
meanwhile however Halllgsn playing 
tackle, (therefore Ineligible to take 
the pass), came tearing along and 
pulled it in. Of course the ball should 
have gone to Minnesota on the play. 
But the officials, Eckersall, referee, 
were not wise to the fact that Halll- 
gan, running from a tackle position 
caught the pass. 

"Halllgan winked at Beck, and the 
squads lined up on Minnesota's 15 
yard line with the ball In Nebraska's 
possession, Halllgan taking Beck's 
place at end and Beck going In to 
Halllgan's tackle position. The game 
went on to a Nebraska touchdown and 
victory, t t it was only this piece of 
work on the part of Halllgan that beat 
Minnesota and gave Nebraska her 
great reputation for the current year."

Nearly Eaosgh Signers Have 

Obtained to Start Club Heine. 

The I'd ion talks in chapel Friday 
morning weie snappy, says the Daily 
Kansan. The enthusiasm was good, 
and fifty-five more men signed the 
petitions. The attendance was a fail- 
ure, however, and yet the meeting 
seems to have assured the Union. 

A crowd of Lees than three hundred 
was there— Including eight professors, 
a hundred University women and the 
band . store than that number have 
already agreed to pay one dollar 
toward the realization of the Union 
but they evidently didn't consider 
their presence necessary to make the 
Union chapel this morning a success. 

Chairman Kennedy said after the 
meeting that be has 5*4 names in bis 
possession, including those obtained 
this morning. Other petitions have 
not yet been turned in so It seems 
certain that the support of at least 
«u0 men has been obtained. 

The immediate purchase of furni- 
ture and plans for the opening date 
—probably Monday, March 2, will be 
discussed. 

It Is possible that a final whirlwind 
campaign, lasting until Monday night, 
will be made to get 800 signers. If 
that number la obtained, the fee will 
he 75 cents only. 

The host speech of the meeting was 
not on the program. Just as peti- 
tions were started down the rows for 
signatures a man arose in the crowd 
and asked if a taxpayer might say 
something on the Union. He was 
John W. Fisher, the first student to 
register in the University. He said: 
"When you get six or eight hundred 
iiludeuts together in such a Union It 
means that many voters. And what 
cannot such an organlaztlon of earn- 
est voters do before the legislature 
for the University?" 

"Between 475 and 500 students 
have signed for membership to the 
Union,*' said Randolph Kennedy, chair- 
man of the Union committee. "With 
125 more signers the Union is aasured; 
with 325 more the membership fee 
will be decreased from one dollar to 
seventy-live cents." 

W. O. Hamilton, manager of athlet- 
ics, thought that the ney t'nlon would 
be of benefit In athletics. He said: 
"I have realized the self centered con- 
dition of cliques In the University for 
a long time: the Student Union will 
go a long way to correct this. If It is 
started right, It will grow to be one 
of the best ports of our school." 

i'rof. Merie Thorpe said the men 
of the University did not know each 
other well enough: that a Student 
Union would bring the men closer to- 
gether, 

■We have no real University

DESIRE AN ATHLETIC FRAT. 

Met erne it la Started Toward Aaother 
Honorary Society, 

Plans are on foot to establish a 
chapter of Sigma Delta Pal, an hon- 
orary athletic fraternity, at Kansas 
State. * This fraternity was first or- 
ganized in the University ot Indiana 
In 1912, and chapters have since been 
formed at eight other colleges — Min- 
nesota, Wabash, Maine, Butter, Han- 
over, Whitman, Utah, and De Pauw. 

According to the Dally Texan: This 
fraternity is really In effect a Phi 
Beta Kajipa for athletes; for students 
adlmtted to membership are to tie 
Judged solely on their athletic at- 
tainments. The standards are rath- 
er high'. Hence, nobody but an all- 
round athlete can become eligible to 
mem her ship in this fraternity. It has 
for Its object tbe fostering of athletic 
I roflclency In a great number of 
sports. 

There are rigid tests which the can 
dldates must come up to; and these 
tests are under the supervision of a 
faculty committee, whose business It 
is to see that all applicants satisfy 
all require m cots to membership. The 
membership falls into two divisions 
dependent upon tbe nature ot the re- 
quirements. Those for full member- 
ship an- very high, while those for 
junior membership are not so diffi- 
cult to satisfy. 

The .requirements for full member 
ship are aa follows:

all standing; running high Jump at 5 
feet: running broad Jump at 1* feet;

120 feet on fly; 100-yard continuous 
swim: 3-mlle run In IS minutes, 30 
seconds; 10-mile walk In 2 hours. 30 
minutes; tumbling — (a) front hand 
spring; (10 back handspring ; (e> 
front dive. Posture: Erect carriage, 
especially of bead. 

The requirements for Junior mem 
hershlp are as follows: 100-yard run 
in 12 second; 120-yard hurdles In 20 
seconds: running high Jump st 4 feet, 
6 Inches; running broad Jump at 16 
feet; putting shot (16 lbs.) 16 feet: 
pole vault at 8 feet; throwing base- 
ball, 200 feet on fly; punting foot- 
hall, 90 feet on fly; 60-yard continu- 
ous swim; 3 -mile run In SO minutes: 
10-mile wslk In 3 hours. Posture: 
Erect carriage, especially of the head. 
Men holding varsity letters may 
substitute their letter for one of the 
requirements to be chosen by him- 
self. 

The fraternity stands for all-around 
athletic prowess. Men are encourag- 
ed to develop their bodies extensively 
rather than Intensively. Many prom- 
inent men throughout the country 
hav« expressed themselves ss being 
in favor of the general purpose of the 
fraternity.

Kansas State Athletes are Behind a 
Worthy Movement, 

Thirty K men met In K53 Monday 
night and discussed plans whereby 
Kansas State athletics could be placed 
upon a firmer basis. The main prop- 
osition brought before the meeting 
dealt with tbe building of a permanent 
grand stand or stadium upon State 
Field. It has been suggested that a 
reinforced concrete stand he erected 
and plans to further this Idea were 
discussed at the meeting. Guy 8. 
Lawman, director of athletics, was 
chosen permanent chairman of the 
movement, Tbe organ lxatlon of a K 
club was discussed and a committee 
ot five memhers with "Cap" Loom la 
at Its head was named to draw up 
the plans for this organisation. Sev- 
eral of the older ! K men ' gave 
abort talks, among them C. I. Feins. 
captain o ft he 1912 football team, and 
encouraged and commended tbe move- 
ment 

A permanent athletic field has been 
needed at this school for many years. 
Formerly the athletic teams played 
down on the old athletic Held on Blue- 
mont avenue, the present field com- 
ing Into use in 1911. Lack ot funds 
has always been a severe drawback 
to the advancement of the proposition 
and the location or the field has de- 
manded that a baseball diamond be 
constructed each spring and torn up 
again in the fall for football. 

The nrst track was laid out In 1911 
and was a very hasty affair. The 
straightaway was fairly well con- 
true ted but the remainder ot the 
quarter was of dirt only. 1-a.at fa)) 
as soon as tbe football was laid by 
Coach Low men commenced work on 
the new and permanent track. An 18 
Inch bed or cinders has been laid al) 
winter and three drains have been 
put under the worat placea in tbe cin- 
der path. 

The movement to build the stadium 
is one that will take the most skill- 
ful engineering as it will evolve care- 
ful financing. The organisation of the 
alumni letter men of the College 
should help materially along this line. 
It was suggested that Harry E. Por- 
ter, present athletic hoard treasurer, 
be placed at the bead of the financial 
department of this new movement, 
and as the suggestion met with tbe 
approval of all present, the election 
of Mr. Porter probably will take place 
at the next meeting.

This aeema to be the eleventh com- 
mandment for Washburn College stu- 
dents when distinctly college parties 
are concerned.

N. M., have returned to Columbia, 
Missouri. 

Tbe Glee Club singers who arrived 
are in good health. Each one 
has been vaccinated. The clothing 
and personal property of each, as well 
as tbe car In which they are travel' 
ing, have been thoroughly fumigated. 

Dr. O. W, H. Mitchell of the Uni- 
versity School ot Medicine, went to 
Moberly yesterday afternoon to meet 
the singers. They arrived there at 8 
o'clock last night. Doctor Mitchell 
accompanied them to Columbia. 

As soon as the Glee Club members 
reached Columbia tbey were taken to 
the Parker Memorial hospital. The 
main ward at the south end of the flrst 
floor of the hospital has been reserv- 
ed for them. Al) of the patients bare 
been removed from this ward. The 
ward la so arranged tbat It can be 
Isolated completely from ths rest of 
the hospital. They will have their 
own dressing rooms and lavatories, A 
special telephone will be provided, 

Meals will be served to the detained 
singers in tents erected at the south 
entrance to tbe ward. The food will 
be Prepared at the Commons. 

It la possible that the "period of 
observation" for these men will last a 
week or ten days. 

There can be no danger of persons 
In Columbia contracting small pox 
from the singers at present tor none 
has a disease. The health of each 
man Is good and small pox cannot 
be taken from one who has only bean 
exposed and wbo has not yet devel- 
oped the disease.

Toe Expensive fer H«f Feed, Bay. Ike 

Agricultural College. 

Corn alone, when fed to hog., 1. an 
expensive feed. It coats |6.45 to pro- 
duce 160 pounds of pork. If corn i. 
worth fifty-five cents . bushel. To 
obtain the best gains at the lowest 
cost It Is necessary to feed some pro- 
tein supplement, auch as short or 
tankage, with com. When these sup- 
plements are added to the ration, and 
the hogs allowed to run on pasture, 
It costs only |4.10 to produce 100 
pound, gain. Corn, short, and tank- 
>ige, without the pasture, produce a 
gain of 100 pounds at a cost of 14.70. 

These facts are brought out in a 
bulletin, "Hog Feeding," Just publish- 
ed by the Kansas Agricultural col- 
lege. The bulletin give, a thorough 
report of fifteen feeding experiment. 
conducted during the last ten years. 
In these experiments 90S hogs, all 
bred and reared by the animal hus- 
bandry department, were used. In all 
feeding trials the number ot hogs was 
large enough to overcome individual 
differences. 

- A comparison of wet and dry mix- 
tures of corn, shorts, and tankage 
.bowed an average dally gain ot 1.9 & 
pound, a head for the dry ration and 
2.31 pounds a bead for the wet ration. 
The amount of feed in both cases was 
the same, but in the one case enough 
water was added to make a thick slop. 

Different brands of stock foods fed 
with corn showed an average dally 
gain of only .76 pounds as compared 
with 1.07 pound, dally gain made with 
corn, shorts, and meat meal or tank 
age. 

Kafir meal wi.a found to be equal 
In fattening value to corn. Sorgham 
seed was found to grve a smaller daily 
gain than either kaflr or corn meal. 
In several trials where corn was sup- 
piemen ted with meat meal or tankage, 
corn returned a value of eighty cent. 
a bushel. When shorts was added to 
this ration, a value of $1.07 a bushel 
was obtained for the corn. In both 
cases pork was valued at (7 a 100 
pounds.

The Student Council of the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma says the Oklaho- 
man, bas adopted the final drafts of 
both the freshman oap rule and of 
the plan for the management of .the 
Sooner. The two ' propositions, to- 
gether with the resolution to put aa 
end to the annual Freshman -Sop ho- 
rn ore class scrap, passed M«ianm« 
ago, will be referred to the Student 
Association for spproval at a mass 
meeting to be held very likely on 
Wednesday, March 11, 

The Freshman c»p rule adopted 
In substance several weeks ago, pro- 
vides that the first year students shall 
wear the regulation cap from the day 
of the first football game until the 
day of the last football game of each 
year or until such further time as the 
Council may require.

The Kansas State Symphony orches- 
tra will give its fifth annual concert 
In the Marshall theater, Thursday, 
March in. 

Robert Henry Brown Is the conduc- 
tor of the orchestra. Genevieve Rice 
Cowden, a soprano. Is the soloist. 
Fred Korsemeier Is the business man- 
ager. 
This Is the program: 
March — "Pomp and Circumstance" 
No. 1, Elgar; Sir Edward Elgar, the 
foremost living English composer, 
tins written two marches, under the 
title "Homp and CI r cum stance" of 
which this is the first. It Is a spirit- 
ed and heavily scored composition. 
and la played extensively by many 
of the large orchestras. 

l-argo from "The New World" Sym- 
phony, Dvorak: The Symphony in E 
minor. No. 5, "Prom the New World." 
Opus 05, Is the last symphony written 
by the Bohemian master. It was com- 
posed during his residence In New 
York. 

The second movement la commonly 
considered the most beautiful and 
significant or the symphony. After a 
sbr>rt prelude. In which solemn chords 
are intoned l>y the woodwind and 
i, rafts, the oboe and horn sing the 
plaintive principal theme, sustained 
harmonics by the strings. A new di- 
vision brings In a fresh subject for 
flute and ohoe. The violins and violas 
playing a tremolo accompaniment. 
The clarionets continue this with a 
pizzicato accompaniment in the dou- 
ble-basses, and with little twittering 
Interpolations by the first violins. 
Next the strings take up this theme, 
a ill cli eventually leads back to the 
principal theme, and the movement 
closes with the solemn chords with 
which it opens.

Oberon is a romantic and fairy opera.

The University Hopes to Hare Them 
WHhln Two Years. 

Dormitories will become a part of 
the University or Kansas within the 
next two years, according to The Dslly 
Kansan, Chancellor Strong Is strong- 
ly in favor of dormitories, a fund ia 
being raised for the building ot a 
girl's dormitory and the women' or- 
ganizations of Kansas have taken up 
the burden of obtaining dormitories 
for ail state Institutions. 

Chancellor Strong has made sever- 
al speeches in the last two years In 
favor ot dormitories. 

"Dormitories are only meana of get- 
ting the ideal community life in the 
school," said Dr. Strong. "They will 
also set a Btandard of living and a 
standard of price for accommodations. 
Social regulations can more easily be 
enforced und discipline maintained." 

Alberta L. Corbln, the Uerman de- 
partment, Is the chairman ot a com- 
mittee organized two years ago to 
raise a fund for a girls' dormitory. 
The committee now has about 18,000 
on hand and could raise fl 0,000 If 
necessary. 

The latest development of the dor- 
mitory question ia Its advocation by 
the women's organizations. A com- 
mittee was formed last year of the 
presidents of all state- wide organiza- 
tions to work for suffrage. When this 
became a dead iBsue they turned their 
attention to providing dormitories for 
the state Institutions. 

The advocates of dormitories are ex- 
pecting a great deal from this com- 
mittee as they are backed by the en- 
tire ivody o fthe various organizations. 
The W. C. T. U. in Kansas alone 
reaches 10,000 people while the (iood 
Citizenship league, the Relief Corps, 
and half a dozen other large societies 
tiring the number up to enormous 
proportions.

ENGINEERS GO TO MATINEE 

Kmtj Student Is Excused t« Attend 
Show Thursday, 

W. A. Phlllis of the National Tube 
Company, will give an illustrated lec- 
ture In the Wareham Theater at 2:00 
P. m., Thuradny, March 12, with mov- 
ing picture films and lantern slides. 
All engineering students will be ex- 
cused from classes to attend this ex- 
hibit. The student* from the other 
divisions will lie welcome to attend. 

It Is not possible for every one In- 
terested, directly or Indirectly, In pipe 
or tubes to visit a pipe mill— and even 
If It were, one would obtain only a lim- 
ited Idea of a few of the processes In- 
volved In the making of pipe. 

Realizing the tack of facilities af- 
fordel. and the advantage to the con- 
sumer of knowing more atom the 
manufacture of modern welded pipe, 
National Tube Company has had pre- 
pared a Berles of three motion picture 
dims, showing the various processes 
employed In manufacturing pipe from 
iron ore to finished product. 

The three films will be shown. The 
Drat film begin* with a view showing 
the method or prospecting for ore by 
drilling. Assuming that examination 
proves the ore to be desirable, steam 
shovels are brought and the barren 
upper strata. Is stripped, uncovering 
the ore deposits. This method of min- 
ing shown Is called the "open cut", 
hy which method the larger portion 
of Iron ore Is mined In Minnesota. Iron 
ore somewhat resembles dark red soil 
or Iron rust, averaging about 60 per 
cent metallic Iron, and can he readily 
shoveled up Into freight cars for ship- 
ment to destination—or to some con 
vsnlent lake port for reshlpment by 
water. The loading and unloading of 
specially designed ore boats Is shown. 
§ome of these vessels bold 13,000 tons 
of ore— and can be loaded In SO min- 
utes *nd unloaded In 4 hours. Upon 
reaching the blast furnace, the or* la 
transferred to the stockpile, then to 
the skip (or earl by which It Is charg- 
ed Into the blast furnace. Alternate 
loads of coke, iron ore and limestone 
constitute the furnace charge. This 
charge— now converted Into molten 
Iron (which would he known a* "pig- 
Iron. If cast) Is tapped Into Udle car* 
and taken to the 500-ton mixer, or 
reservoir. This crude iron contain* 
about s< per cent Iron and 8 per cent 
imparities. It I, now ready to be re- 
fined— either by the open hearth or 
Bessemer process. The closing pictures 
of this film ahow the Iron being re- 
fined In open-hearth furnace*. Lime- 
stone, steel scrap and ore are eanrg- 



<d on the heated hearth and the gas 
turned on for a few hours— when the 
charge Is melted, about the same 
amount of molten rrude Iron Is pour- 
ed In and a violent reaction com- 
mence*, which results In the elimina- 
tion of most of the impurities In the 
iron. 

The second lilrn show* the crude 
Iron being refined by Bessemer pro- 
cess. In which the molten iron is pour- 
ed Into a large pear-shaped vessel, 
holding aliout 10 tons, where the lm 
purities are eliminated by oxidation 
by air which Is blown tnrotigh the 
molten mass. The retincd iron (so- 
called soft steel) mode by cither of 
these ;i roe esses Is much more nearly 
pure iron than that made by the old, 
liund-puddllng process and is also con- 
siderably stronger and more uniform. 
Following this you will see the high- 
ly refined Iron— or soft steel, aa It 
is termed— lietng cast Into Ingots, re- 
heated, and rolled Into blooms, slabs, 
or billets, on vnrioua types of mills 
adapted to tills purpose. In this form 
the material Is ready for the rolling 
mill, where It is converted Into skelp, 
or sheets, from which the pipe Is 
made. 

The new roll-knobbllng process of 
working the metal (which is termed 
Spellerizing) is shown In detail. The 
metal is thereby given much addi- 
tional mechanical kneading while hot, 
thus rendering the structure more 
dense and resistant to corrosion and 
pitting. 

There are two processes of making 
pipe, i. e., butt-weld and lap-weld. 
The latter part of Film H will show 
the making of butt- weld pipe. First 
charging the fist strips of metal into 
the welding furnace, then drawing out 
of the other end of the furnace 
through the welding hell. 

The first part of the third film il- 
lustrates the method of making lap 
weld pipe in large sizes. The Iwndlng 
of the sheets, charging Into welding 
furnace, welding rolls, sizing rolls 
and finishing rolls are shown in or 
dtr. Testing and inspection of pipe 
find threads follow. The same pro 
ecus applies to smaller lap-weld pipe 
and tubes. Details peculiar to the 
making and testing of small tubes are 
shown afterwards. 

Every piece of pipe must stand a 
spec-tried Internal hydrostatic test of 
6o U>s., or more.

Dr. Winshlp Gave Such an Address 
' Before the Far* It v. 

Dr. B, A. Winshlp, editor of the 
Journal of Education and one of the 
foremost students or education In this 
country, addressed the board of In- 
struction of the College In the old 
chapel Tuesday afternoon. The sub- 
ject of Dr. Wlnshlps address was 
"Teaching in College." 

Dr. Wtnship gave as one of the 
amazing signs of the times the col- 
lege enrollments. "This," he said, "Is 
running beyond all expectations. 

"The Influence of the college of to- 
day," said Dr. Winshlp, "is upon the 
personality of the student. We are 
coming back to personality In edu- 
cation. The modern school Is adapt- 
ing education to the individual. 

"To make studenU think in larger 
units," said Dr. Winshlp. "Is the mis- 
sion of the college of today. We must 
not study agriculture for Kansas, but 
for the whole world. The greatest 
man of today is he who can think In 
world units."

Thus Believes Professor McKeever of 
the University. 

W. A. McKeever, formerly professor 
or psychology at Kansas State and 
now on the faculty of the University 
cf Kansas, believes farm folks should 
pay more attention to the social side 
of life. The professor says the young 
people need more recreation. 

In an address given at Lawrence 
recently, Professor McKeever said in 
part: 

"W* arc approaching the lime when 
we will say 'It Is my child and I'll 
do as I please with It' 

"The child belongs to the commun- 
ity. The community la responsible 
for tlie success or failure of every 
child. It is to the Interests of the com- 
munity that every child make good. 

"Parents have no right to sacrifice 
the interest of the child for their 
own material gain. No right to keep 
the child from school to work In or- 
der that the parent may accumulate 
land and Btock. 

"Wealth not In land and stock but 
in the character of the people who 
make up (he community. The land 
may lie poor and the home comforts 
rew yet the com unity be rich liecause 
of the noble character of the people.

Colleges of the Soathwest. Organize 
Athletic Association. 

An athletic conference to lie known 
as the Southwest Confen noe will be 
lormcd at Dallas. Texas. April 30 by 
the leading schools of the sOnth W * J*fc 
according to an announcement made 
l-y the authorities at the University 
of Texas, who are fathering ibe move- 
ment, according to "the University Ok- 
lahoman. 

Nine schools have Indicated their 
desire to go into the. conference. 
These are Texas University, Texas 
A. ft m., University of Oklahoma, Ok- 
lahoma A. ft M„ Baylor Unlvtreity 
Southwestern University, Louisiana 
State. Mississippi state, and Ark&n 
sas. Tulane. Rice Institute of Ilous 
ton and Mississippi A. ft at, havij 
been Invited to come into the confer- 
ence, hut these three schools have not 
Indicated whether or not they will ac 
cept the Invitation. 

(eligibility rules similar to those of 
the Missouri Valley Conference will 
be adopted. Practically all of tie 
schools that wilt go Into the confer- 
ence have indicated that such rules 
arc desirable. With the adoption ot 
ruch rules disingenuous emthods will 
)>e prevented. All or the schools seem 
to favor the one-year playing rules. 
Ad ot) i ton by the conference or such 
high standards will place sports In the 
Southwest on a high plane. 

If the proposed rules are adopted 
when the conference Is organized, 
freshman teams will lie placed In the 
field hy all conference schools. 

The movement was started the first 
of the year when letters were sent 
out from the University of Texas to 
ail the colleges of the Southwest. All 
if the big schools were In favor of 
going Into the conference and all 
with one or two exceptions favored 
the one-year residence rule and three- 
vear playing rule. 

Coach Owen of the University, when 
asked aliout the proposed conference, 
stated that the University or Oklaho- 
ma would gladly enter such an as- 
sociation, "it will give us the ad 
vantage of playing under better rules 
and better conditions," he said. Going 
Into the conference he says, will not 
change the relation or the University 
to the Missouri Valley teams with 
fchlch the Sooners are accustomed to 
play. There will lie as many games 
with the Valley teams as formerly. 
o

Menken LeMSflk Woald Mara Books 
oa Hathematlrs Rewritten- 

Stephen Leacock, the Canadian 
humorist, believes educational 
textbooks are too dry. They 
should he revised by a "best sell- 
er" author. To show what ..-.- 
result would be be maaes a few 
changes In Murray's Calculus 
himself. He says in the Amer- 
ican Magazine for March: 
I admit that the Inside has to be 
sjttt red — but not very much. The real 
basin of Interest is there. The theor- 
ies in the book are just as Interest- 
ing as those raised In the modern 
novel. All that is needed is to adopt 
the device, familiar In novels, of cloth. 
log the theories In personal form and 
putting the propositions advanced In- 
to the mouths of the characters, in- 
stead of leaving them as unsupported 
statements of the author. Take, for 
example, Doctor Murray's beginning. 
It Is very good — anyone will admit it 
—fascinatingly clever, but It lacks 
heart. 
It runs: 

If two magnitudes, one of which 
Is determined by a straight line 
and the other by a parabola, ap- 
proach one another, the rectangle 
Included by the revolution of each 
will be equal to the sum of a ser- 
ies of indeterminate rectangles. 
Now this Is — quite frankly — dull. 
The sltuntlon Is there; the idea ttx 
good, and, whether one agrees or not, 
Is at least as brilliantly original as 
even the best of our recent novels. 
But I find It necessary to alter the 
presentation of the plot a little bit. 
As I re-edit It the opening of the 
Calculus runs thus:

Former President of the Board 
Resents Dies Unexpectedly. 
,1 iicige A. M. Story of Manhattan, 
and a former president of the board 
iif regents of Kansas State, was found 
dead In bed Thursday morning. Death 
resulted from acute Indigestion. 

Mr, Story was appointed a member 
of the board of regents In April 1905, 
and was elected president of the 
board In April of 1907, serving for two 
years. In the late fall of 1909 Mr. 
Story removed to Hageratown, Mary- 
land After two years spent In busi- 
ness there, he again returned to Man- 
hattan where he resided until his 
death. 

It was during the time of Mr. Story's 
term on the board, that the matter 
of removing the engineering courses 
to Lawrence received ao much atten 
tion. Mr. Story gave a great deal of 
study to the question, especially to 
the teaching of engineering In Kan- 
sas State. At this time Chancellor 
strong ot the University, made an 
attack against this school in Its re 
latlons to the teaching of engineering. 
Mr. Story then published a pamphlet 
setting forth the attitude of Kansas 
State toward thn engineering ques- 
tions. This pamphlet was consider- 
ed a very able and strong treatise on 
the subject. 

J mice Story was always very much 
Interested in agriculture and at one 
time kept a herd ot pure bred short 
horn cattle. He was always a strong 
supporter of Kansas State and was 
over ready to lend hie influence to- 
ward the betterment of the College. 
He took especial Interest in the an I 
1 1 i.i ! husbandry department and In 
building up the I'nllcce herds. 

Mr. Story was county attorney for 
two terms, and probate Judge for one 
term. He resided at 825 Houston 
street, .fudge Story is survived by 
a wife, and two daughters, Marcta, 
Kansas State, '12, and Marie, Kansas 
Slate. '15. 

The funeral of A. M. Story will be 
held from the home, 825 Houston 
street, this afternoon at four 
o'clock. The Masons will have charge 
of the funeral and the Knights Temp- 
lar will fiim lsti an escort. In honor 
of Mr. Story's work as a member of 
the board of regents, the college bat 
tul ion will also act as escort. The 
active pall bearers will be P. C. Host- 
rup, C. M. Breese, E. A. Wharton 
11. W Brewer and Harry Smethurst 
The members of the Riley county 
bench and bar will act as honorary 
I all hearers. 

The Retailers Association, of which 
Mr, Story was secretary at the time 
of his death, Is also requesting its 
members to close an hour for tbe 
funeral. The following notice was 
sent out this morning by H. W. Brew- 
er: 

"In honor of the memory of A. 
M. Story, the mem tiers of the Re- 
tailers Association are respect- 
fully requested to close their 
places of huslness between the 
hours of 4 and 5 o'clock, Saturday, 
the hour of the funeral.

A class of fifteen students assem- 
bles every Tuesday at 4:30 p. m. In 
tbe horticulture building to study the 
international, artificial language, Es- 
peranto. This class is under the di- 
rection of H. E. Rolierts, professor 
oi botany. Professor Roberta la a lin- 
guist and has studied Esperanto for 
seven years. 

This class was begun three weeks 
ago and has mnde marked progress. 
They are now reading the story of 
Joseph and his brethren, which Is a 
translation from the book of Genesis 
in the Bible. Professor Roberts says 
i lii' language Is so simple that any 
lnt« lllgent person with a moderate 
education can master the grammar in 
half an hour, learn to read and write 
It in six weeks and Bpeak It In six 
months. 

There are about one thousand books 
written In this language, nearly all 
the classical works have been trans 
lated. and In thirty different countries 
of the world 400 newspapers and 
journals are published in Esperanto. 

Esperanto is twenty-five years old. 
It was devised by Dr. Zamenhof, a 
Polish Jew occulist. Dr. Zamenhof 
got the idea when a student at one ot 
the great continental universities. It 
Is more expressive than English, more 
flexible, and better adapted for trans- 
lation purposes than any other nation- 
al tongue. It Is harmonious and 
something like the Latin in sound, 
hut possesses the musical properties 
of the Italian language. Esperanto now 
has an International organization arid 
also an organisation In 30 countries. 
Sixty different international languages 
have been tried, but this Is the only 
nae that has proved a success. Speak- 
ing in regard to this ProfeBsor Roberts 
said: 

"Esperanto Is not an experiment, 
but an assured success. It Is as cer- 
tain a success as the metric system 
and Just aa useful. " 

The object of Eaperanto is three- 
fold. First, it is Intended to bring the 
living peoples of the world together 
and to promote world peace: second, 
to furnish means for International 
commercial communication; and third, 
to give a national language for sci- 
ence and facilitate travel in foreign 
countries. It is not, as many persons 
think, to be a universally used tongue. 

At alt international scientific con- 
gresses four languages are recogniz- 
ed. It 1b easy to see how this arti- 
ficial tongue will aid the scientists. 

There is but one sound to each let- 
ter in this language, the accent ia 
always on the next to the last syll- 
able of the word, and the spelling is 
phonetic. It has 400 roots and, count- 
ing the prefixes and suffixes, has a 
vocabulary of about 40,000 words. This 
vocabulary is based aa far as possible 
upon words common to the chief Eu- 
ropean languages. Sounds peculiar to 
any one language are eliminated. 

There were 11.000 delegates from 
all over the earth to the ninth Inter- 
national congress held at the capital 
of Switzerland. When Professor Rob- 
erts attended the fourth congress at 
Dresden he had no difficulty in con- 
versing with any ot the delegates, no 
matter what their nationality. It Is 
given official recognition In many 
countries. 

An Incident which shows what the 
knowledge or Eaperanto availed one 
person occurred down In South Amer- 
ica. Two applicants for a position 
were equally fitted for ft. The Ee- 
perantlst received the position. The 
railways or Austria-Hungary have Is- 
sued guides In this language that 
many of the travelers may be helped 
in traveling through their country.

The grand total of Imports In 1S12 
was 3,022,187 short ton;, compared 
with 2,797,514 short tons in 1911. Of 
that amount 50.3 per cent came from 
Cuba. 

The figures show a steady Increase 
in tbe consumption of sugar In the 
Cnlted States In tbe pas.' thirty years. 
It Increased from an average of 2 1-2 
billion pounds In 1881-1866 to prac- 
tically 7 billion pound*. In 1B01-1910 
and in the fiscal year 1912 to a total 
ot 7 billion pounds. The, average an- 
nual consumption which In the fiscal 
years UM-1885 was forty-six pounds 
per capita, was more tin n 78 pounds 
in 1906-1910.

School of Agriculture pbtnt to Give 
Sock Credit. 

The school of agriculture will an- 
nounce a new step In its next catalog. 
On the Initiation of the principal the 
faculty approved the following plan 
for credit for work done during sum- 
mer vacations on the home farm; "On 
recommendation of the principal any 
student In the course In agriculture 
of the school of agriculture may un- 
dertake home project work for credit 
during the summer vacation. 

"The student must present a de- 
tailed plan to the head of the depart- 
ment having charge of the work In 
the College and have the plan approv- 
ed by the head of the department, and 
also by the dean of agriculture. The 
work shall Include a definite plan of 
the project, written reports of pro- 
gress and work done and a final re- 
port of results. The amount of cred- 
it given shall lie determined by the 
head of the department, but shall in 
no case exceed tour credit hours for 
each summer's work. The maximum 
number of credit hours, which may 
be earned in this way Is eight." 

This means that hoys who show suf- 
ficient energy and ability to Justify 
it. will be allowed to earn some cred- 
it toward a diploma by work done on 
the home farm during the summer 
vacation. The aame principle has 
been recognized In many Industrial 
achools for some time. In these 
schools shop work has been done in 
factories and the school recognized 
the work as a part of the work re- 
el ui red for graduation. 

Since there may be no disinterested 
and skilled foreman on the farm to 
supervise the work, the student will 
he required to write reports and give 
the final results to the head of the de- 
partment in charge. It is probable 
the work may he visited by some of 
the demonstration force of the exper- 
iment station, or by members of the 
extension division. 

The plan outlined will encourage 
boys still In school to apply what 
they are learning In school to their 
own farms. They wilt make this ap- 
preciation under expert supervision 
and guidance. 

Projects may be worked out In fad- 
ing and testing dairy cows; growing 
poultry: breeding corn; potato tillage; 
gardening work: spraying fruits or 
vegetables: live stock feeding and 
any number of other plans. In all 
cases some principles must be applied 
and an accurate account both of what 
was done and of the work or money 
expended must be kept 



Workouts Sow Consist of Long Runs 
Aronnd City Park Track. 

The Merner track squad started out- 
door work last Monday in the city 
park. The athletic field track Is not 
completed yet, but Coach Merner says 
that the cinder path artists will be 
able to use It inside of a week or two 
If the present fair weather continues. 
The workouts for the past week have 
consisted chiefly of long runs around 
the city park path, the object being 
to acclimate the men to the outdoor 
work. 

One of the track surprises of the 
week Is tbe showing that Schauper, 
the big freshman weight man has been 
making.

It wsb thought last fall 
that Edwards would be able to vault 
tor the team In the spring meets, but 
late developments have It that he will 
not lie in school during the spring 
term. 



Dr. Shuler, Kansas State 10 Is on 
the Faculty. 

Beginning with the tall term 1914 
the Oklahoma Agricultural and Me- 
chanical College at Stillwater will 
offer a course In veterinary medicine. 

Dr. William P. Shuler, Kansas State 
10, is one of the two men that will 
be on the veterinary science faculty 
until 1916, when the faculty of the 
veterinary department will be in- 
creased to five men. 

Dr. Shuler took his D. V. S. degree 
In 1910, and was graduated with an 
M. S. degree In 1912. He has bean 
on the faculty at Stillwater since 
January 1, 1913. 

Here is what the Orange and Black, 
tbe college paper of Oklahoma A. and 
M. says about the new course: 

"In the year 1913 if a young man 
in Oklahoma wished to take a course 
in veterinary medicine which would 
lead to a degree the nearest place ho 
could go to would be to Kansas City 
or Kansas State at Manhattan. Dut 
times have changed since then and 
in this year of 1914 that same young 
tnan can board a train and in a short 
time can be in a town where this 
course Is taught. That town is Still- 
water, and the place A. and M. col- 
lege. 

Now a young man, if he Is over 
nineteen, can enter this course and 
he will have enough material given 
him to work upon which will keep 
liliu busy for three years, the length 
of the course. 

"First, he must learn a great deal 
about the anatomy of domestics ted 
animals, so during tbe first and sec- 
ond years six hours a week will be 
devoted to that study, and three 
hours a week during the second and 
third years will be devoted to theory 
and practice of medicine. 

"The student will be kept busy with 
laboratory work, for there will bo 
dally lessons In histology, and In bac- 
teriology with Its relation to diseased 
animal tissue and ordinary diseases. 
He can study the principles of sur- 
gery, both major and minor, Including 
administration of anesthetics, local 
and general, to his heart's desire. Ho 
will lie required to make trips to the 
dairy barns, as he must be proficient 
in dairy and meat inspection. 

"There are Just eighteen colleges In 
veterinary medicine In the United 
States today. These are regulated by 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, The 
requirements are all uniform, so a 
student can get all credit for his pre- 
vious work along this line, 

"Graduates of this course need have 
no fear of not obtaining positions, for 
after graduation they are eligible to 
government positions. 

"This course will start next fall, but 
it cannot be authorized by the United 
States government until there are five 
qualified veterinarians as instructors. 
To begin with, there will be only 
two, Dr. Lewis and Dr. Shuler. It Is 
hoped to have the other necessary 
three before the year 1916."

Warnings that the United States 
hereafter must produce enough pota- 
toes for the home consumption on ac- j 
count of most sources of foreign im- 
ports being closed by a plant disease 
qunrantlne wan issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture ThurBday. In al 
statement it is pointed out that Ger- 
many has solved the problem of sup- 
plying Its own needs with this Import- 
ant stuff TEt a reasonable price, re- 
gardless of annual variations in yield 
and that the United States might well 
look to that country In Its efforts to 
better Its potato Industry, 

The potato In Germany, it Is stated 
occupies a moro important place than 
In the United States. The area there 
Planted tn potatoes la 8,165.000 acrce. 
against 3.S66.0O0 acres here. The av- 
erage total is 1,653.403,000 bushels, or 
202.5 bushels an acre, against 343,587.- 
000 bushels, or 96.2 bushels an acre 
in the United States. 

"If Maine, New York, Michigan 
Wisconsin and Minnesota alone were 
to plant 12.,"; per cent of their arable 
land in potatoes aa Germany doea and 
get an equivalent yield," It Is stated, 
"the product would amount to 1.558,- 
944,000 bushels, four and a half times 
our present production from the en- 
tire country. The rate of consumption 
of potatoes In the United States la 
considerably less than three bushels 
per capita."

Seven cups for efficiency on the 
gridiron will be awarded by Coach 
Lowman in the spring football work- 
outs which will be started at tbo be- 
ginning of the spring term, Cupe 
will be given for linemen, baokfleld 
players and ends, and also for punt- 
ing, forward passing, and goal kick- 
ing. 

Five offensive and Ave defensive 
plays will be shot at each player who 
contests for the loving cups to be 
given the most proficient forward. Two 
cups will be awarded the forward 
tyros as this department of the 1114 
Kansas State team needs added stim- 
ulus. Sprinting 10 yards and tack- 
ling and blocking will also form fit 
percent of tbe work toward the line- 
men's cups. 

One loving cup will be awarded to 
the pick of the baokfield tyros for th* 
beat man at sprinting 40 yards, tack- 
ling and blocking, dodging, and the 
use of the straight-arm. Tbe ends al- 
so wilt he eliminated in a contest for 
the fourth cup. Sprinting 60 yards, 
tackling and handling passes, and 
blocking tackles will form the sche- 
dule of competition for these players. 
Much stress, with the ends, will ha 
placed on their work of blocking tbo 
opposing tackles. 

A cup will also be presented for 
kicking. Speed In getting the kick 
away, distance, height, and accuracy 
will be figured In on this event. Speed 
and accuracy will figure fifty-fifty to- 
ward the cup given for this branch of 
tbe fall sport. Two kinds of goal 
kicking, free, and from scrimmage, 
will be considered In the giving of the 
loving cup for this event. Speed and 
distance will also count toward this 
last cup. 

Every contestant must have a rec- 
ord of at least twelve regit tar prac- 
tises throughout the spring season. 
Track and baseball men who are un- 
able to attend the workouts in the city 
park and are attending the regular 
practises of their respective teams 
will be eligible for the cup competi- 
tion. According to the rules pre- 
scribed by the Kansas State mentor 
no player will be allowed to carry 
off more than one cup In each divis- 
ion, counting the event* for linemen, 
backfleld players, and enda as the first 
division and tbe remainder tbe second 
division.

At that time 
the teaching force occupied the "old 
College, building" recently transform- 
ed Into a symmetrical and very use- 
ful stone wall. Then the air was full 
of wars and rumors of wars, and hap- 
pily forgotten, while the unlearned 
■ it ii id aghast as the struggle, — for the 
most part nbfiui ' currieiilums," pro- 
gressed. At that time the College 
herd whleh consisted of six cows and 
four bulls were quartered in the ar- 
mory, then, and pretty nearly ever 
since, known aw "the barn." Then 
too, preparations were under way for 
putting In a crop of corn, where are 
now the groves of evergreen and dl- 
ctdious trees, the drives and lawns In 
front of the President's house, and 
where also the mechanical ana horti- 
cultural buildings are now located. 

M. Noble L. Prentla. whose lecture 



was noticed last week writes for his 
paper, the Atchison Champion, a two- 
and-half column letter about the Col- 
lege and his Journey to and fro, which 
Is fall of "Prentls." We wish that 
we had room for the letter entire. 
ilia reference to our Congressman, 
a former President of this College, 
as a man who has "set out more 
trees than anybody, and was the early 
and powerful friend of the 'ampelop- 
sls' " will be appreciated by the 
friends of that gentleman. Here are 
a few general references to the Col- 
lege: 

The State Agricultural College was 
"interviewed" before sunset. Some sis 
years had past since we saw It Inst, 
and the changes had resulted in vir- 
tually a new College. The view which 
forms the frontispiece of the Fourth 
Biennial Report of the State Board of 
Agriculture probably strikes the av- 
erage reader as an exaggeration; as 
a picture of what the College Is to 
be, rather than what It is : the grounds 
seem too vivid In their greenness, 
and the buildings too white, but the 
picture Is an exact production of 
tbe buildings and grounds In the' 
height of spring time. Not a trace 
remains of the "old stone" College: 
and the buildings of six years ago 
have been lost In the system of struc- 
tures which have grown up since. Ev- 
erywhere Is employed the fine white 
atone which Is the glory of Manhat- 
tan. There Is no wood to crack and 
warp, no tinware, no "sounding brass 
and tinkling symbol" in the way of 
architectural work, but good honest 
Kansas rock, sufficiently ornate In 
its treatment, and Intended to stand 
forever. The grounds form a flttlnk 
surrounding for the really fine and 
stately buildings. 

At night the writer had the oppor- 
tunity to meet the faculty and the 
students collectively, together with 
ti. any of the townspeople gathered In 
the |ile;iHiint College chapel. As a 
hpeaker, he has met, possibly, two 
hundred Kansas audiences, under alt 
gorts or circumstances, and has never 
before, as he now remembers, com- 
muted to writing or print, any re- 
flections on his personal experiences. 
The arrangements at Manhattan, un- 
der the direction of the Alpha Beta 
society of the College, were so nearly 
pet feet, however, that he breaks over 
a rule to mention them. All the lit- 
tle inconveniences which so ofter 
cause annoyance to talker and aud- 
ience were avoided. The pretty read- 
ing desk, surrounded by flowers was 
of the right altitude, the light was 
t:ood, and the audience was on time, 
and was seated without confusion. That 
frequent cause of suffering all around, 
the Introduction, was happily made by 
Miss Wlllard, the President of the so- 
ciety who spoke clearly and briefly.

EAT STRAW DC JAP FaJOHE. 

MiHsioeerj Tells Awful Stories of 
Conditions. 

The famine district of Hokkaido, In 
the north of Japan, covers more than 
one million acres which are devoted to 
rice culture and general farming; the 
less haa amounted to about 10 mil- 
lion dollars, and sixty-six thousand 
persons are in need of help, accord- 
ing to an official report issued in 
Tokio, Japan, laat week. It continues: 

"For the laat three years the farm- 
ers have had poor crops and the fail- 
ure on account of the frosts this year 
leaves them In a pitiful condition. 

"Hen are subsisting on straw, the 
bark of trees, acorns and buckwheat 
chaff powdered and made Into gruel. 
Mothers living on such food have been 
unable to feed their babies, and have 
made a milk substitute out of the 
bulla of rice which they beat Into a 
powder and mix with boiling water. 
The young men have left home In 
search of work, while the aged and 
the children are left behind to freeze 
or starve, unless outside relief la 
brought to them." 

A story of the famine district is told 
by the Rev. Chlgan Takahaahi, a mis- 
sionary living In the famine district. 
A tenant In Yubart district whose 
wife was dying from starvation, and

Marys is not expected to come Into the 
fold because of the rule preventing 
men of academy standing from partic- 
ipating In collegiate athletics. 

The constitution as adopted haa no 
fieshman residence requirement The 
only qualification is that the student 
have fourteen untta of high 
credits, equivalent to freshman stand- 
ing In college. The representatives 
from each of the schools will be a 
professor, Instead of the athletic di- 
rectors who now attend the meetings 
of the Kansas conference. No one man 
will he allowed to play In more than 
two sports In one semester. This 
mean? that one player cannot be a 
member of the basketball, track and 
baseball teams. The limit on the num- 
ber of games will be eight In foot- 
ball, fifteen In basketball, eighteen In 
baseball, and Ave track meets. If a 
student plays under an assumed name 
he will be debarred from participa- 
tion in athletics for one year and ail 
games In which the offense occurred 
will be forfeited. 

"Our purpose In forming the new 
association." said Dean McEachron 
Of Washburn, the temporary president 
"Is to raise the standard of athletes 
and form a more compact circuit It 
will be the policy of the schools to 
Interchange games In each sport" 

The hearty support of the Agricul- 
tural college to the new organ! ration 
has been assured. There is nothing in 
the conference rules to prevent the 
playing of games with other Kansas 
teams.

9,000 Teachers. 

There are twenty-seven thousand 
school directors In charge of about 
nine thousand teachers In the rural 
and small town schools of Kansas. It 
sounds like comic opera, but It Is a 
serious situation. 

Sumner county has more directors 
than any other county in the state. 
It has i no for 160 rural schools 

But the commission Idea la abroad 
In the state and the teachers are ask- 
ing for county unit systems, which 
would dispense with the services of 
about eighteen thousand directors. 
There would be one board for every 
district In the county, including the 
towns where not more than six teach- 
ers are employed. A township or 
community high school would be lo- 
cated by the county board where one 
is needed. These high schools are not 
to lie copies of "city high schools, but 
well planned "rural" high schools. 

The office of county superintendent 
would be taken out of politics. The 
teachers demand that. The county 
board wilt employ a superintendent. 
Just as cities do, and the state will 
assist by hearing part of the ex- 
pense. 

The county unit has lots of oppo- 
sition, but that does not deter the 
teachers. They believe the counties 
need this form of commission govern- 
ment and it means freedom from poli- 
tical domination, economy and uni- 
formity in administration.

Qnlll Members, sad Others Shonld Be 
Interested In This Recipe. 

The members of the Quill club who 
wish to enter the Quill Short Story 
Contest, and any student expecting to 
submit a short story for admission to 
the Quill club should be Interested In 
this "Recipe for a Short Story," by 
Harry Scobee, published in the Writ- 
er's Magazine for February, 

"Experience has taught me a few 
rules for testing the plot and quality 
of any story I propose to write, and I 
find that their use saves time and 
worry and helps me to do hetter 
work than I would without them. 

"I write to convey an Impression, 
an Idea. When a plot germ comes 
to mind I make advances at once to 
get better acquainted with It, and as 
soon aa I know it by Its Drat name I 
force tbe question: "What Impression 
do I wish to convey with this Idea?' 
Suppose that the answer Is, 'To tell 
why Edwin chose Jane instead of 
Cells.' I write this at the tup of the 
sheet of paper on which I Intend to 
outline the plot. It prevents straying 
from my subject or Introducing ir- 
revelant materia); it aids repression, 
insists constantly upon Itself by tell- 
ing tersely Just what 1 am aiming for. 
If I am In doubt about writing any 
sentence or paragraph I glance at the 
"text" and inquire, 'Does this particu- 
lar protlon carry the Idea along?' 

"Then I write the first few para- 
graphs for the Introduction. This muat 
be done before I draft the plot. It 
Is the Introduction which counte a 
great deal on the market. Some plots 
will not lend themselves to good in- 
troductions for others than the most 
experienced, Such as these I store 
away for a future day. When the be- 
ginning suits I turn to the climax. Of 
course t have the whole story Idea in 
mind when I start the introduction, 
bnt I do the climax now, ao aa to be 
absolutely certain that It can be made 



clear, effective, and so that I have a 
definite point to work toward. 

"The climax finished— it may con- 
tain no more than a tine or two or It 
may tie the entire last situation, of a 
typed page or so — I turn to tbe body 
of the story. 1 put down the Ideas 
In the brief eat way, In the sequence 
which I wish In the completed nar- 
rative. There muat be continuity be- 
tween the Ideas; no lapses. I will 
cot start a story, that Is the real writ- 
ing of it until every detail la prepar- 
ed for. 

"When tbe real writing la started 
there la nothing to bother about The 
climax just as It Is wanted is there 
waiting. I do not have to stop to 
study out situations or debate on what 
paragraph cornea next. All the crlaes 
are arranged for the beat dramatic 
effect according to my ideas. I can 
]iut all my energies on the actual 
writing of the story or in artistically 
—supposedly— filling out the plot 
frame. 

"Sometimes, when I have a story 
well In mind, when I can almost read 
tbe introduction and tbe climax from 
my thoughts, I omit some of this 
routine. Instead I write a synopsis ot 
the story as planned, in about five 
hundred words, or fewer. If one can't 
write a clear, swift synopsis I believe 
something is wrong with the idea. 1 
cm not satisfied until every bit of 
action and every crisis is In proper 
sequence, until tbe thoughts which 
make for continuity are suggested, 
and unless the plan works to a ell 
max naturally. Suspense must be in 
a synopsis to some degree, a climax 
must be visible, the story Idea must 
run through it, or in my opinion what 
you have will not make what Is called 
an American short story. Read a few 
synopsis of photoplays and see for 
yourself. 

"Again, sometimes I do tike photo- 
drama directors. They make, or try 
to make, the moat difficult scenes of 
the play first. I write first that part 
ot the story which is likely to prove 
the hardest. If I can't get It over, I 
don't waste a tot of time on the rest 
of the story. 

"Before starting to write a story I 
think a writer should have his Idea 
so mentally gripped that be can do 
any portion ot the story first, so that 
he can start In with the Introduction, 
the body, climax or conclusion. If he 
can do this he hae his idea pat and 
knows exactly what he is trying to 
do. 

"Of course one cannot have every 
detail and little touch tn mind. They 
come as one writes along, In 'the 
beat of creation,' and the teas one has 
to bother with the plot when he 
writes the story In full, the more time 
he has for the effective fine things of 
narration. 

"Reduced to their final analysis, 
these processes are for no other pur- 
pose than to get the story material 
firmly and clearly In my mind before 
I begin to write."

A number of subjects will he of- 
fered this year which it has hitherto 
been Impos a! bin to take during the 
summer. The courses are designed 
especially for teachers, but are of 
Immense benefit to students desiring 
to do extra work. 

Full college credit will be given 
Tor all courses satisfactorily completed 
by regularly matriculated students. 
The library will be open during the 
summer, giving those attending the 
summer session the same advantages 
enjoyed by the regular students. Trips 
to the experimental grounds on the 
college farm and campus will be ar- 
ranged Tor all who care to take 
them. 

The fifth annual school for Rural 
leaders will be held July 14 to 24. 
Tbe College Is planning to make this 
a short course In rural economics and 
social problems for pastors, Sunday 
school superintendents, teachers, and 
members of other organisation* Inter- 
ested tn revitalizing rural and village 
neighborhood life. Some of tbe best 
nten in the country wilt lead the die- 
cu salons. 

There will be regular lecturea and 
recitations every day in agriculture, 
rural sociology, economics, and mod- 
ern methods of community building.

The K. S. A. C. Eastern Alumni As- 
sociation, whose territory covers 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York 
State, and the New England State*, 
Is going to hold a reunion and ban- 



over the battle-field, devoting one aft 
ernoon each to an explanation of the 
tactics and history of the 3 days' bat- 
tle at Gettysburg. 

In the evening there was usually a 
concert by the Fifth Infantry band, 
followed by "Movies" In the open 
tent During the season there were 
several dances whlcb were well at- 
tended and enjoyed. 

On July 31, the men left Gettysburg 
and spent the remaining time on a 
hike to ML Gretna at a distance of 6S 
miles. The Journey was made In T 
days, the men moving and acting as a 
regular army on the march. Each man 
carried light packs besides his rifle 
but had little trouble In making the 
trip as they took It in easy stages, en- 
gaging In sham battles with the regu- 
lars at frequent intervals. The men 
slept in shelter tents on the ground 
or on bay procured from some neigh- 
boring farmer. 

After arriving at Mt. Gretna the men 
put up the regular pyramid tents in 
which they lived more comfortably. 
Using the state rifle range many of 
the students qualified for "Marks- 
man" by making 92 out of a possible 
150. Camp was finally broken on Aug- 
ust 14, the men receiving their cer- 
tificates of attendance. 

Owing to the popularity of the camp 
and the Increased number of students, 
plans have been made for the estab- 
lishment of four camps for the coming 
season. They will he located In Bur- 
lington, Vt. Ashvllle, N. C, the south- 
ern shore of Lake Michigan, and Mon- 
terey, Cat.

The sorority report for the fall 
quarter follows: I^arnhda Lambda 
Theta, first, with a grade of 82.5, and 
a roll of 18; Kin Beta PI, second, with 
81.8, and a roll of 22; and Phi Kappa 
Phi, third, with 79.1, and a chapter 
of 17. 

These grades are figured like the 
system used for junior and senior 
honors. The "E's" a student gels arc 
multiplied by 2; the "G's" are mul- 
tiplied by 1; the "P's" are multiplied 
by u: the "C's" by a minus 1; and 
the "Fs" by a minus 2. These grades 
are added and divided hy the number 
of credit hours carried by the stu- 
dent The average grade of even- 
member of the different organizations 
are added. This total Is divided by 
the number of members. This is the 
average grade tor the fraternity or 
sorority. This average grade can't 
exceed 2. If a student received "E's" 
In all his work his grade wouldn't 
exceed 2. 

To arrive at something definite for 
the lay mind to comprehend, the com- 
mittee figures thus; The passing grade 
In a subject at Kansas Slate Is 70, 
hut a "P" means from 70 to 80. So 
the committee took 11 as an average. 
To the 75 Is added the average grade 
In points In the honor system. For ex- 
ample a student carries 18 hours and 
gets "E's" in everything. Multiply 18 
by 2 gives 36. Divide this by the num- 
ber of hours carried, which Is 18, and 
the result Is 2. This 2 really stands 
for 20 in figuring the grade, as It 
Is added to the 75 which would give 
05. The grades are on a percentage 
ol 95 Instead of 100. 

This accounts for the grades of the 
students in this Institution not rank- 
ing as high as in many colleges and 
universities of the middle west 

Figuring the standing of every stu- 
dsnt In the College Is the hlg job the 
committee Is working on now. It 
entails an endless amount of clerical 
work. The report will be Issued as 
toon as completed. 

All of the organizations Included IB 
the report favor the plan of the fac- 
ulty In Issuing a scholarship report 
every quarter.

Ho Says F. D. Cohan In a Recent In- 
ter i lew. 

Prospects for a bumper wheat crop 
In 1914 for Kansas have not been ma- 
terially affected either by freezing or 
blowing, according to reports received 
at the offices of the slate board of 
agriculture. 

"I have received scarcely a pessi- 
mistic report on the wheat so far this 
ytar." said V. D. Coburn, secretary of 
the state board of agriculture. "I have 
heard of a few fields Of late sown 
wheat being damaged by high winds 
In the last few days and here and 
there of crops damaged by the cold 
and Ice. But these are local and Iso- 
lated Instances and by no means gen- 
eral. 

"There was ono unfortunate circum- 
stance In connection with wheat this 
year. The water shortage lust sum- 
mer drove thousands of head of cattle 
out of Ihe state. Millions or acreo o? 
wheat pasturage went to waste as a 
result during the fall and winter. 
There were not enough cattle to keep 
down the rank growth during the 
open winter. 

"Even the grain men, who ordinarily 
are sending out pessimistic reports at 
this time of year, are not being both- 
ered by the little Imps of gloom this 
spring. The damage from wind and 
freezing is infinltlsmal compared to 
the acreage planted, from all the re- 
ports received at this office." 

The latest government bulletin gave 
Kansas wheat conditions as 100.

This problem does not appear to me 
to lie difficult of solution. The farm- 
er may use Inexpensive hampers 
whose value would not warrant their 
return, or he may use the higher 
grade hampers for which he may In- 
clude an additional charge to he cred- 
ited to the consumer upon the return 
of the hamper by parcel post." 

The postmaster general has the firm 
ccnvlctton that this plan Is the one 
thing necessary to enable the people 
of this country to enjoy the potential 
lien e fits of the parcel post. No one has 
ever questioned the possibility of re- 
ducing the cost of living by estab- 
lishing direct relations between the 
ultimate consumer and the original 
producer. A complete means for such 
direct transportation was provided Tor 
the first time hy the establishment uf 
the domestic parcel post, but there 
has been lacking an agency by means 
nf which the individual producer could 
get in touch with the Individual con- 
sumer. The postmaster general's plan 
is designated to provide this agency 
for the most economical distribution 
of those produces which are consum- 
ed in the form and condition In which 
they are produced."

High Cost of Living Will Be Attacked 
Through Parcel Post 

"preliminary stepB were taken by the 
I on toff Ice department Saturday to per- 
fect Its plan for reducing the cost of 
living by having the parcel post car- 
ry the products of the farm directly 
to the door of the consumer. Ten 
cities were selected to be In the work 
of establishing direct connection be- 
tween producer and consumer. Post- 
master General Burleson having al- 
ready Issued an order permitting the 
use of crates and boxes for butter 
eggs, poultry, vegetables and fruit 
shipped hy parcel post. 

Orders went today to the postmas- 
ters at Boston. Atlanta. St. Louis, San 
Francisco, Baltimore, Detroit, lacros- 
se, Wis. Lynn, Mass., Rock Island, 111. 
and Washington, directing them "to 
receive the names of persons who 
are willing to supply farm produce in 
retail quantities by parcel post." 
Printed lists of these names showing 
kind and quantity of commodity avail- 
able, will be distributed among town 
and city patrons. 

"By the use of the lists," First As- 
sistant Postmaster General Boper said 
Saturday, "the city consumer will be 
able to get In touch with a farmer 
who will fill his weekly orders for 
butter, eggs and other farm produce. 
The consumer will receive the produce 
fresh from the country and theper- 
eonal relationship established will no 
doubt tend to Improve the quality. The 
farmer will be relieved of carrying 
his produce to market, as Uie rural 
carrier will make daily collectlona at 
the fanner's own door of these retail 
shipments to city consumers.

LESS STEEL COVES IN. 



There Has Been a Decline of Imports 
Under the New Tariff. 

A deertase of almost $1,000,000 or 
from $11,077,000 to $10,210,000 In the 
imports of steel Into the United States 
during four months since the present 
tariff law went into effect as com- 
pared with the same period of Uie 
previous year was revealed tn statis- 
tics made public at Washington yes- 
terday by the bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce. Most of this de- 
crease took place In the last month 
of the period In question, the Jan- 
uary decrease alone being said to be 
r,26.000 as compared with January, 
1913. Decreased Imports, says Uie 
statement, are shown to have taken 
place during January In nearly all 
classes of Iron and steel except cut- 
lery, tin plates and Iron. Both Ger- 
many and the United Kingdom ex- 
ceeded this country in Imports aa well 
aa In exports of Iron and steel, fig- 
ures showing the Imports In the cal- 
endar year 113 to have been as fol- 
lows: United Kingdom, $H5.000,0OO; 
Germany, $46,000,009, and the United 
States, $34,000,000. 



s.mlh western College Isat Pleased 
With Athletic Organisation. 

According to a news story In the 
Topeka Capital under a Wlnfleld date 
line. Southwestern college isn't at all 
pleased with the athletic conference 
formed recently, composed of Wash- 
burn, Ottawa, Normal and College of 
Emporia. 

Here is the story: 

The silence that has attended 
Southwestern college's reception of 
the formation of the new eastern 
Kansas college athletic association 
has been broken In a 10-page clrcu 
lar letter sent out by Vice-President 
John F. Phillips, president of the 
Kansas Athletic conference, to col- 
lege heads and members for the col- 
leges in the athletic association. 

Professor Phillips states that "my 
only purpose in writing this state- 
ment is to put Southwestern college 
right before the members of the Pres- 
idents' association and the Athletic 
conference." 

The hreak-up in the Kansas Inter- 
collegiate Athletic association. South- 
western claims, goes back to the Nor- 
ma 1-SouUi western football protest 
last fall, whtch when allowed hy the 
protest committee of the K. I. A A 
gave South western a tie with College 
of Emporia for first place and state 
honors. This action on the part or 
the committee was highly resented by 
C. of E. and President H. C. Culbert- 
son. He openly charged In the an- 
nual meeting of college presidents In 
January that Southwestern had in- 
trigued for the state championship. 
The principal blame was apparently 
laid on Professor Phillips, president 
of the K. I. A. C. 

Professor Phillips says: "Before the 
game with the Normals, our manager 
and captain protested against the nse 
of freshmen by the Normals In the 
game, and stated that It would be 
considered a non -conference game 
The question was later officially laid 
before the protest committee, but It 
was not acted upon finally until the

SOME MORE FARM "UPLIFT." 

Wages of farm laborers have in- 
creased more rapidly than those ot 
the city workman during the past 
twenty years, a United States depart- 
ment of labor Investigation discloses, i 
In 1913 the average pay of the farm ! 
band Increased 2 1-2 per cent; the' 
Increase has been 11 per cent the last 
four years and 38 per cent since 1902. 
While the Inquiry, the results of which 
were made public today, deals partic- 
Inrly with the United States In other 
countries also farm wages were in- 
creased rapidly. The Investigators 
discovered, however, that while wages 
went up about 37 per cent from 1900 
to 1810, farm land valueH nearly dou- 
bled in that decade, showing, they 
ssy, that in the "distribution of the i 
proceeds from farming operations, a ! 
larger proportion now goes to capital 
account and less to labor account than 
formerly." 

The wide difference In wage rates 
In various sections of the country, the 
report pointed out, is r radii ally lessen- 
ing, although there Is still consider- 
able variance.

the Individual cltiiena to take up the 
matter of cleaning the yards and va- 
cant lots. 

The joint committee districted the 
city as follows with chairmen to see 
that the work was well done and to 
etlr up the pep In their districts: 

West end district— All west of Man- 
hattan Avenue, delegated to West End 
Improvement association, with A. K. 
Holt and L. U Allls as chairmen. 

North district— East of Manhattan 
Avenue and north of Bluemont Ave- 
nue, J. J. Malls, chairman. 

Central district— East ot Manhat- 
tan Avenue and south of Bluemont to 
PoynU Avenue, P. F. Dobson, chair- 
man. 

Southwest district — Bast of Man- 
hattan Avenue to Fifth street and 
south of Pnyntz, E. A. Wright, chair- 
man. 

Southeast district— East of Fifth 
street and south of PoynU J. J. Malls, 
chairman. 

For every one of these districts a 
chairman will be appointed by the 
Welfare association, from among the 
women of the city. The chairmen of 
these districts are to secure assist- 
ants In each block, whose duties It 
will be to enlist people In each block 
to clean that block. They shall also 
make an effort to get people to co- 
operate in securing parties to haul 
the trash In this way, making It much 
cheaper for each property owner to 
get his rubbish hauled away. 

If every citizen of Manhattan will 
clean up his own yard Manhattan wilt 
l<e the cleanest town In the state by 
April 15.

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THE I IT I IK RED SCHOOL HOUSE. 

It ought to be pretty well under- , 
stood by this time that the one- room 
rural district school beloved of our : 
grandfathers Is mostly a scandalous ' 
institution, comments the Saturday! 
Evening Post in a recent editorial. 
Continuing the Post says: The typical 
teacher is a girl just out of normal 
school, much underpaid, sometimes 
overworked and sometimes with only 
half a rtoten pupils of assorted ages. 

A Vermont report covering thirty- 
two such schools shows that in three 
years there were one hundred and ! 
seventeen different teachers, of whom 
—on an average — more than half serv- ' 
less than two terms. 

A great majority of these schools 
are poorly housed and hardly equip- i 
ped at all— Just a hare little room : 
tilth a desk, a rostrum, a blackboard 
and a poisonous castlron stove. That 
efficient instruction can be had under 
such conditions Is out of the question. 

And there is less and less excuse 
tor the typical one-room, ungraded ru- 
ral district school. Our grandfathers 
could have that or nothing, in their 
day the nearest town was ten miles 
or more away and the road all but 
Impassable halt the year.

kan Division. 

Offlclala ot the Alaska division, 
bureau of education, Saturday gave 
emphatic denial at Washington, D. C, 
to a recently published statement that 
the reindeer ln Alaska are "deter- 
iorating and diminishing," They de- 
clare that, on the contrary, the Alas- 
kan reindeer are constantly Increas- 
ing Id number and that there has 
been no deterioration. 

The recent completed tabulation of 
the returns contained in the annual 
reports of the superintendents of the 
herds shows that there were, June 
30, 1913, 47,266 reindeer ln the sixty- 
two Alaskan herds, or a net increase 
ot 23 per cent during the fiscal year. 
This is considered a fair rate of In- 
crease, especially since nearly 5.000 
reindeer were killed for food and 
Hkfns during the year. Only 3,853 of 
the rr»lnrtper are owned by the gov- 
ernment; 5,017 are owned by mis- 
sions: 7. 834 by Lapps, and the re- 
maining 30.ri32 are owned by 7fl* Es- 
kimos and Indians, whose Income 
from thro rolndcei industry durine 
the fiscal year was $88,966. The rein- 
deer belonging to these natives have 
an estimated value of $783,300. The 
government Is planning to go nut or 
the reindeer huslnisa as fast as it 
can train natives Tor individual own- 
ership, the policy being to encourage 
Independence and Initiative among 
the native population. Distribution of 
reindeer Is In charge of the I'nlted 
States school teachers, and it ts ex- 
pected that the government will dis- 
pose of all its reindeer within the 
next four years. 

Discussing the statement that the 
Alaskan reindeer are growing small- 
er because ot inbreeding, W. T. Lopp, 
chief of the Alaska division, main- 
tains that the reindeer now In Alas- 
ka are larger animals than those 
which comprised the original atock 
imported from Siberia. Mr. Lopp 
states: "Alaska affords a better- 
range than Siberia. The climate is 
better. The herds average more than 
700 reindeer each, bo that the danger 
of inbreeding among the alcatterei: 
bands of wild caribou are larger than 
the reindeer, their mixture with a 
number of our reindeer herds seems 
to have Improved the size. At the 
same time it has tiecn noticed that 
the Introduction of wild blood makes 
herding more difficult."

The Sallna Are department came in 
for a share of praise during the ad- 
dress of President Waters, when he 
mentioned It In showing that Sallna 
was paying Insurance rates to make 
good the losses In other places. The 
local department has cut the loss 
much lower here than the resulting 
premiums made. Another Interesting 
statistical feature brought out was 
that of the number of divorces grant- 
ed to the girls trained In the domestic 
science department at the state agri- 
cultural college. Where there Is one 
divorce In the United States for ev- 
ery eight marriages there has been 
but one out of every 135 among the 
domestic science girls.

President Made Sack an Address Be* 
fore Sallna Rnslaest Men. 

President Waters delivered an ad- 
dress at Sallna Monday night before 
the Chamber of Commerce. The Sa- 
llna Journal had this to say about the 
address: 

Co-operation seemed to be the key 
Bote last evening among those pres- 
ent at the banquet of the Chamber 
of Commerce at the College Inn at 
which Henry ,1. Waters, pres- 
ident of Kansas State, delivered 
an address. Not only did President 
Waters dwell upon the necessity for 
a closer relationship between produc- 
er and consumer, fanner and city 
man, but the business men and farm- 
era, who were present, spoke upon the 
same line and plane were discussed 
as to the best means of making co- 
operation practical In Saline county 
and* giving a more general community 
feeling and Interest here. 

In his add res, President Waters 
spoke of the changing conditions of 
the homes of yesterday and todoy 
and with it the increased demands be- 
ing made in the schools as places of 
learning. It Is now demanded, he de- 
clared, that school should not only 
teach young people how to think, but 
how to do, leading to the various 
branches of manual training, domes- 
tic science, scientific farming and 
many other branches of education. 

The fact that the high cost of liv- 
ing Is not a new feature, but is sim- 
ply a return to old conditions wan one 
Of tie startling statements made by 
the speaker. "The high cost of living 
of which much complaint has been 
inndo within the last few years Is 
not something new," declared Presi- 
dent Waters, "but a return to natur- 
al conditions. The world never had 
enough to eat until the plaint; of such 
states as Kansas, Missouri and Iowa 
were opened. Then came an era of 
the low cost of living. We thought 
the question was solved and that ft 
would never come back again. Now 
consumption has caught up with pro- 
duction again and we are hack to the 
old question of the high coBt of liv- 
ing. Our memories are short or we 
would look back and see It In the 
past. 

"But the high cost of living Is here 
to stay with us and never again will 
we see the low cost of living. That 
time is past. The trouble with us 
today Is that we have brought with 
us from the low area tastes that 
mean a waste and are luxuries They 
did not amount to much 20 years ago, 
but they oppress us now. They must 
he put out 

"Six trains leave St. Loo la every 
evenlng for Chicago the year around. 
Two trains could handle all the busi- 
ness, yet we pay for the maintenance 
of alx. Last year one fifth of the av- 
erage coat of living In the United 
States was due to freight and express 
or an average of $125 for every family 
The farmers ship their stock and pro- 
duce to Kansas City. We pay to have 
it shipped back to as." 

President Waters then spoke of the 
desire of the average person in town 
for fruit and produce shipped is from 
other points in preference to home 
grown producta and the resulting fail- 
ure of a market for the surrounding 
farm products. He urged at this point 
a more consistent cooperation on the 
part of the farmer and the man In 
town. The man In town should fur- 
nish a market for the farm products 
at home and the fanner should do his 
trading at his home town, thus caus- 
ing i Kith to prosper, waa the entire 
idea. 

"There is too little teamwork to- 
day." he eon tin tied, "and with the 
smaller families have come less dis- 
cipline and many children get their

Dr. Charles R. Brown, dean of the 
school of divinity at Yale, will preach 
the baccalaureate sermon for the 
'lass of 1194, Sunday afternoon, .Tune 
II. 

Harrington Emerson ie one of this 
country's foremost efficiency engi- 
neers. Mr. Emerson Is the head of a 
company of efficiency engineers in 
Maw York City, the man who Bald, "1 
con show the railroads how to save a 
million dollars a da? "—and did it. He 
has repeatedly been referred to as the 
man who made "efficiency" a nation- 
al slogan. 

Kansas knows Mr. Emerson partic- 
ularly for the remarkable results 
which he produced during a three- 
year campaign for efficiency In the 
management for the Santa Fe rail- 
road. The result of Mr. Emerson's 
work with the Santa Fe la still point- 
ed to as the high -water mark of rail- 
road efficiency. 

One of the valuable features of 
Mr. Emerson's methods ia In the 
handling of working men. He has 
handled union and non-union shops 
hllke without any serious opposition 
from employees. He has always 
maintained that no improvement can 
be made permanent unless It helps 
the men aa well as the corporation. 
"When that man Emerson gets busy 
In a factory. " said a Santa Fee fore- 
man, "he changes the men from half- 
hearted loafers Into honest, self-re- 
rpectlng men, who take an Intense In- 
terest In their work." 

"For at least three very good rea- 
sons," wrote Herbert N. Casson in 
the Review of Reviews, "Mr. Emerson 
may ho regarded as the central figure 
In the new efficiency movement: He 
was the first to compel the attention 
of the nation to the subject of elimin- 
ating Industrial waste. He waa the 
first to try out the principles of effi- 
ciency by applying them to the great- 
est variety of Industries and profess- 
ions. He baa been the most tireless 
trainer of young men and counselor 
of experts, being the only member of 
the original group fortunate enough 
to have had both an engineering and 
a pedagogical education. 

"Emerson has found efficiency profi- 
table. He has made millions for oth- 
ers and several hundred thousands 
tor himself. But often he has follow- 
ed the line of least personal profit" 

Mr Emerson la a member of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engi- 
neers, Inaenleurs Civil de France. Ef- 
ficiency Society, American Master Me- 
chanic's Association, American Eco- 
nomic Association, and several tech- 
nical societies; also of the Boston 
Club, of Railroad, Engineers, and 
Aero Clubs of New York. 

The title of Mr. Emerson's Com- 
mencement day address has not been 
announced, but it will deal with efft- 
miency, as Mr, Emerson believes it 
should be considered by the college 
graduate.

Military Department will Bare a 
Large Out-Door Pit 

The military department Is build- 
ing a regulation out-door range for 
the rifle club, and the numbers or 
the cadet corps. The range will con- 
sist of a pit eight feet deep, 50 feet 
long, and 12 feel wide. The equip- 
ment will consist of four regulation 
targets. These targets can be raised 
and lowered by the men in the pit 
The expense of constructing the pit 
will lie 1100. The officers of the regi- 
ment have donated a part or the 
money. The cadets have been work- 
lug on the pit without pay. 

This rifle range will be on of the 
largest college rifle ranges In the 
United States when It is completed. 
More money will have to be contri- 
buted to the fund lief ore the range 
can lie finished. One member of the 
faculty, outside of the military de- 
partment, haa contributed toward this 
fund. 

The range when finished will be 
large enough to accommodate those 
who wish to shoot from the extreme 
ranges aa well aa those who wish ta 
thoot at the targets from the 200 to 
500 yards distances. The targets will 
lie arranged upon the standards in 
such a way that while one target is 
being shot upon, another target ia 
being prepared in the pit.

Simply that 
the moral spirit Is much higher at 
Manhattan than at Lawrence; the 
churches are stronger; and finally, 
the College authorities at Manhattan 
have always frowned upon dancing 
and all questionable amusements and 
practices. These are the things that 
parents consider when they send their 
children to school, and it la well that 
they should do so. Mo, the board could 
not afford to risk tainting the name 
of the College by sanctioning a prac- 
tice which is not held In good repute 
by a large proportion of the ettltens 
of this state. 

But, bringing the matter closer to 



what effect will a 
bare upon the moral spirit aai activ- 
ities o< the Colleger one thing Is ear- 
tain, more people will lean to dance. 
This is sow sees by Iks boards who 
Infest the dance halls of the city 
since the dance agitation started. 1 
could name two or three doseat mem- 
bers of the senior class who hare 
gone literally cracy over dancing In 
the past month. If more people learn 
to dance, mors people will go to 
dances regularly, will go in for the 
social life more, and the fraternity 
and sorority win then get more and 
stronger man and women than ever 
before. Here Is one of the worst 
phases o fthe whole situation, as I 
see It The literary societies will be 
robbed of many of their best mem- 
bers; many of the beat men of the 
school who would never have thought 
of joining fraternities will be lost to 
the literary societies, and the frater- 
nities will be the gainer. As I see it, 
the class dance will be the strongest 
blow which has ever been struck at 
the literary societies since they were 
founded. 

This fact Is proven by looking at 
other Institutions. The schools who 
have strong literary societies are the 
ones In which the dance Is taboed to 
some extent, and where social affairs 
are restricted to some degree. And yet 
advocates of the dance maintain that 
It does no harm. I do not say that 
there is harm In It, but let us con- 
sider some other phases of the ques- 
tion. 

For Instance, how many dancers, I 
mean men who make a regular prac- 
tice of dancing, do you Bud In the 
ranks of Alpha Zata and of Sigma 
Tau? Some, but not many. No, the 
good students or the college, the ones 
who get the real high grades do not 
dance aa a regular practice. How 
many of our beat athletes are fre- 
ouenters of the dance hall? Call the 
roll of the great football men of the 
College, see how many of these men 
are dancers. Croyl, Ostlund, Mont- 
gomery, Olngery, Root, Malloa, Walk- 
er, Felps, Holmes, none of them danc- 
ed to any extent, at least 

Or consider the field of literary so- 
ciety work snd forensic tblllty. Do 
we pick our desirable members from 
the ranks of those who go with the 
dance crowd? Who are our beat mem- 
bers: Those who belong to that bunch 
who care for the more frivolous 
things and are found In the Aggle- 
vllle hall half of the afternoons of 
the week, or are they the ones who 
care more for their studies and for 
the things that really count? How 
many of the society presidents of the 
various societies for the past year are 
confirmed dancers? Yes, take any col- 
lege activity; look about yon; bring 
to mind the names of the men who 
have really done things for the Col- 



lage) la the past 
letics, «tock fudging, 
tory. take aay activity yon wish and 
ma over In your mind the names of 
those who have done tits most for the 
College and yon will and moat come 
to the conclusion, as I have done, that 
for some reason or other, dancing Is 
not found associated with the ac- 
complishment of the things that 
count for most Ton amy that I am 
radical; perhaps so, but It some 
times takes a sharp point to be felt 

Remember, I do not pretend to say 
that the dance la wrong. I only aak 
you to think over the things which 
1 have only mentioned, and make 
your own conclusions. 

No, I do not maintain that the dance 
la morally wrong, but 1 do maintain 
that from the evidence offered, we 
must conclude that a person cannot 
dance and at the same time accom- 
plish the things that count for some- 
thing. This must be due to one of 
three reasons. Either dancing makes 
a person Incapable of doing his beat, 
or It robs him of ambition to do 
things, or it takes so much of his 
time that he has no time for the 
things that count I maintain that In 
either case dancing Is doing an In- 
Jury. You are your own judge.

CATTLEMEN HOLD CONTENTION 
AT PAVILION APRIL 10.

The second annual cattlemen's con- 
vention will be held In tbe College 
pavilion Friday, April 10. A program 
will he given by Dean Jardine, the 
animal husbandry faculty, and two 
noU'tl cattlemen, X Riddle oC Marlon, 
and W. Todd, of Maple Hilt. 

Tbe results of the College experi- 
ments in winter maintenance of 
calves, will be given. The date of 
this year's convention marks the close 
of an experiment In which 102 high- 
grade Hereford calves have been 
fed. They were divided into seven 
different lots. The first three pens 
have been fed a ration to determine 
the efficiency of silage made from 
kaffir corn, and sorghum. The rest of 
the ■; ron i in have been fed a ration of 
cotton-seed meal, linseed meal, cold 
pressed cake, end alfalfa hay to de- 
termine the efficiency of the feeds aa 
a source of protein when fed with 
silage. Effort has been directed not 
to fatten the calves, but to cause 
them to make a maximum growth, and 
to lie In a desirable condition to turn 
out onto grass this spring. 

Many cattle feeders over the state 
have been watching the experiment 
with Interest. The program will be- 
gin at ;M a. m.

This school year sur- 
veys have been made at Glasco, Wa- 
baunsee, and Ogden, by advanced stu- 
dents In sociology. 

The community survey Is a com- 
munity census. After the survey has 
been completed, tbe records show the 
standard of living of every home In 
the town. By comparison with other 
towns, the excellence or weakness of 
the coirjtt'inltv is shown. Such a sur- 
vey Is of benefit to the community, 
for it points out the things lacking. 
To the ministers, the school teachers, 
tbe commercial club, and the exten- 
sion division ot the College It is In- 
i.iltmMi', for they can see just what 
part of the community can be Lru- 

ITiiveii. 

Here are a few ot the points cov- 
ered by the rguestion on the blanks 
which are filled out for each home:

Babies less than a year old, 300,000 
of them, died In the United States 
last year. Isn't it worth while to in- 
struct the young women of this coun- 
try in the proper methods of caring 
for the child? Mrs. Mary Pierce Van 
Zlle, dean ot the division of home 
economics at Kansas State, believes 
that It is: and she is offering such a 
course to the young women ot the 
College this spring. This is not sim- 
ply a course in "baby training;" it 
deals with the training of the child 
until it is old enough to go to school. 

The mission of domestic science as 
a college course Is to prepare young 
women for life. There has been such 
a demand for teachers ot domestic 
science, during the last few years. 
that the special needs of the home- 
makers have not received the atten- 
tion they deserve, says Mrs. Van Zlle. 
As a mother, and aa a student of 
things pertaining to the welfare of 
the child and of the home, Mrs. Van 
Z8* is In a position to give vital 
practical Instruction to the future 
KMMM home-makers, 

"There will be no babies In the 
lalmratory, for the girls to practice 
with," said Mrs. Van Zlle. "1 do not 
believe in borrowing children for auch 
a purpose. One of the things we will 
have, though. Is a complete outfit of 
baby clothing. I think the girls will 
at sitffielent information thus to be 
able to put the clothes on the child. " 

Diet, dress, and exercise rrquir- 
nienta of the mother will lie taken up 
in this course. A complete study of 
baby clothing will be made. The nur- 
sery will be studied In regard to ven- 
tilation, heating, lighting, and fur- 
nishings. 

Growth and development of the 
baby will suggest such subjects as 
gain in weight and height, the devel- 
opment of special senses, and teeth- 
ing. Nutrition of the child will be 
given a prominent place In the course 
or study.

E. L. Holton, professor or rural edu- 
cation worked out a plan for com- 
munity clubs, two years ago while he 
was a member of the extension dl 
vision of tho College. His Idea was 
to bring all the people of a neigh 
borheiod together. These " neigh bor- 
hood welfare clubs" have been or 
ganlsed In many counties of the 
state, and their number, as In tbe 
case of the farmers' Institutes, has 
rapidly increased. In some counties 
there are twenty or more such clubs. 

In Colony, Kan,, a little town of 
500 persons, the community club Is 
conducting vegetable and flower gar 
den contests that already Include al- 
most all the children of school age 
In town. In one rural church com- 
munity In Douglas county, ZOO mem- 
bers attended a recent meeting of the 
neighborhood Improvement club. 

The programs of these neighbor- 
hood clubs Include exercises by the 
young people, songs, recitations, 
short papers or talks, and the care- 
ful and serious discussion of subjects 
of pertinent Interest. The recall, good 
loadH, rural echefol problems, home 
sanitation, seed corn, and tbe short 
ballot, are a few of the matters that 
have been discussed. 

The extension division of the agri- 
cultural college Is glad to give aa 
much help as possible to these clubs. 
The work has grown rapidly, and is 
now or such Importance that the col- 
lege will appoint a man to give his 
*ho1e time to these organizations. At 
present the dean of the extension di- 
vision of the college will attend to 
inquiries for literature and requeats 
lor assistance In the organization of 
these and similar clubs.

CLEAR AWAY THE RIKBISH. 



Department oi Agriculture Tells Hon 
to Care for Creamery. 

According to a bulletin Issued re- 
cently by the l' lifted StateB Depart- 
ment of Agriculture as soon es the 
ground Is free from frost, the yards, 
the lawns and other parts adjacent to 
the creamery should iie elesred of all 
rubbish and thoroughly cleaned. It 
the drive Is In poor condition, repairs 
should be made without delay. Orna- 
mental trees and shrubbery, which 
add so much to the attractiveness of 
the creamery should lie set out at 
this time, and the flower Herts put In 
order. The machinery should be sub- 
jected to a thorough overhauling and 
If new apparatus Is repaired, It should 
he procured and Installed before the 
arrival of the busy season, says the 
Department of Agriculture. 

If i new floor Is needed, It should 
be put In at this time. It is also 
the proper time for painting the walls 
and ceiling, If It Is necessary, and 
there are few creameries at this sea- 
son where such treatment would not 
be beneficial. More time Is now 
available and can he lietter spared 
than at any other season for any 
iiecessary repair work. In short, 
spring is the time to give intention 
to all matters affecting the efficiency 
of the plant.

Id the management of a creamery Is 
lo adfitat conditions and methods so 
that they are at all times In harmony 
with the requirements of the prevail- 
ing seoson. An Incompetent manager 
makes no changes, as a rule, until 
tic is compelled to do so by farce ot 
Mary Inez Mann returned to circumstances, while an able man- 
Hyde, fiiu ager anticipates the seasonal requlre- 
' rncnts and prepares himself to meet 
them as soon as they appear. 

In the spring of the year there ar» 



The doors, the windows, and 
the receiving roam or Intake should 
be properly screened. If the receiv- 
ing room la left open, thousands of 
dies will enter the building though 
the doors and windows are screened: 
hence, where the building is so ar- 
ranged that the Intake can not be 
screened It should be changed with- 
out delay. Files are filthy, unsanitary 
Insects and should never be tolerated 
in a creamery. 

As the atmosphere becomes warmer 
It will generally be necessary to re- 
duce the ripening temperature of the 
starter and ot the cream, especially 
during the months of May and June. 
In most cases the churning temper- 
ature can be reduced from four to six 
degrees from that In use during win- 
ter. When the cows have been turneo 
out on pasture the color of the but- 
ter will he Increased naturally from 
day to day and the amount of arti- 
ficial color used should, therefore, be 
diminished accordingly.

$1,500. Halving this and then clipping 
off half a hundred Is enough for a 
student's necessary expenses, includ- 
ing his tuition and board, declares 
the president of Hamilton College, 
and the heads of Harvard, Princeton, 
Dartmouth and Brown concur. Spon- 
sors for Columbia and Wesley an uni- 
versities reduce the sum to $500 and 
claim no hardships would be endured. 
A New York newspaper prints some 
answers ot the question whether $700 
a year is enough, and begins with 
President Lowell, who says: 

Should a young man be able to 
go through college on $700 a year? 
Certainly he should, at least at 
Harvard. A great many students 
do so. The unavoidable expenses 
are: Tuition, $150; hoard, $150, 
and room $54, making a total of 
$354. Allowing something for 
I inn lis., stationary, and possible 
labatory tees, it may thoroughly 
be said that the unavoidable ex- 
penses amount to $400 a year. 

This leaves $300, which is a 
comfortable margin to pay for 
such other necessary expenses as 
clothing, washing and the like, as 
well as for a reasonable and de- 
sirable amount for recreation. 
Not only should a young man be 
able to go through Harvard on 
$700 a year, but, at the same time, 
he should be able to take part In 
the various philanthropic, social 
and athletic activities whlcn are 
so Important a part of the college 
life. 

As proof of this It may be stat- 
ed that several of the highest 
rank scholars and several under- 
graduate leaders are spending 
less than $700 a year. 
President Hlbben of Princeton 
shows that during 1912-13 the college I 
records prove that the actual college ! 
expenses ranged from $100 to $900 h 
year, proving that the student himself ! 
can arrange hi? expenses to suit his | 
Income: 

I am sure that a young man 
could go through college most 
comfortably on $700 a year. From 
our treasurer's olflce I have ob- 
tained the following information 
concerning the students of the 
university, for the year 1012-13.

A person eligible to rep- 
resent an organization on The t'.ol- 
leglnn Board shall tie regularly en- 
rolled In the Kansas Bute Agricul- 
tural College. 

Sec. 6. The officers of The Col- 
legian Board shall be a president, a 
t Ice -president, and a secretary.

Sec. i, The price of subscription, 
the number of Issufs a week, the 
sizes of the pages of tbe publication, 
and etc*., shall be under the jurisdic- 
tion of The Collegian Board. 

Si-.'. S. The other members of The 
Collegian Board that aren't members 
of the editorial, and the business staff, 
shall constitute the reportortal staff. 

Sec. 7. The members of the edi- 
torial, and tbe business staff shall re- 
ceive a salary. The amount of the 
salary shall lie determined by The 
CoUegtaa Board. 

Sec. B, All business not enumer- 
ated shall be decided by The Collegian 
Hoard. 

ARTICLE VI.— Duties of the Staff, 

Section 1. It shall be tbe duty of 
t he editor to superintendent the work 
of the other staff members; to carry 
out ttu' policy of the publication, and 
to be the Judge of what Is publishtd. 
The editor shall he responsible for 
wini t appears In the publication 

Sec. 2. The associate editors, the

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the 
business manager to take charge of 
the ti nances of the publication, and 
with his Staff solicit advertising; 
make contracts for the same: pay 
the salaries, and with the editor de- 
cide the number of pages of the Is- 
sue. 

Sec. 4. Any duties of the staff 
members not enumerated The Col- 
legian Board shall decide. 

ARTICLE VII. — Amendments. 

Section 1. An amendment to this 
constitution shall be proposed two 
weeks before the vote Is taken on it. 

Sec. 2. A majority vote of the 
Board Is required to adopt an amend- 
ment.

Herbert Davenport of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, spoke before the sec- 
ond day's session of the Michigan 
Schoolmasters' Club, at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, recently, and paid his com- 
pliments to intercollegiate athletics 
when he declared "Intercollegiate ath- 
letics have as much relation to edu- 
cation as has a bull fight to agricul- 
ture."

There 
pre things being done in the name of 
physical education of which we ought 
to tie ashamed. 1 don't believe we 
can pack the purpose of education In 
ony one unit, hut going to a univer- 
sity ought to mean more to a young 
man than Just boarding away from 
home."

The most rapid and econom 
leal gain was made with kafir sll 
age. Cane silage ranked second 
while corn silage ranked third. The 
poor showing made by the corn si- 
lage was due to its poor quality 
which was caused by the dry weath 
er last summer. 

Lunch wss served to the visiting 
clock men from 12 to l o'clock under 
the charge of the animal husbandry 
department. 

The stockmen took advantage of the 
opportunity to go through all the Col- 
lege departments, also to take In the 
ball game. One visitor was heard to 
remark that he attended Kansas 
State when the evergreen trees on 
the campus were only two feet high.

THOF ART THE MAH." 
The fault of the majority of editor- 
ials is that they are more destruct- 
ive than constructive. This Is many 
times the case in articles appearing 
In college publications. Here is an 
editorial that appeared In a recent 
number of the Yale News: 

Year after year the criticism ban 
been mnde that too many News edi- 
torials and communications are des- 
tructive and not constructive — that ; 
faults existing here and there In the 
University are (minted out and con- 
demned, but not corrected. A stir- 
ring denunciation of some error is 
met with praise, but not with re- 
sults. A plea for an Intellectual 
awakening brings much commenda- 
tion, and aa many empty concert and 
lecture scats aa before. This state 
of affairs may be ascribed very 
largely to a certain peculiarity oi 
human nature that makes every man 
deeply Impressed with the value of 
criticisms or suggestions — to every- 
one else excepting himself. Some- 
thing should be done about such and 
such a thing, he reads or hears 
Very true, he says earnestly to him- 
self, and 1 hope They do It. He be- 
lieves that It is the right thing to do, 
but feels somehow that It can be done 
without him. This Is the trait that 
prompts a man to run an automobile 
recklessly, to drive an aeroplane with 
hi* hands off control, to swim far 
out In a rough sea, with the absolute 
assurance that some miraculous 
power will preserve him unharmed 
through every danger, although They ' 
may perish. He heard that the schol- 
arship standard is low, and sincerely' 
believes that They should raise it. 
He learns that the attendance at the 
base lull games has been poor, and is 
Indignant that They have not been 
more enthusiastic. He Is told that a 
world-famous lecturer has received 
scant attention, and hopes that They 
will not behave so shabbily in future.

Class of Mil Gives IU Reatoas for 

Iteiiuestinir the Hoard of Admin- 
istration to Reverse the De- 
rision of March 6, 1*14. 



The senior clans forwarded this pe- 
tition to the board of administration 
several daya ago; To the Hoard 01 
Administration of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College: 

On February 5, 1914 the senior class 
of tlie Kansas State Agricultural Col 
lege, In regular class meeting as 
ssmbled, transacted the following 
business as shown by transcript of 
the minutes of the meeting herewith 
submitted: 

Discussion of proposition of dance 
to be given by senior class: 

"Mr. Hood moved that the dance 
question be postponed a week for die 
eusslon, and that It be decided or se 
and for all. if the question be 
brought up again, the person bring- 
log It up should be fined 110.00. This 
motion passed." 

Thereafter, on February 12. 1914, 
the senior class,, pursuant to the mo- 
tion duly passed and adopted on Feb 
ruary 5, 1914, assembled tor the pur 
poee or adopting or rejecting the 
proposition containing the aforesaid 
motion. On motion, the class decided 
to vote on the proposition by a print- 
ed ballot, a copy of said ballot being 
herewith submitted: 

OFFICIAL BALLOT 
SENIOR CLASS OF 1914 

Motion: Moved that the senior class 
have a elaes dance.

NO 

A canvass of the votes was taken 
and resuled bh follows: Total number 
of votes cast, 245 — 143 of the class 
voting to adopt the proposition and 
102 members voting to reject the same. 

On February 19, 1914, a motion was 
duly passed by the senior class that 
a committee be appointed to arrange 
for the senior dance. Thereafter, and 
at tlie Bame meeting, the following 
committee wan duly appointed to ar- 
range tor said class dance: J. G. 
Aulrl, B. P Friedltne, Bees Hoffman 
Margaret Walbrtdge and William 
Sumner. 

On February 26, 1914, the senior 
class In regular class meeting assem 
bled, received and approved the fol- 
lowing report from J. Q. Auld, chair 
man u fthe senior class dance com- 
mittee: "That the committee had re- 
quested the board of administration 
for the privilege of holding the sen- 
ior dance In the Nichols gymnasium 
and that the committee was planning 
to make the party for all the class.' 
Thereafter and at the same meeting, 
the class upon motion, appropriated 
the Hum of flOO to be used by the 
committee In arranging for the class 
dance, and duly Instructed the secre- 
tary to draw an order on the treas 
urer for said amount. At the same 
meeting, a privilege motion was made 
that a fee of fifty cents be levied on 
all members attending the class 
dance and party. The motion was re- 
jected. On March 5, 1914, J. Q. 
Auld, as chairman of the senior dance 
committee reported that final action 
would soon be taken by the board of 
edmlnistratlon on the proposition o( 
allowing the senior class the privi- 
lege of holding the class dance In 
Nichols gymnasium. 

The above and foregoing abstract 
of the record of the senior class pre- 
sents all action taken by the Class 
either for or against the proposition 
of giving a senior dance. 

In supplementing the above abstract 
of the record your petitioners desire 
to Inform the board of administration 
that the committee appointed to ar- 
range for the senior dance decided 
and so reported to the senior class 
at the meeting held on February 26, 
1914, that It was the Intention of the 
committee to provide entertainment 
for all members of the class, by pro- 
viding a class reception, refreshments 
for all, dancing, and various games 
and entertainment, and that the func- 
tion should be called the senior swing. 

On, or about February 14, 1914, the 
president of the class, Russell Wil- 
liamson, on the advice of President 
Waters, made formal application to the 
I >o ard of administration tor the priv- 
ilege of using Nichols gymnasium In 
holding the senior swing. The board 
of administration after duly consid- 
ering the application rejected the same 
on March B. 1914. 

We, the undersigned members of 
the senior class of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College, respectfully pe- 
tition the board of administration to 
reconsider the request heretofore 
made on behalf of the senior claat 
for the privilege of using Nichols 
k? in nn sin in for the purpose of holding 
a senior swing therein. 

We are not unmindful of the fart 
that your honorable body did after 
careful consideration rule against a 
like request on or about March «, 
1914. Were It not for the fart that 
your petitioners nrmly believe that 



the decision of the board was based 
partially, at least, upon misinforma- 
tion furnished by certain members of 
the class adversely interested In the 
proposition contained in the request, 
we bhould feel lome hesitancy in agah 
bringing the matter to your atten- 
tion, it Is not the Intention or de- 
sire of your petitioners to In any way 
compromise the position taken by l hi 
hoard in the matter. We ask a re- 
hearing on this proposition tor the 
reason that we do not believe the 
hoard was fairly and Impartially ad- 
vised as to the real sentiment pre- 
vailing In the senior class, and If 
such appears to be the fact we feel 
satisfied that .vour honorable body 
will deal with the question In such 
manner as the facts of the case will 
warrant, and which action will be 
cheerfully acquiesced In by your pe- 
titioners. 

We might rightfully lay claim to 
the fact that our petition should car- 
ry considerable weight if tor no other 
reason than the fact that we repre- 
sent almost two thirds of the entire 
membership of the class, but we pre- 
fer to base our reasons tor asking 
favorable action on the proposition 
contained Id the request on grounds 
that are unassailable in point of Tact 
and equity. 

Wo feel Justified In assuming that 
the board of administration In react- 
ing the request of the senior class tor 
the privilege of using Nichols gym- 
nasium In holding a senior swing did 
not thereby Intend to decide for the 
class that a senior swing should not 
he held. We further assume that the 
board recognises the senior class as 
an organized body of Individuals sub- 
ject to the will of the majority In all 
matters pertaining to the class as a 
whole, and In addition thereto, that 
the board will cooperate with and up- 
hold the action of the majority Inso- 
far a* the action of the majority Is 
compatible with and not repugnant to 
the best interests of our alma mater 
to which the class owes allegiance. 

An examination of the class record 
Iwrok as shown by the abstract there- 
of, heretofore submitted discloses the 
feet that a regularly called election 
was held for the express purpose of 
determining the will of the class in 
regard to holding a dance by and on 
behalf of the senior class. It can- 
not he said that the action of the class 
was hasty or that one member of the 
class was deprived of an opportunity 
to protest against the final action, 
either verbally or by right of suf- 
frage; the facte are overwhelmingly 
to the contrary. The proposition is 
not a new one to the students of this 
college, the board needs no proof of 
that fact The minutes of the class 
meeting show that the proposition 
«as first brought to the attention of 
the class on February 5. 19H, and 
ttiHt final action on the same was, by 
vote of tlie class, deferred until Feb- 
ruary 12, 1914. That upon said lat- 
ter date a vote was taken upon the 
] to position by printed ballots and In 
which 245 members out of a total 
membership of 275 participated In the 
voting— 143 members of the class vot- 
ing In favor of the motion to hold a 
senior dance and 102 voting against 
the motion. There is not a suspicion 
that any undue advantage was taken 
or unfair means employed by the ad- 
vocates of the motion. The issue was 
squarely and Impartially submitted to 
the class as a whole and a majority 
of those voting expressed by their 
i<allot a desire for a senior dance. 
Every principle of democracy de- 
mands that the will of the majority 
lie upheld. 

Having decided by a majority of 
the class to hold the dance as a class 
function and having appointed a com- 
mittee to arrange for the same the 
next question to be determined was 
the problem of securing a room or 
: mi I large enough to afford adequate 
space and proper facilities for enter- 
taining all members of the class. The 
committee very naturally decided that 
the class function should be held on 
the College campus and accordingly 
I resented their request to the board 
of administration for the privilege of 
using Nlhcols gymnasium (or such 
purpose. It was not until such time 
that your petitioners were appraised 
or the fact that certain Individuals, 
assuming to represent the minority. 
were taking active steps to annul I 
and defeat the motion adopted by the 
class on February 12. We do not 
propose to pass judgment on the 
means employed to secure the end— | 
it will suffice to say that the mem- 
bers of the class who opposed the 
motion were cognizant of the fart 
that it would be next to Impossible 
to hold a class function and expect 
to entertain all members of the class 
in any other place than Nichols gym- 
nasium. The deduction to be drawn 
is too obvious for further comment- 
should the request be rejected, the 
motion should fail. 

The reason ascribed by certain 
memlters of the minority for request- 
ing the board to reject the applica- 
tion of the majority is that It would 
violate their conscience to attend a 
f .1 notion where dancing was the chief 
form of entertainment. It is worthy 
or note that the committee appointed 
to arrange for the senior swing, al-

KAN YEN GAVE AN INTERVIEW 



(■plain of Chinese Ualrerslty Ball 
Team Talked A boat Hawaii. 

That Hawaii Is a more Ideal place 
to lire than the United States Is the 
opinion of Kan Yen, captain of the 
Chinese I'niverslty base halt team ac- 
cording to the Oklahoma Orange and 
Blacak. 

Scooping up hot grounders, picking 
files out of the air and checking the 
progress of line drives. Kan Yen, 
during the warming up process for 
the baseball game Monday artemoon, 
at Stillwater, talked freely of the 
school life at the Chinese University 
and the Impression he received of 
America. 

Though "Chink" was the universal 
term applied to the foreigners, they 
were not all Chinamen. The student 
hody of the university Is very cosmo- 
politan, and representatives are there 
from almost every nation. Although 
a large percent of the students are 
Chinese, most of them are American 
citizens. None of those on the hall 
team have ever set foot on the Celes- 
tial republic. 

The university Is situated at Hono- 
lulu, a city of 80,000 Inhabitants, with 
street cars, electric lights and all 
modern conveniences. About seven 
hundred students take advantage of 
the opportunity to attend the school. 
The faculty Is large and able, and 
composed mostly of Americans, The 
course of Instruction Is general and 
»f a preparatory nature. Many of 



the graduates come to the United 
States to specialize in different 
branches, and are allowed to enter as 
Sophomores and Juniors In the col- 
leges and universities. 

The social phase of the college lite 
Is f. mured more at the Chinese Uni- 
versity than It Is here. No restric- 
tions are laid down by the faculty on 
the entertainments, of which dancing 
Is the chief form. The tango, hesi- 
tation and reverse are all Indulged 
In, The crowds attending the dances 
are often composed of Chinese, Japs. 
Hawailans and Americans. 

'VII athletic sports, especially the 
outdoor forms, are popular. At the 
beginning of the fail term football 
takes as lui portent a place as It does 
in the American schools, and the ri- 
valry and college spirit between the 
different institutions equals tuai 
shown In this country. "Football," 
stated Kan Yen, "is played much 
dirtier there than It Is here. Many a 
time have I turned loose a punch 
when the referee was not looking." 

"Swimming Is also one of the ma- 
jor sports, and is Indulged in the 
year round." 

The university has a T. M. C. A. 
building which cost over $100,000. 
Very many religious sects are repre- 
sented at the school. Among the 
stronger ones' are the Mormons, 
Catholics, Protestants and Buddhists 

"The team reached San Francisco 
the first of March and will not re 
turn to Hawaii until September." 

When asked if the members of the 
baseball squad would not lose out In 
their studies, Kan Yen smiled and 
said that they got the spring (ever 
and were aa little fond of studying In 
the warm weather as were the Amer- 
icans. However, he said that the 
team was not us strong as It was 
last year, due to the fact that some 
or lb-' meu "flunked" In their studies 
and were Ineligible for the team. 

Kan Yen stated that he pre (erred 
to live In Hawaii to the United 
States. No color line Is drawn, and 
the Ideal climate were his reasons 
When the Americans first come, he 
went on to sav, they will not asso 
elate with the natives, but soon they 
forget about color and mingle with 
the inhabitants as does everybody 
else.

TELLS HOW TRACK MEN TRAIN 



A HnlrM of i: vents Is Given by 1*1 
rector Lowman. 

A review of the training points for 
the several track events for the bene 
fit or the high school track athletes 
throughout Kansas. This review Is 
taken from a schedule prepared by 
Guy S. Lowman, director of athletes: 
The three most Important things In 
training are diet, rest and work. When 
a man says he Is training the work 
infers preparation. If a man does not 
expect to train, he might as well 
Have athletics alone. He is a disgrace 
to the sport and his Influence is bad 
An athlete must avoid bad habits and 
everything that tends to weaken the 
body. Dissipation Is the enemy of 
life and the ruin of man In athletics. 
If you are competing for a school 
you have three obligations: First, 
you owe It to your school; second, to 
your teammates; third, to yourself, 
to be In your best physical condition 
when competing. All men can't train 
alike. There are differences In muscu- 
lar and nervous men's make up. No 
definite rule can be laid down. As a 
rule, the nervous man should have 
less work, the sluggish man, more 
work. In training, alternate days for 
speed and endurance. Best a day be- 
fore competing. Keep off the feet. 

Diet: Good wholesome food, well 
cooked, Is necessary to perfect train- 
ing. Don't take anything Into the 
stomach that is disagreeable to you. 
Cut out pastry, puddings, pies, cakes, 
«;tc. Eat at regular hours, twice or 
three times dally. Take plenty of 
time at your meals. Eat slowly and 
masticate thoroughly. Don't drink wat- 
er and other solutions while there Is 
food In the mouth. Practice undereat- 
Ing, Never eat between meals. Eat 
only those things which are agreeable 
to you as an Individual. Drink one or 
two glasses of water at a meal, if you 
wish, hut It Is best to drink before or 
after the meal. All fried foods are 
bad. 

Condiments: Pepper, pickles, mus- 
tard, etc., hot bread, coffee, tea, al- 
coholic beverages, turnips, cabbage, 
and other woody vegetables, are hard 
to digest and are of tittle food value. 
Exceedingly fatty foods, such as pork, 
bam, bolted or Tried, are very bad. 
Before a stiff trial or hard race eat 
your customary meat, hut eat less in 
quantity. Don't drink water within 
an hour or competing or training, or 
thirty minutes after. Simply rinse 
the mouth thoroughly during compe- 
tition. 

The following U a classification of 
food -stuffs: Concentrated — cheese, 
eggs, peas, beans, meats, etc.: non- 
con ccntrated— m Ilk. fruit, vegetables, 
bread; mezts — beef, mutton, chicken, 
eggs, oysters, but no veal; toast, veg- 
etables, bread. The longer the train- 
ing season, the more liberal the diet 
Fhould be. A man ought to enjoy his

"When your petition was pre- 
sented to us we suggested that 
It was a matter of student regu- 
lation that should be handled by 
the Institution. But the College 
authorities suggested that such 
a request has been passed upon 
by two former boards of regents, 
and asked us to pass upon it. 
We followed the recommenda- 
tions of the College authorities, 
and declined to overrule the ad- 
verse action of two former boards 
of regents. To now grant your 
request we would have to over- 
rule the action of the two hoards 
or regents, and overrule the rec- 
ommendation of the College auth- 
orities" — the report of the 
board of administration In turn- 
ing down the second request of 
the senior class for the privilege 
of using Nichols gymnasium for 
the senior swing, 
if the board of administration 
maintains Its present attitude the 
class of 1914 will not dance In Nich- 
ols gym this year. The board re- 
rased the second request of the sen- 
ior class for the privilege or using 
Nichols gym for the senior swing. 
This was the second petition submit- 
ted by the class. It was signed by 
nearly 200 of the 27fi members of the 
class of 1914. 

The reason the board assigns for 
Its adverse decision Is that two for- 
mer board or regents had refused a 
■miliar request 

After a four-year fight over the 
subject or a class dance the 1914 
class voted on the proposition again 
February 12, 1914. The dancing fac- 
tion carried the election. The vote 
resulted 143 to 102. The board waa 
petitioned. March 6 at a meeting at 
Hays City the hoard refused the re- 
quest. 

A petition waa circulated among 
the members of the senior class. 
Nearly 200 or the 276 seniors signed 
the petition. This petition was for- 
warded to the three members or the 
hoard April 8, The petition was re- 
fused April ie. 

The members of the 1914 class not 
desiring a class party, any part of 
which constated of dancing, have 
been In the majority until the ballot 
of February 11. 

This majority for the class dance 
was the first time In the history of 
the Kansas State Agricultural Col- 
lege the senior, or any other class 
voted in favor or a class danoa. 

The senior awing as planned by 
the entertainment committee constat- 
ed of a reception, refreshments for 
all, various games and other enter- 
tainment, and a dance.

HAS NEW IDEA OF CHILDREN. 

Professor MeKeever Told How to 
Rear YohUi. 

Those who heard W. A. MeKeever at 
court house Wednesday night learned 
much of the new ldeaa regarding the 
rearing of children. Mr. MeKeever 
came to tell something of the Stub ha 
prise and what would be necessary 
tor Manhattan to do tot win it. 

The speaker in his talk oa children, 
dwelt at length on the industrial fea- 
tures of child education, which have 
recently taken such a hold on the 
country from one end to the other. 
MeKeever believes) that the child 
should be taught to work from the 
time It can walk. That as the child 
grows older, burdens should be added 
until work beoomea a habit. He also 
believes that the child should be given 
considerable leeway to his choice ot 
occupations. That a boy who baa a 
natural tendency tor machine work 
should not be forced to study law; 
that a girl who likes housework 
should not be compelled to study 
bookkeeping, etc. He maintains that 
In this way what might be a task 
becomes a real pleasure for the child. 

He also believes that it is Just aa 
Important to teach the child bow to 
play. That always the play of the 
children should be directed, not dis- 
ciplined particularly, but directed 
That, what and how the child plays, 
Is Just as much or more Important 
that how he works. He also told 
of the development of the sociability 
Instinct in the child, the religious In- 
stinct, and others; and how it was 
necessary that at the proper time, 
three Instincts and desires should be 
fostered. "The greatest wealth In the 
world" says Mr. MeKeever. "Either 
from a material or moral standpoint, 
is the raising of perfect men and 
women." 

One thing that wit) he given par- 
ticular attention In awarding the 
Stubba prize, Is the enforcement of 
the Kansas antl-clearette law and al- 
so the provisions the town has made 
tor child Industrial work. Mr. Me- 
Keever believes that Manhattan has 
all the physical qualifications neces- 
sary to win the 31000, and that she 
has the right kind of dtltenshlp.

The time mere- 
ly to discuss the liquor problem Is 
past' The time for Its solution has 
come! The only adequate solution for 
this problem Is national prohibition. 
Prohibition Is not a theory: ft Is not 
an experiment. It has been tested In 
the smaller units of government. Six- 
teen thousand Incorporated villages, 
seventeen hundred counties, five hun- 
dred cities of more than live thousand, 
and two hundred cules of more than 
ten thousand population have outlaw- 
ed the liquor traffic. Nine entire states 
with an aggregate population of al- 
most fifteen million have adopted pro- 
hibition.

But j 
it does pay to raise the best heifers, 
for in Rood dairy sections well-bred 
heifers are worth considerably more 
than HO when two years of age. Fur- 
thermore, dairy farmers sb a rule are 
obliged to raise their own stock, as 
It ia difficult to buy productive cows 
at a reasonable price. In some sec- 
tions ot the West where alfalfa is 
worth only 14 or 15 a ton. or iu 
the south wf st where pastures 
furnish feed the greatrr part of the 
year, this cost may be greatly reduced 
Even where It costs 160 to raise a 
heifer, two-thirds of this amount is 
charged for feeds at market prices, 
a large part of which can be grown 
on the farm at a profit. Thus raising 
the heifers the dairy farmer finds a 
home market for feeds grown on the 
farm at remunerative prices, and at 
the same time aids In maintaining 
the fertility of the soil.

ram tors Prepared to Tear 
Down After I we Fire. 

The Columns around which so 
many of the I'nlverslty ot Missouri 
traditions are centered, were saved 
after a fire in 1892 only by the loy- 
alty ot the alumni and the citizens 
of Columbia, says the Daily Misaour- 
lan. Most of the students and young 
professors In the University at that 
time could not see the traditional 
value of the Columns to future Mtas 
curl students. 

In the two or three years following 
the fire the debris was removed from 
the campus and the work of rebuild- 
ing begun. During tbe time It had 
been decided to tear the Columns 
down. As the Board of Curators had 
P as Bed a motion to that effect, only 
the Hood of protests prevented action 
being taken. The various alumni as- 
sociations passed resolutions to save 
the Column b. Messages were re- 
ceived from all parts of the country 
protesting against their removal. 

Suggestions were made to place 
two columns at each of the north, 
east and west entrances to the cam- 
|ius. However, the suggestion to Im- 
prove tbe foundations and leave them 
In the same place seemed the most 
feasible plan because of the enormous 
task that would be encountered in 
ii muval. An arch over the top ot the 
coin mas to Improve their beauty was 
also considered. 

When It was finally decided to save 
the Col nmns. work was started Im- 
proving the foundations. Circular 
mounds around tbe Columns had 
been left after the tire. The ground 
was cut down and terraces graded. 
Cement bancs were built, thus pre- 
venting disintegration In the future. 

And now the Columns still stand. 
Ivy-covered and as (Inn as when they 
were erected in 1841 — seventy-three 
years ago. Tbe far slghtedness of the 
alumni at the time of the fire is re- 
membered with gratitude. Such men 
as G. F. Rothwell. Gardner Lathrop, 
R, B. Oliver and Dr. C. M. Woodward 
were chiefly instrumental In saving 
the Columns.

It will be noted that tbe net pro- 
ceeds from the acre count for 30 per 
cent on the final grade. A atrict ac- 
count must be kept of all work done, 
and this must be charged up against 
the value of the crop produced. If 
a large yield were the only thing 
taken into consideration a tendency 
would be fostered to do work that a 
farmer could not afford to do on a 
large field.

The rebuilding of the main buildng 
wll go far toward making the State 
Normal School tbe best equipped 
teachers' colleges in the country, in- 
asmuch ae the other present build- 
ings, the gymnasium, library, science 
hall, and training school, are no- 
where excelled for their purposes.
